Intern 
perance has decreased wonderfully. 
Ahout 1736, when taxes snd licenses 
of gin was Instituted, there were in 
London over seven thousand shops 
where gin was retailed, and whera men 
drank and disabled themselves for la- 
hor for a penny.; the remedies greatly 
diminished the drunkenness. And so 
of other evils — it is found that if they 
eannot be abolished they can be reduc- 
ed in their power and the numher ot 
their virtues; and so every impulse of 
our better nalure prompts us to throw 
our influence — small or great — on the 
right and not on tho wrong side of ev 
ery public issue. 

Enterprises and institutions that can- 
uot hear the full light of day naturally 
work in darkuess.

approbation of philanthropists? Does 
it, when objections are urged against it,

When Christ was heing stoned hy 
the Jews he said, "Many good works 
have I done among you, for which do 
yc stone me?” He healed the sick, 
cast out devils, raised the dead, and 
preached the Gospel to the poor; 
did good to all snd evil to none. Can 
Masonry call on good works for defense ! 
Instead of either of these commendahle 
modes of defense it aenms to adopt the 
opposite of hoth, so far as my observa- 


tion has extended, for more than forty- 
five years, i. e. , " dignified silence,” as 
in the first oath snd generally taught 
hy the lecturer* and writers, and per- 
sonal abuse, commonly practiced by 
the multitude.

So he 
hastily put the hoy aside, with the 
chilliog wards. ‘-You should have read 
twice as much. " If a blow had atruck 
the hoy to the earth, it would have 
heeo a slight injury, compared to this 
blow to the spirit. It crushed hope 
lessty for the time all aspiratioo. all 
efforts after knowledge. It made him 
look almost with aversion on his father. 
The scar on the spirit was carried 
sway into manhood. The book stood 
on the library shelf, hut the mark had 
never heen moved. No additional 
page was ever read in it. 

Oh, how wo need to watch ourselves 
iu these .moments of weariness and 
perplexity! Hasty, petulant words, 
where a child looks for approval, are 
wounds to tho spirit, hard indeed to 
bear. It takes all our maturer forti- 
tude to meet with an'd even mind Buch 
disappointment, sod can we be surpris- 
edthat the tender child's spirit growe 
discouraged aod hitter under them. 

Home Reading. 

One of the most pleasant and nohle 
duties of the head of the family is to 
furoish its members with good reading, 
In the tirnea which are passed it was 
considered enough to clothe aod feed 
and shelter a family. This was the 
sum of parental duty, but lately it bns 
heen fouod out that wives nnd children 
have minds, and so it has hecome a 
necessity to educate the children and 
furnish reading for the. whole house- 
hold; it has been found out that the 
mind wants its food as well asthe body, 
and that it wants to be sheltered from 
the pitiless storms of error and viee by 
the guarding and friendly roof of intel- 
ligence and virtue.

ure; and so the family changes, and out 
from its numher will go intelligent men 
nnd women to fill honorahle places and 
he useful memhers of the community. 
Let the torch of intelligence he lit in 
every household ; let the old and young 
vie with each other in introducing new 
and useful topics of investigation, nnd in 
cherishing a low of reading, study and 
improvement.

Freemasonry Forty Years Ago, 

Charles P. Sumner's View of Specula- 
tive Frcelnnsnory. 

Written Oct. 19, 1829, 

[Senator Cbas. Sumner's father 
while Sheriff-of Suffolk County wrote 
out his views of Freemasonry at the 
request of the Suffolk committee (Bos- 
ton) appointed for the purpose of ob- 
taining the views of emineot men as to 
whether there be any utility in the 
continuance of Musonic Associations in 
this country, and if there he, how far 
they nre to he regarded as scientific, 
henevolcnt and religious! Or if there 
be not, what is their civil, social and 
political influeoceupon the community f 

In the letter which tha Committee 
addressed to Mr. Sumner they give 
their reasons for requesting his views in 
the following words: “Your elevated 
station as a public officer, your acknowl- 
edged candor and impartiality, and 
your early acquaintance with Masonic 
obligations, nre the reasons offered hy 
this Committee for addressing you on 
this interesting subject.'’ 

His vslushle reply we give in full 
although we must, in consequence of 
doing so, conclude it in noother number 
of our pnper.J 
Gentlemen: 

In answering your letter of the 18th 
of September I esnnot speak of Mason- 
ry with unqualified censure; much less 
with unqualified praise. 

When 1 wss twenty-five years old, I 
became a Mason, joined a lodge and 
continued connected with it ahout seven 

I left it with good feelings towards 
the memhers, hut with no great respeet 
for the institution. We each made a 
promise at heing initiated that we 
would disclose none of the secrets of 
the degree to which we were admitted. 
This promise is sometimes eslled an 
obligation. The words of it were never 
by me committed to memory, and 
never hut once uttered hy me; nobody 
but the master ever undertook to repeat 
it I never saw it in print ; nor until 
within a year past did 1 ever see any- 
thing like it. It could not he printed 
in any hook of Masonic authority. I 
have considered it till recently, as rest- 
ing solely upon tradition ; and that it 
could not he precisely the same in two 
remote countries, nor iu the same 
country at different periods. The 
courses of mighty rivere chaugeinthe 
lapse of years, — the manners and cus- 
toms of nations also change ; much 
more so must Masonry and every thing 
else that repels the aid of printing aud 
trusts itself to the fallible memory of 

When I confess myself a Mason. I 
do not mean to confess or deny that I 
'have laid myself under any of the oaths 
or obligations which I have recently 
and for the first time, 6een printed as 
oaths, I am not sure that a Masonic 
ohligation is invariahly in that form. I 
have visited three lodges in Massachu- 
setts and one in Oeorgia; and I never 
saw an exact similarity of proceedings 
in any two; some were in u higher 
style of decorum than others. The 
forms nnd the language were somewhat 
different. These things depended on 
the different characteristic turns of 
miod by which the masters and the 
members of the several lodge* were 
distinguished. 

But whatever the obligations of Ma- 
sonry were in my earlier years, and 
whatever they may he now; I am con- 
vinced that it has not the merit of 
being a merely innocent amusement. 
It docs not promote the cause of 
science, benevolence or religion: and it 
takes up some of that valuable time 
which ought to he better -employed. 
My humble opinl -n was formerly diff 
erent, but I am not ashamed to confess 
my error when I perceive it, It would 
be useless to resd or think, if it wero 
not to gain new light to the under- 
standing, and willingness to follow its 
guidance. 

In 1801, I was gently invited to 
hecome a Mason. I inquired what 
Masonry was. 1 was answered thnt it 
was a ' 'noble science founded on Ge 
omelry.” Cooscious of my deficiency 
in mathematics, 1 could not have 
heard anything to makbit more alluring 
to me, 1 resolved to hecome a Mason, 
and went from step to step to the 
third; which is commonly the resting 
plnca of Masons. I saw many in the 
lodge who understood nothing even of 
arithmetic heyond the rule of three. 
And 1 looked in rain for anything that 
hore tha slightsst resemblance to sci- 
ence, except only in one lodge, where 
I saw drawn on the floor n diagram 
from Euclid, which no one attempted 
to explain. 

When a candidate is admitted to the 
first degree, a charge is read to him hy

Hence to cast a 
hallol, is to fire a telling shot in a blood- 
less civic battle, and upon which, as 
grave nnd mighty interests turn, 
when our dwellings are wasted with 
war, and our streets run down with 

It is no wonder then, when a citizen 
has the interests of his country lying, 


upon his heart, that be moves cautious- 

ly, and looks the grouud over with the 
utmost care. It is no wooder that his 
heart sometimes aches almost to the 
breaking, when he discovers tha aubtli 
tricks in which the leading men of the 
various great parties take refuge. It is no 
wonder that sporting men and tipplers; 
the owners of fast horses and fast 
houses; the men who live like vultures 
upon the spoiled of human kind,and as- 
pirants to offices with Urge opportunity 
for peeulatioo and pilfer, should early 
know just how to vote. And it is no 
wonder that an honest man, who acts 
in view of the great demandsof liisraca, 
the honor 01 God, a clearconscience and 
Heaven's trilmuul har, Should hesitate, 
and perhaps not vote at all. 

"Righteousness exalteth a nation, hut 
sin is ft reproach to any people.” And 
con a Christian vote with unrighteous- 
ness, which degrades and bringa a 
anara f Can he give his allegiance to 
a psrty, which though it pay its dehta, 
its titha and mint, yet Btudiously, aod 
intentionally neglecta the weightier 
matters of the higher law? What do 
either of the great parties promise it 
regard to those guarantees of the Chris- 
tian Sabbath and the Christian civili- 
zation which environs it. This civili- 
zation has given whatever of true great- 
ness and glory this nation enjoys, nnd 
if it would lead oo the other nations to 
that highiA- manhood and truer nobility 
after which far-off lands are enquiring, 
is it wise or ssfa for tha sake of a few 
thousand German votes to cast nwny 
that day of hallowed rest, which two 
hundred and fifty years I, as sanctified 
oo these shores? What do they say 
about the suppression of that secret 
empire which permeates the North as 
well as South; filling this free republic 
with Knights, Generalissimos, Princes, 
High Priests and Kings, and these 
holding half the civil offices of the 
country, while they numher but about 
one-sixteenth part of the voting popu- 
lation. It muzzles the press, restrains 
the pulpit; persuades whom it can and 
whispers threats ol vengeance upon 
those who come out from among them, 
and lift up n voice for the eountry and 
the human race. What say these 
great parties now clamoring for place at 
the public crib, about the blasting, 
hlear-eyed crime of intemperance. A 
crime which dehauches human life ; 
blasts human hopes; makes earth a 
bell and shows from heaven’s arches 
that ‘’No drunkard shall inherit eternal 
life I” The crime of intemperance is 
costing this country more hundreds of 
millions of money every year than the 
late war, and more of the Sower of the 
land are swept into ignoble graves hy 
it, than fell in our bloodiest years. 

And what do these great parties, 
each of which declare that the country 
will he ruined if their candidates are 
defeated, propose to do with these 
mighty issues? dimply nothing at all. 
Why nothing at all ? Because if they 
did do any tiling they must break 
friendship with German infidelity, the 
secret clanship of the country, and the 
whiskey ring, and perhaps he defeated 
at the election. Defeat is hy them ac- 
counted as worse than all these evils, 
While we would esteem temporary de- 
feat, for the sake of the truth, as a 
suhlimer victory than success without it, 
For it is safe to he right, and stend 
with Him who controls the armies of 
earth and heaven, 

Voting is no doubt a Christian duty 
as soon as the name of Christ is allow- 
ed, or his law acknowledged, But 
neither the politicians coming in as a 
flood, the striking of hand in hand, the 
ephemeral glare of torch-light procea- 
sions, the flying of banners, nor noisy 
harhacues can make it right to suppress 
the truths of God, and stifle the cries of 
the needy, for the sake of polling infi- 
del and whiskey votes, 

And can Christian men,d an true 
Americans see tbs civilization of his 
country hrokan down; his reputation 
sndhusiness success at the mercy of ae 
cri-t clans; and lookiog the haggard 
ghosts of the sixty thousand annual vic- 
tims of intemperance in the face, go to 
ihe polls without meditation and prayer? 
Can they vote upon a platform, which 
hy a studied silence , ignores the Lord

ent in life. (2 Tim, iu: 18. 17.) 

Long estehlished customs and uni- 
versal teachings, have made such im- 
pressions, on our minds, that it is next 
to impossible to get an unhiased judg- 
ment, in respect to this question, 
supposing, what those whom we have 
always supposed to he good men in the 
times past, would certainly not practice 
anything in such sacred surroundings, 
rithout the authority of God. But 
when we see hoary crimes, aod long 
established wrongs, sanctified hy bap- 
tism, and received into the hosom of 
the church, and elevated to ths highest 
privileges and positions therein, causing 
good men to weep and deplore the fact, 
are led to inquire, Does the word of 
God justify such practice ? In order 
to answer this question satisfactorily and 
itelligently, we shall have to examine 
the rules for the regulation of tha 
church in relation to ndmission into its 
communion, the duties of memhers to 
each other and to the churoh, nnd the 
obligations of the ohurch to individ- 
uals, and the authority of the church, 
Who then shall he admitted into tha 
communion and fellowship of the 
church ? 

'Him that is weak in the faith re- 
e ye, hut not to douhtful disputa- 
;s." (Rom. xiv. 1.) The faith

The rules thus far are plain, easily 
understood, simple, feasible, and effi- 
cient if the oburoh is true to her master, 
Has this course heen tried, the require- 
ments of these rules heen followed, in 
dealing with rumsellers, memhers of 
secret, oath hound societies and other 
flagrant offenders? If any man who is 
•’ called a hrother ” has fallen into tha 
practice of any of the works of the flesh 
enumerated in Gal. v: 19-21, and knows 
that nny of the memhers bnve ’’aught 
against ” him on that account, if lie has 
any respect for the commands of Christ, 
he will leave his gift at the altsr until a 
reconciliation is effected ; but if he still

he received of us. And if any man 
ohey not our word hy this epistle note 
that man and bsvs no company 
him that he may he ashamed.” (2 
Thess. iii: 6, 14), 

If the offender is shielded hy the 
church, we must withdraw, the com- 
mand is imperative, we must obey it tc 
secure God’s favor and hlcssing, and to 
prove our sincerity, and attachment 
the cause of Christ. But if we must 
withdrew, the command is equally 
perative on us, to stand aloof from such 
organizations, to save our reputation 
and Christian character. “What! 
Know ye not that he which is jsined 
to a harlot is ooe body P (1 Cor 
18), No matter how pure and virtuous 
a man may have heen hefore joining 
to n harlot, that moment he brings his 
purity nnd virtua down to her level;

They msy have great men, hut 
they do not develop a capacity in their 
memhers for the highest enjoyment in 
the Kingdom of God, And wa have a 
rule directing our withdrawal from or- 
ganizations composed of opposites, in 
theory and practice, and a promise an- 
nexed which is a full equivalent for all 
that esn he realized in the hest regulat 
ed organization. “ Be ye not unequally 
yoked together with unbelievers; for 
what fellowship bath righteousness 
with unrigh teous ness I A nd w hat com- 
munion bath light with darkness? 

What concord hath Christ with Belial, 
or what part hath be that helieveth 
with an infidel? And what agreement 
hath the temple of God with idola?

Becrenliuns of Luther. 

After Luther’s marriage, be was in 
the laudable habit of entertaining at 
bis table a numher of young men of 
distinction, some of whom are still 
known to us . One of them was the 
talented John Agricola, of Eisleben, a 
distant relative of the reformer, and 
whom, with his wife and child, be 
kept for a long time in bis own house. 
Besides him, there were students and 
other ynung men of rare endowments. 

It was singular good luck ftr these 
men to enjoy tbe distinguished privi- 
lege of daily intercourse with Luther, of 
henringbis conversation, of observing bi; 
mode of life, of being influenced by 
bis example, and of catching bis evan- 
gelical spirit. He also spent many a 
happy bnur in their company, 
and especially at meals the most 
appropriate time for cheerful conver- 
sation, be wa a greatly refreshed by 
intercourse with them. Tbe advantage 
-was mutual, He learned from them 
tbeir wants and temptstions and 
difficulties, as well as tbe current news 
of the day, and they were immensely 
edified by witnessing the stringent! 
discipline of bis bouse, tbe exact order 
of all its arrangements, ns well as his 
unpretending piety and the Scriptural 
temperance of bis living. Mat tbesi 
tells ns that though be was a man 
no mean corporeal dimensions, yet be 
ate and drank very moderately, and 
was contented with tbe simplest diet. 
Melanethon also reports that be 
restricted himself to tbe amallt 
quantity of food and drink, which occ 
stoned surprise, because be was not 
a small man nor infirm of body. ‘ 'I 
have known occasions,” says he, "on 
which he abstained from eating and 
drinking for four days together, even 
when be was in good health; and I 
have known him often to be satisfied 
for a whole day with one herring and 
a small piece of bread, and that too for 
many days in succession," 

He usually began the intellectual 
entertainment with the universal ques- 
tion, '‘Well, what’s the news!’’ and if 
from backwardness there was no re- 
sponse, be would again ask more directly 
“Ye prelates, wbat news?” This class 
thus appealed to were obliged to an- 
swer. The old men spoke first, and 
then gradually the conversation became 
general. A multitude of questions 
were then addressed to him, which be 
answered hritfly and plnmply, and 
entered upon tbe discussion with the 
most lively interest. The questions, 
for tbe most part, related to Scripture 
passages or theological abstractions, and 
these he answered with singular appo- 
sitenesa nnd force. He seldom went 
to bia tabic without taking with bim a 
hook, which he criticised or read 
extracts from, thus twinging up con- 
stantly new themes for entertaining 
and instructive conversation. Occasion- 
ally he wrote during bis meals. 
Mattheslua tells us that bis beaulitul 
commentaries on Matthew and tbe

They are distributed too with 
the means of knowing one another, and 
the means of keeping secret, and the 
means of co-operating iu tbe desk, in 
the legislative hall, on the bench, in 
every gathering of husiness, in every 
party of pleasure, in every enterprise of 
goveroment, in every domestic circle, in 
peace and in war, among enemies and 
Irienda, in*one place as well as another. 
So powerful ia it at this time, that it fears 
nothing from violence either public or 
private; for it bas every means to learn 
it in season, to counteract, defeat, and 
punish it." 

Having seen Masonry only in its three 
incipient steps, and but little or noth 
ing of it for many years past, I am not 
lie to attribute to it any sucb migbty 
igacity and power as the author of 
tlmt oration so boldly arrogates for it. 
Every one however will judge of this 
as his own knowledga 
shall dictate.

The Uses nf Ammonia. 

Ammonia, or, as people call it, “spir 
its of hartshorn,” is a powerful alkali 
and dissolves grease and dirt with great 
e se. For washing paint, put a table- 
spoonful in a quart of moderately hot 
water, dip in a flannel cloth and then 
wipe off the wood work; no scrubbing 
will be necessary. For taking greasy 
spots from any fabric, use the ammonia 
nearly pure, then-lay white blotting 
paper over the spot and iron it lightly. 
In washing lace put about twelve drops 
in a pint of warm suds. To clean silver, 
mix two teaspoonfuls of

It will he remembered 
that I published a full account of this 
event in the Cynosure, and gave my 
reasons for charging the act upon the 
lodge. Following this Mr. Clements 
wrote the following secret letter; took 
it to a certain family one of whom 
Mason; the good woman sow through 
it; became indignant; told Mrs. Mora:

Christian Pi-litlcs — Ihe Inheritance. 


A great promise to the meek hy Je- 

• sue who spake as never man spake, and 
as one having authority. 

The shortest definition, ezplanitory 
of meekness which I can give is to re 
c«ive and tench the law of the Lord. 
This Moses did, and it is said of him 
that he ‘ The man Moses was very 
meek, above'all the men which were 
upon the face of the earth." Such are 
to ‘’inherit the earth." I ask, in what 
eensef 1st. Not in a literal sense, es 
an inheritance of hinds, gold, greenbacks, 
government bonds, or cattle upon a: 
thousand hills, this would be an inher- 
itance common to all. meek or profane, 
as an inheritance in law, which could 
not be otherwise without a violation of 
a fundamental principle. If Jesus 
meant to he understood so, the meek 
may at some indefinite time, (which 
might he the present) move upon the 
profane and by virtue of hie meekness, 
(?) drive him out and take his posses- 
sions, which would he an intrusion up- 
on natural rights. Again, if he he un- 
derstood to mean a sufficiency of this 
world to cla'S a * ’meek" person with 
the wealthy of earth, a great many, 
and even Moses the meekest, have died 
without their "’inheritance.” The 
present text does not come in collision 
with Matthew vi. 33, as follows: ’"'But 
seek ye first the kingdom of God. . . 
end all these things shall he added un- 
to you,” but is in perfect harmony. If 
all the earth should he given to the 
meek, or all tbe food and raiment ad- 
ded to the seeker of righteousness hut 
one could enjoy the promise. So in 
a limited eense the things are given, 
and in these there are restrictions. 

Gur natural inheritances ere also re- 
stricted. We do not inherit lande or 
other property of our parents without 
a restriction; and if we do not pay the 
assessed taxes on our possessions the 
officer of the law will invade our pos- 
sessions and dispossess us. 

2nd. The inheritance cannot meen u 
spiritual inheritance, for the text con- 
fines it to earth, ” shall inherit the 
earth; " aleo we read of the spiritual 
inheritance in 1st Peter i. 4, 5: “To 
an inheritance incorruptible, and undc- 
filed, and that fadoth not away, re- 
eerved in heaven for you, who are kept 
hy the power of God through faith unto 
salvation, ready to be revealed in the 
last time." So we see the possession ol 
the epiritnrl inheritance is not in earth. 
Then what is the inheritance? 

The inheritance spoken of in the 
text is one without restrictions as to 
possession; none shall invade hy virtue 
of existing laws. But there are re- 
strictions with reference to pereonal 
qualifications. — To receive the law of 
the Lord end leach men the same — 
’* Shall he called greatest in the king- 
dom of heaven." So as to have the 
righteousness of faith. So we see in 
order to inherit the earth we are restrict- 
ed to righteousness and true holiness. 
Thie constituting ueerneos, prepares 
one to receive and enjoy the inherit- 

If. therefore the inheritance be nei- 
ther natural nor spiritual, and yet to he 
in the earth, what is it I 

Answer 3rd. Isaiah ix, 6, 7. — “ For 
unto us a child is horn, unto us a son 
is given: and the government shall be 
upon his shoulder: nnd his nome shall 


be culled Wondertul, Counsellor, the 

mighty God, tbe everlasting Father, 
the Prince of Peace. Of tbe increase 
of /ns government and peacp there shall 
be no end, upon the throne of David : 
and upon his kingdom, to order it, and 
to establish it with judgment and with 
justice from henceforth even forever. 
The zeal of the Lord of hosts will per- 
form this." Also Matt. ii. 8, ’• And 
thou Bethlehem in the land of Juda 
art not the least among the princes of 
Juda, for out of thee shall come a 
Governor that shall rule my peopcl 
Israel." These scriptures refer to civil 
government, then the inheritance is a 
political one. This is not saying too 
much, for civil government was ordain- 
ed of God, and to sey that God ordain- 
ed a government to he administered hy 
the profane is absurd. Deut. xvi. 18, 
19', “Judges and officers shall thou 
make [elect] thee in all thv gates which 
the Lord tby God giveth thee, through- 
out thy tribes [people of God] and 
they shall judge the people with just 
judgment- Thou shall not wrest judg- 
ment: thou shall not respect persons 
[party] neither take a tjifl;for a gift 
(loth blind the eyes [pervert] of the wise 
and pervert the words of the righteous. 
That which ie altogether just shah 
thou follow, that thou mayeet live, and 
inherit the lend which tbe Lord thy 
God giveth thee. ” 1st Cor. vi, 1, 2. 
“Dare eny of you, having a matter 
against another, go to law before the 
unjust and not before the saints ? Do 
ye not know that the saints shell judge 
the world ? " With these scriptures it 
is plain to my mind that I dare not cast 
my vote for en immoral man. How 
can we avoid going to law hefore the 
unjust when we choose such as a rule 
to make and administer law for ua? 
The consequence is justice and judg- 
ment are perverted. Prov. xxix, 2, 
“ When the righteous are in authority, 
the people rejoice: hut when the wick- 
■d heareth rule, the people mourn." 
Tbeee scriptures are given, and are 
sufficient to show without a shadow of 
a douht, that civil government is to be 
in the hands of God‘3 people; and ifi 
this be God’s plan it will not fail to he 
hrought about. He is our heavenly 
Father, of whom all good is, and that 
the ‘‘ people may rejoice he will eurely 
bring to pass the prophecy of our text 
and give to tbe meek their unquestion- 
able ‘ ’ inheritance," the reigns of the 
civil government. 

Can this he? — and how? In our 
land America, the people have the 
scriptural mode at their disposal, — to 
choose hy ballot. “ Judges and officers 
shall thou make thee in all thy 
— that is, public places administrative. 
Then if the people hevc the power, the 
answer is, it can he; and if our exalted 
privilege, and power he ahused, shame 
and mourning will come upon us, ae it 
did in times of old. 

The Democratic party cannot he 
trusted; yea it ie a deed carcass, which 
died qf its own stench, — such as con- 
formity to the world, suiting itself to 
the covetous mind of ungodly men, 
whose cry was no religion in politics. 
Its wiree are broken ; its time is up, and 
in the providence of God better daye 
are nesr at hand- The reform hrought 
about (the Repuhlican party heing in- 
strumental) opens the way for greater 
results, it ie not so dangerous after all 
to have a religious policy, or to hring 
our politics to conform to the Christian 
religion. The Repuhlican party start- 
ed well, hut like the house of God I 
fear ie turned into a house of merchan- 
dise, which in an unexpected time was 
invaded hy the “ Governor of Judea " 
and the buyers and sellers were driven 
out. Now whde the harvest is ripe 
and the political field ie tangled who 
shall be able to reap it? Let God’s 
people he wise.

Sketches of Freemasonry nt the South. 

No State in the Union probably bas 
suffered ’more during tbe last thirty 
years from the diaholical influence of 
Freemasonry than Qeorc.k .„. /I\cnph 
the Masone number only -re 
tenth of the voters of flic State, yet 
they so manage the elections as to se- 
cure to themselves more than three- 
fourths of the offices «\ .he 'stSie. If 
a man who is not a Mason should pro- 
pose running for an office a Mason 
would ride all over tbe county and cir- 
cuits some infamoue slander against 
him to prevent bis election. TbU is 
the uniform practice which is always 
done one or two days hefore the elec- 
tion, so as to give the innocent man 
no chance to refute the calumny nor 
even to know that such a slander is out 
against him till he is defeated. Six 
ministers of tho goppel in six contiguous 
counties, since the w«r, proposed run- 
ning sb delegates to a convention and 
would most certainly have been elected 
but for the intrigues of Masons who 
circulated . vile slanders round each 
county against each of them two days 
before tbe election, and hy this means 
they were all deleated and ruffians 
elected in their place. 

Every office in the Stste from thet 
of the constahle to thet of the governor 
ie corrupted and poisoned hy Masonry; 
the hench, the har, the jury'hox and 
the witnesses are so fer under its dia- 
bolical . influence that no man who is 
not a Mason, if bis opponent is a Ma- 
son, need look for, or expect, one par- 
ticle of justice in any of our courts. 
Masonry has the entire control of the 
press whether political or ecclesiastical, 
and has muzzled the mouth of every 
minister of the gospel so that the foun 
dation of the Christian religion seeme 
to he undermined; depravity, immor- 
tality, fraud, lewdnese, and all manner 
of liceDtioueness are everywhere prac- 
ticed with impunity. 

As Masonry tnersases in any county 
village, villainy, dehauchery and all 
nds ol licentiousness increase in the 
me proportion. Gne village, of about 
700 inhabitants, comparatively moral 
hefore the introduction of Masonry, 
after its introduction and estab- 
lishment contained fifty-three prosti- 
tutes, and three resident medical men 
had 1000 applications in one year to 
be cured of an unhandsome disease. 
Gne Baptist church of about 70 mem- 
ben, the ruling memhera of which, 
were Masone, with n minister (for n 
time) who was a rehel, drunkard, whore- 
master and Mason, had five hastarde in 
it all at one time. Freemasons may 
commit alt manner of the moet atrocious 
crimce with impunity so far as either 
church or 6tste is concerned. This is 
so manifest thet some good citizens to i 
obtain protection of person and proper- 
ty have entertained eerious thoughts of 
moving to some other State hut have 
been deterred through fear of leaping 
out of the frying-pan into the fire. 

What influence Masonry had on the 
treason and rehellion of other States I 
am not prepared to say, hut I do moet 
positively affirm that Masons were the 
cause of the secession of the State of 
Georgia. Ma»ona used all manner of 
lies and deception to be elected as del- 
egates to tbe State convention that 
passed the secession ordinance of Jan . 
19, 1801. Many of them run as U nion 
men and were elected as euch, but 
when they arrived at MiUedgcville every 
man of them turned right about and 
voted for the secession of tbe State, 
and thus acted as traitors to tho county 
that sent them and totbe United States. 
There wbb a majority of over 60,000 
Union men in the State when it seced 


thousand innocent persons. Their 
nanus are Governor Joseph E. Brown, 
Robert Toomhs, Howell Cobb, Tom, 
Cobh, and T. Bartow. T. Cobb and 
Bartow were sent either to the lodge

•ountry farmers, wbea tbe Yankee mu- 
kets appeared in view he thought it 
licet to keep out of harm's way. He 
was a general in the rehel army > end 
when a severe hattle was going on in 
Virginia he wae found a mile in the 
rear of his command under the shelter 
of a hill, standing with hU right arm 
through hie horse's bridle reins sucking 
an onion. The writer has this infor 
motion from one of his men who found 
bim in this position while tbe battle 
was raging. 

Jamee Woods, a Freemnson of Lump- 
kin county, in a speech made in Duw- 
eonville before the seccesion of the 
State, said, the south could whip the 
Yankee's one to teu, one southern man 
could kill ten Yankee’s; and, 
himself, he eaid, he would undertake 
to kill fifteen for his share. When the 
war hroke out he was conscripted and 
taken to Atlanta, and when he saw the 
Federal army he dese^.-d -the rehel 
army witnout killing a single Yankee 
and concealed himself in the mountains 
and coves of Lumpkin county till the 
war was over and then made hie ep-

It is sometimes asked what are the 
prino-plee of Anti-mssonry f We ans 
wer, they are emphatically American. 
But lest some chould reply, this means 
anything or nothing ; we add more ex- 
plicitly, they are those principles which 
nre alike tbe dread of despotism on tbe 
ODe band, aud licentiousness on the oth- 
er, whatever form these subtle enemies 
of civil government may assume. Free- 
dom of speech, tbe l-herty of the press, 
and the exercise of the elective franchise, 
have hitherto been esteemed the most 
sacred nnd unalienshle rights of Ameri- 
can citizens ; aDd it was nut until the 
blood of a free man bad stained our soil 
by the decree of an unknown , invisible 
tribunal, lor no other crime but that of 
speaking truth, end until this trihunal 
had haffled the power of government, 
and demonstrated to the world that so 
fur as it was concerned the etrong aim 
of the law was nerveless, that we had 
reason even to suspect that freedom of 
speech and i he liherty of the press were 
privileges we held only in ns me I 

And when an intelligent people die- 
covered foul perjury filling our courts of, 
justice, and criminals not only roaming' 
at large and standing erect under the 
frown of an innulted community, but 
susUihed and cherished hy the same se- 
cret tribunal, amazement for a scnson 
filled the minds of men. Patriots wept, 
philanthropists mourned ; and the in-l 
quiry was eagerly made with an inten- 
sity of feeling that has bad no parallel 
in this country since the days of British 
oppression. 

Is there no redress for outraged hu- 
manity and violated law I Are we free 
men or elaves t This inquiry w 
long without sn^ SDewer. .Ami 
knew the* value ot the Ballot Boj 
omnipotence of puhlic opinion ; hence 
they erected free presses , and commenced 
a warfare against this unknown power, 
which no one at all conversant with tbe 
cherecter of Americen freemen, can for 
a moment doubt will be carried od till 
the last refuge of this secret conclave 
shall be laid in the dust end her un- 
earthly rites, her profane onths, and her 
untold deeds of darkness, shall be fully 
unfolded to the astonished gaze of man- 
kind ; and thenehall the infetuslion to 
her votaries become a proverh and a 
by-word among the notions.

11. Rev. Martin Castleberry, a col- 
orsd man (Baptist), was a slave till set 
free by the operations of the war, and 
resided in Lumpkin sounty.

ia all his deportment. Soon after Lee's 
surrender he was shnl down desd in 
open day on the puhlio road, near 
Leather's Ford, without the least prov- 
ocation, it is said by a noted rebel by 
the name of Davis. No notica what- 
ever has been taken of this transaction 
by the civil authorities. Public rumor 
says that ex-Ooveraor Brown sent Da- 
vis word that if any suit was breught 
against him ha would clear him. I 
cannot, however, vouch for the truth 
of this. 

The Grst nine of the above murders 
were committed during the war the 
-last two after its close.

Let Our Boys Learn Trades. 


Dsniel Weaver, Harrison W. Riley, 
John Parker, A. G. Wimpy, Col. Nix, 
James R. Lawhon, A. M. Russel, Char- 
ley Besser, Gilbert Parker, Hsrry 
Thomas, Capt Gault and L. H. Hape.

Another Tramp through York Coun- 
ty.— Lodges and Weeds.— A Pm- 
deut Wire. 

York, Pa., Nov. 5, 1872. 
Editor of the Cynosure: 

Sioce my last report I have made five 
expeditions into townships of York 
county, scattering tracts, etc., and talk- 
ing to the farmers ahout poisonous 
weeds, > firewater, and sly heasts of 
prey that carry off their chickens or 
steal their money by meane of tax as- 
sessments. I walked about one hun- 
dred miles nnd had a good time, all 
things considered. I found many men 
and boys chewing away at the weed as 
though life depended upon it. and 
numerous red noses told me a fearful 
tale about poisonons drinks ; hut only 
ahout four or five empty headed hoo- 
hies had sufficient audacity to talk in de- 
fense of sneaking at night, into the 
various traps which Masonic knaves 
set with tempting baits to catch foole 
who have money and influence.

In the evening some three or four 
hundred persons gathered, and first 
gave attention to the deep nnd fervent 
ipplicetione of the prayer-meeting. 
The power of the Holy Ghost seemed 
melt stuhhorn hearts, and all opposi-

menced. 

Rev. J. L. Barlow w h first introduced 
and apoke for ahout one hour with an 
anner and grace of diction, os 
power of mighty truth, which 
could but enlist and enchain (he audi- 
ice with the most profound attention. 
Rev. D. P. Rathhun was tljcu intro- 
duced, who held the audience for an- 
other hour with a detail of stubborn 
facts with reference to the ahuse and 
malignity of which Freemasonry ii 
capable. He detailed the manner ii 
which he was shot on his way from ai 
Anti-masonio lecture, and that it corres- 
ponded with the threats the fraternity 
lade against him. That such 
the feeling of an indignant community 
the intended assassination, tbat one 
hundred and fifty men were ready to go 
d tear down the Masonic lodge in the 
ighhoring village where the fiendiah 
scheme wns concocted; but that he bad 
to tum on the other side, and preach 
peace and reconciliation.

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should be seized, aud tbat while the latter were 
destroyed, he, himself shonld be placed in confine- 
ment until he should agree to refrain from all 
attempts to injure the order, by exposing its pro- 
ceedings to the gaze of tho uninitiated — the frater- 
nity, in the meantime, providing for the support of 
his family. They argued, in support of their view, 
that tlie publication of a book like that announced 
as about to come from Morgan’s pen, would produce 
a very different effect in America from what had 
flowed from any similar publication in Europe; that 
in a nation where all were readers, believers would 
be found in sufficient numbers to make the book a 
profitable one; und that therefore other treacherous 
brethren would be induced to write and publish 
other hooks on the subject, against the effects of 
which silenco could he no shield, until tlie power 
and usefulness of the order should cease to exist, 
nnd the order itself become a laughing-stock among 
men. It wos better, they said, to crush the evil in 
the bud, than to run the risk of such disastrous 
results coming about. 

Among this latter class was I ranked; but in 
jnstice to myself, ho less than to those who hold to 
the same opinions, I am bonnd to say, that we 
regarded the whole matter as one of theory. Prac- 
tically, it did not seem to concern ns in the least, as 
we supposed that the American Masons, against 
whom the offense was to be immediately committed, 
were competent to deal with the offender. It is 
true that there were communications nnd corrcs-

pondenee on the subject between lodges in both 
countries ; but, at the time of which I am speaking, 
it had never occurred to us that we should bo called 
upon to take any active part in the affair. Had we 
supposed that our assistance in an illegal and violent 
act was to be demanded, most of us would have 
departed from our opinions and joined the moderate 
party ; for we knew that when the first step in 
crime has been taken, there is no safety, and that 
one error is often productive of a thousand others. 

I am more particular in relating what wero the 
sentiments of Canadian Masons with reference to 
Morgan and his book, and the proper course to he 
pursued under circumstances so critical, because 
precisely the same state of things existed in New 
York, and because Canadian Masons have by many 
been supposed to have urged their American breth- 
ren to the adoption and pursuit of violent measures. 

Time passed on, and we heard of the seizure and 
confinement of Morgan. We were informed that 
Morgan was to be brought to Canada, and put on 
hoard a ship and sent to Europe. This seemed to 
us a very rational plan of operations, as far as the 
term can be applied to a proceeding wrong in itself. | 
Wc entered into the plan, as our co-operation was 
said to he necessary ; but we were doomed to be 
disappointed, and a few of our number were made 
to drink of the cup of crime to the very dregs. The 
captain of tho ship in which Morgan was to have 
sailed for Europe suddenly died, and no other

opportunity offered for banishing him in the manner 
proposed. The necessity for sending him off in a 
ship manned by Masons only, must be obvious to 
every reflecting mind. We could not trust the 
uninitiated, not even had we tho means of bribing 
them highly, which did not happen to be our case. 
Among so many, to whom the secret would have 
to be intrusted, somo one would be almost certain to 
expose tlie abduction of a free American citizen ; 
and the dread of this was the more pointed, as the 
crime would have been committed by tho subjects 
of a foreign monarch, of whom Americans nro 
naturally jealous. All things combined to make us 
give up the idea of sending Morgan to England, 
though we came to the conclusion with deep regret, 
and with the gloomiest anticipations as to whnt 
must he the end of the illegal course into whieh we 
had been drawn, more through the foree of circum- 
stances than from any preconceived design. All 
the hope we had was, that anothor opportunity in 
the course of time would offer for Bonding him out 
of the country, not subject to the hazards I have 
enumerated. It was a faint one, but not altogether 
without consolation. 

It is from this time that my connection with this 
unhappy business moro particularly dates. Up to 
the time of which I am now speaking, I had not 
been moro concerned in it than others. But, from 
some cause or other, tlie more daring of the Amer- 
ican conspirators, who had resolved in tlicir hearts 
to go all lengths in the nwfiil path on which they

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Then, too, ibere sre of late cheer- 
ing signs in some sections of the Re- 
publican party that ere long it will 
mate concerted and open fight sgnins 
dramselling. The extreme measures 
of the Absolute Prohibitionists it will 
probably never espouse. The entirely 
reasonable and moderate ’(quite suffi- 
cient though so moderute)claims of the 
Anti-dramshop party it would, at no 
distant day, have yielded to. Very 
lamentable is it that the Anti-dramshop 
psrty should have been put to death 
before its work was done. That work 
was to war upon dramselling until a 
great political party (it could bs no oth- 
ler than the Republican party) should 
take up the war, and carry it oo to vic- 
tory. The cause of temperance 1 May 
its friendB be led to serve it unitedly 
and wisely l" By all that is precious in 
that dear cause; aud by all that is sor- 
rowful and heart rendiug in the days 
and nights of the drunkard's wife and 
in the lives of her infinitely worse than 
orphaned children; and hy all that is 
appalling in the ruin, which intemper- 
ance is fast bringing upon our country, 
let every friend of temperance abstain 
from all intoxicating drinks, and from 
tolerating license laws, and from con- 
necting himself with any political party, 
which shelters the dramshop. Let him 
watch even the Republican party. 
Even that party is still more the friend 
than the foe of the dramshop. 

I witnessed the beginnings of the 
temperance reform. I witnessed ita 
rapid progress in ita first few years — 
very rapid, because it was then full of 
religion and of the power of God. 
Those six wondrous sermons of grand 
old Lyman Beecher sounded ils key 
note and ushered in ita heaven-born 
work. I witnessed the beginnings of 
the decline of the reformation. It was 
at, or soon after, the time of the advent 
of the '“ Washingtonian movement, ” and 
when the temperance meeting ceased 
to take its tooe and oharacter from the 
words and manners of religious and 
praying men, and took it from the 
songs and jests of coarse men calling 
themselves, and in many instances tru- 
ly, "rgfoiintd drunkards.” Then it 
was that the Re formation fell from its 
high plape of solemnity and power to 
a low plane of frivolity and weakness. 
As well might solemuity he dispensed 
with at the fuueral as in the temper- 
ance meeting. Drunkenness is far 
more to he dreaded than dea h ; and 
the way to escape drunkenness needs 
to he pointed out nnd considered quite 
as solemnly as the way to prepare for 
death. 

Thus wss the temperance reforma 
tion prepared to lake another and a 
wider descending step. It look it 
when it went into secret societies. The 
Bible informs us that * 'ancient men,” 
who had seen the magoificcnce of the 
first temple, "wept with a loud voice” 
over the inferiority of the second tem- 
ple. Much more reason however have 
“aocient men," who had a part in the 
prosperous early years of the temper- 
ance cane, to ‘'weep with a loud voice 11 
over the disgrace, and degeneracy of 
that once holy CUU6C by the trumpery , 
paraphernalia and puerilities of these 
Beiret tempi ranca societies. 

Of all the grest crimes of earth, Ku- 
khxism — the foster child of the Dem- 
ocstic party — « the greatest. Never- 


theless, there is one great good which 
I had hoped might come from that 
great evil. This great good is the 
weaning of the conscientious nnd 
thoughtful from all secret societies — 
not t uly from those whose secrets nre 
bound up in horrid and blasphemous 
eaths, but frum^hosc also whose secrets 
•ire protected byemitd and nnalarmihg 
oaths. For. every secret society coun- 
tenances every other secret society; 
the least dangerous countenances the 
most dangerous. But, 1 fear, it is too 
late for Bny thing to nvnil against secret 
.societies. They have been suflered to 
, multiply in Linds and numbers until, 

; at length, the land is shingled and re 
ishinglcd, all over, with them. They 
rule in the public sentiment, nnd often 
times in the churches: and they are 
capahle. whenever tempted to do so, of 
ruling in the courts nnd in politics. 
Secret societies and their members are 
now so common at to inspire no alarm. 
When the Masons, hy mesnsof the fea- 
ture of secrecy in their association, had 
murdered Morgan and escaped punish 
mi nt (for the association proved itself 
to be too strong for the laws) Masonry 
withered and, for the time, disappear- 
ed under the storm of the whole coun- 
try's indignation. But, now, when, by 
means of the like pow< r of secrecy, 
Ku Kluxism murders thousands, nnd 
mercilessly scourges many more thou- 
sands, the whole country is, for the 
most part, fust asleep to its dangers 
from secret societies. 

Let despots and those who war on 
despots shroud themselves io darkness 
end concealments. But every secret 
society is at war with the genius of 
republicanism. That genius calls for 
open and impartial dealings amongst 
nil, and every where. So too, does 
Christianity call for it. Jesus testified: 

'“I spake openly to the world 

and in secret linve I said nothing."

Less than two years ago the writer 
was the hnppy, respected and success- 
ful pastor of the Baptist Church iu 
Bloomingdnle, Du Page County, llli-_ 
nois. God was hlessing his labors, 
souls were converted, the church was 
revived, a new church vs. formed at 
an out-station, and his heart was re- 
joicing amid these tokens of the Divine 

In the midst of these labors and suc- 
cesses, an invitation came to him from 
the First Baptist Church in Stillwater, 
New York, that he would hsve a call 
to hecome their pastor if he would ac- 
cept it. Not at all wishing to return 
to tha East, though dearly loving this 
church; nor wishing to refuse a call 
until it had heen made, nnd remember- 
ing that they had in their membership 
an adhering Mason, he wrote them 
that he thought himself an unfit man 
for them as he was so strong an Anti- 
mason that he would not haptize or 
othererwise. admit Masonry into the 
church whera he was pastor.

The principal denominations of Prot- 
estants were forged in the same fires. 
The old Oalvinistie ‘'thirty-nine Arti- 
cles" of the English Episcopal chureh, 
which were adopted, nlmost entirely, 
by Wesley, were the hasisand sub-stra- 
tum of the Westmiasterand Savoy Con- 
fessions, the symbols of the Preshy teri an 
aad Coagregationel churches. These 
last were but the old confession of Cran 
mer and Edward VI. in their own 
words , 1 'filed from its rust.” All but 
the movement of Wesley, were the 
result of direct appeals to the Bihle 
from organizations and traditions of 
men. The Westminster Confession, 
the moat august and formal of them all, 
asserts in the clearest possible words, all 
the doctrines and ideas on whieh, as a 
religious movement, our indictment of 
secret societies rests. Take the follow- 
iagfrom among "theains forbidden ii 
the Second Commandment:" 

"All superstitious devices, corrupting 
the worship of Ood, adding to it, or 
taking from it; whether invented and 
taken up of ourselves, or received by 
tradition from others; though under 
the title of antiquity, custom, devotion, 
good intent, or any other pretence 
whatsoever.” 

And among the "reasons annexed to 
the Second Commandment” are —

worship, and bia revengeful indignation 
against all false worship as heing spirit- 
ual whoredom." 

God’s Worship L declared to be ‘ ’All 
such worship as he has instituted in 
his word" and every other to ho “false 
worship." And amoug ‘ 'the sina for- 
bidden in tbe Third Commandment,” 
are, — “violating our oaths if lawful,

Now although tho above is from the 
Preshy tcrian or Westminster Con- 
fession, as it is n simple re-affirmation 
or repetition of the Bihle, to which all 
Protestants profess allegiance as their 
rule and guide; they are. all bound hy 
the Above ideas and truths, one 
as another.

SEWS SUMMARY. 

The great Boston fire of Saturday 
night and Sunday, Nov. 9th and 10th, 
still continues to be a leading theme. 
A usual severe hlame is laid with little 
apparent discrimination, on the firs de- 
partment and Msnasrd roofs. The fire- 
men were, it seems, on hand promptly, 
but the epidemio had disabled the 
horses, so that the third alarm had ung 
and half aa hour passed before the 
engines appeared. This delay wa 
fatal. The fire was not swept before 
fierce wind as in Chicago, hut scattered 

force in several directions, hurning 

the wharves on the east, and spread- 
ing northward snd westward until s 
strip of huiidings of only 500 feet 
separated it from tho Common. About 
eighty acres, nearly of a picther Bhap< 
were burned out , sparing the new anc 
unfinished post-office, over which was 
held a Masonic parade a year since, al- 
though it was surrounded by fire. Of 
the estimated loss, $85,000,000, about 
$40,000,000 will be home hy the in- 
surance companies, leaving a dead loss 
to Boston of less thnn $50,000,000, 
which falls mainly upon rich estates 
and wealthy business firms. Many 
thousand poor people are thrown out 
of work, but the resumption of bus- 
iness will be speedy, and the assistance 
proffered for them will hardly he need- 
ed, Boston papers indeed, urge the re- 
fusal of any charitable aid.

had entered, should it be necessary for their safety 
so to do — these men, I say, selected me and some 
few other of the Canadians, as persons npon whom 
they eould most rely in the event of their resorting 
to extremities.

The keeper 
of the fort was a Mason, and u man upon whom 
we could most confidently' rely, tts he had entered, 
heart and soul, into the plan of nlidnctiou, and was 
ready to go far as the worst of tts for the purpose 
of preventing Morgan’s disclosures, or for punish- 
ing a traitor, as we all held Morgan to be. « Had 
lie Weil alone there, all would have gone as well ns 
the most lenient of our number could have desired ; 


but his wife was with him, and it wns through her 
eonduet that we felt ourselves compelled to silence 
him who eould have borne testimony against ns 
had 'he managed to obtain his freedom. This 
woman came, to the knowledge of the fact that some 
one was eonfined illegally in the fort, and she de- 
manded to be made acquainted with the whole eir- 
Mimstances of the transaction in which wc were 
engage Iler husband not only refused to comply 
with her request, in the dread tliut it would lead to 
the ’dtseot'ery of the entire matter aud the arrest 
and severe punishment of all the parties to it , but 
he 'endeavored to enforce silence npon her. Tltis, 
of course, she being a spirited woman, only ren- 
dered tilings worse. Dispute followed dispute, and 
one quarrel trod fast upon the heels of another, 
until the wife finally left her husband, and returned 
tor protection to the house of her tiithor. To -her 
■ father site communicated the cause of those domes- 
tic dissensions whieh had led to the separation from 
her hnsband. He was struck with her narrative, 
and determined, after considerable reflection, to sec 
his son-in-law, and to demand an explanation of 
the mysterious circumstances, rather than to make 
a public affair of what, after all, might prove to be 
one of those difficulties whieh occasionally occur in 
married life.

Although the command which makes 
ying a capital offense occurs almost 
the end of the decalogue, in trainii 
children we have always placed it at 
the head of the list. We appeal to the 
consciousness of our readers nnd 
observation of nil those who have had 
charge of the young to answer if lying 
is not among the first if not ths very 
first offense the child is intentionally 
guilty of. In a mechanical way, so to 
speak, children learn to obey their pa 
rents and to observe the Sabbath, and 
with proper management they will not 
be tempted to toll a lio until they are 
old enough to understand in a measure 
the enormity of tho offense. If before 
this time they learned to prevaricate 
and deceive, the parents are without 
doubt to blame for it The mother 
wishes to spend the afternoon abroad, 
so she slips away from her little girl af- 
ter seeing her pleasantly engaged 
play, and when the child asks for ms 
ma ehe is distressed to find her parent 
gone. Thus she learns to doubt the 
very ous whom of all beings she should 
most implicitly trust The boy 
and ib husked by assurances that the 
"old rag man” will get him if he isi 
quiet, or as in a case that fell under o 
eyes two days ago when coming down 
the Hudson ; "Hush," said the fond 
maternal relative, "or that man will 
throw you into the jriver.”

Tho Snnltnry Gospel. 

The chief difficulty of ths Christian 
teacher lies not in the skepticism, not 
ths unbelief, not in the active opposi 
id, hut in the dull, dead indift irence 
men. It is not that they hale the 
gospel; it is not that they deny 
truth and scoff at its appeals; they' sim' 
y care nothing about it. 

Sanitary teachers have to grapple 
with precisely the sama difficulties 
which beset the path of the preachers 
of the gospel. The chief ohstaole is 
the indifference of the great mass of 
the poor, the class whom it is sought, 
in a physical sense, to seek and to save. 

In ths poorest districts of London the 
poor love dirt, love filth, Iots squalor, 
and hate, more than anything, light, 
and fresh air. They are 
blankly indifferent to the value of tbs 
things which thoss who teach them 
feel to he all important. They have to 
be aroused to the experience of a high 
physical existence, of other and purer 
needs than those whose satisfaction 
makes up so much of the interest of 
their dull and weary lives.

Again 
it IB said in their standard Rituals, Lexi- 
cons, etc., that it is "so far interwoven 
with religion ns to lay us under obliga- 
tion to pay that rations! homage to the 
Deity, which at once constitutes our 
luty and QUr happiness." Again it is 

leclnrcd to he a rcligiou of itaelL Oli- , 

ver, in his Cyc'opedia, makes it to be | 
the central and nlnoluto religion, as 
•umpired with which Christianity, Ja- 
inism. Mohammedanism, etc, are hut j 
sectarian forms, which rise around the 
•.rue ns scaffolds around a building — 
.hat they arc hut the work of men 
changing with the times and seasons, 
while Masonry as the true religion is 
done immutah'o and unchangeable. 
Rehrld in his general History of Mason- 
ry says that its thoughtful n^iereuls 
•‘believe it destined one day toTiecome 
the religion of all nations.” He elso 
lays ; ‘Die religion of Masonry can 
be hut the summnry of human wisdom ; 
of nil those perfections, the practice of 
which renders man nearly ’‘Divine.” 
Mackey in hie Lexicon says Masonry is 
a religious institution ; that by living 
up to the precepts end obligations of 
ihe fraternity n man is free from sin ; 
and ngain ’‘The Religion of Masonry is 
pure the'-sm," or deism. These state- 
ments coupled with the facts that their 
lodges are dedicated witli religious cer- 
emonies and consecrated ; that the 
lodges are opened nnd closed with 
prayers ; that condidales are inilinted 
with prajer, and instructed to put their 
trust iu Masonic tenchingsfor their eter- 
nal salvation ; also that Masonry as an 
institution is the equal if not the supe- 
rior of the church of Christ ; that the 
teachings of the Bible are not more 
useful or excellent than those inculca- 
ted in the Masonic lectures. Take all 
this is connection uitb the fact thnl 
they take out of the hands of Ihe church 
the huris) of their dead, for whom they 
have a religious burial service of their 
own, in which they invariably send the 
deceased to the ‘ -Grand Lodge Above,” 

' with the fact that they with religious 
services usurp the plsee of the church 
at the laying corner stones of churches, 
halls of legislation, State Houses, tie., 
and we tind abundant evidence that 
leading, influential and authoritative 
Masons do lock upon their system', not 
only as a religion, but as the religion. 
Indeed the saying is uot uncommon 
"That a good Mason is necessarily a 
good Christian” and this saying is nut 
confined to open infidels. It is often 
heard to foil from the lips of professing 
Christians. One, once a member of 
my own church said in reference to the 
other members of the church, ’‘If 
they were Masons they would he better 
men." Thus actually claiming thet 
Masonry made men better than they 
could be made by Christianity. 

Amid nil these conflicting opiuione 
one thing stands out clear, and indis- 
putable, and thst is that Masonry is a 
religion, and claimed by its adherents 
{not all of them) to he a saving one. 
This admitted, I inquire, “Is it identi- 
cal with the Christian religion? If so, 
it is unnecessary, and uncalled for, as 
it divides the strength nnd the aims ns 
well o> the means of Christians, nnd 
thus weskenn the forces of the church. 
But this claim for Masonry is false, aw- 
fully false, nod none know its falsity 
better than those wbo make it. It is 
like almost everything else about Ma- 
sonry — a lie. A Masonic author, en 
dorsed by the Orand Master of Illinois, 
in his paper, the J/osonic Trowel, very 
truthfully says: "There are no such 
things os literal truths in Masonry.” 
This is quoted from memory, but is 
believed to he correct. 

If it be true that Masonry is so fur 
interwoven with religion os to lay us 
under obligation, etc., it is not needed, 
as there con bo no higher or stronger 
obligationii thon wo are under to the 
Christian religion. Anything else 
idenlicnl with or nntegonislic to the 
Cltrislinn religion and claiming the al- 
legiance of men, and cspeciolly Chris- 
tian men, is an impertinence, a high- 


handed rehellion against Ood; and 
Christian ministers and laymen emon 
support such a system without becom- 
ing disloyal to Jesus. 

Rut Masonry ns taught hy ite lead- 
ing, anil acknowledged authors, infidel 
and Ohiislian, is a. religion, without n 
Christ or an ntonement. I shall not 
stop to prove this now ; if it is question- 
ed I will prove it at length. This Keing

Says the apostlo 
John, ‘ 'Whosoever denieth the Son.the 
same hath not the Father, hut he that 
acknowledged the San linth the Father 
also.” So if lie does not acknowledge 
the Son.he hasnot the Father. Again 
he says, ' 'Whosoever trnnsgresseth, and 
ahideth not in the doctrine of Christ, 
hath not God ; hut he that nhideth in 
the doctrine of Christ lie hath both the 
Father and the Son.” The lodges do 
not even receive the doctrine of Christ, 
of course they do not ahide in that doc- 
trine. They have no Ood neither the 
Fnlhor, nor the Son. In denying 
Christ they deny the living and true 
God. The being whom they profess 
to acknowledge nnd worship has no 
existence only in their vain imagine- 

It it not ti remarkable instance of 
human weakness and depravity thnt 
professedly good men, even ministers 
of the Gospel should identify them- 
selves with such n Christiess and Gad- 
less organization ! nnd when they know 
that it is to the grief of their brethren 
still hold on and mantoin their allegi- 
ancotoit? What shall we think of such 
men! They may make a good profes- 
sion of faith in Christ, and as their 
attachment to him, but when they en- 
ter a Masonic lodge they go where they 
cannot take Christ with them. They 
shnt him out and har the door against 
him.

'The above named action is 
not only a usurpation of legislative pow- 
er hy an annual conference, hut also a 
manifest and flagrant infringement of 
Christian liberty. If God has called a 
man to the Christian ministry, and he 
gives sufficient evidence of such a call 
in the prescribed particulars of “ gifts, 
grace, and usefulness,” the aunual con- 
ference has no Disciplinary, moral, or 
Christian right to reject him as a min- 
ister of Christ. It should always be 
home in miud by annual conferences 
that they are executive, and not legis- 
lative, bodies; that, as bodies, they 
have no right beyond those conferred 
hy the Discipline. Nor are they close 
corporations, such as have the right to 
exclude from their association any body 
and every body at their own fancy or 
coprice. Nor will it do for annual con- 
ference to set up standards of morality 
oulade of tha Disciplino and the Word 
of Ood. They used to do ao in respect 
to abolitionism, and some are calling 
upon them to do so now in regard to 
"secret societies” — from which we 
would also "earnestly request all our 
preachers to abstain,” but would not 
refuse tu recognize as a Christian and 
ministerial brother the man that might 
not follow our request —hut the evil and 
wrong of such action are manifest. 
Probably a not inconsiderable number 
of the leading members of most of the 
annual conferences use tobacco, includ- 
ing one or more of the hishops. Now, 
either these eminent men are living in 
sin. or else it is proposed to exclude 
from the work of the ministry Divinely- 
called Christian men for acts and prac- 
tices in which our chief ministers arc 
found.

From Elizabeth the Papists had little 
to hope, the Protestants everything. 
But there was no sudden sweeping 
away of former ahuses; no mighty 
whirlwind of reform ; but a proclama- 
tion was issued legalizing the existing 
state of affairs until Parliament should 
meet. This body, after restoring Ed- 
ward's religious code, passed sn act 
vesting the queen with supreme 
thority in church and state; alao plac- 
ing upon the statute book the twin law 
of uniformity . And now the differ- 
between those who favored King 
Edward's service hook and those hold- 
ing the Geneva discipline was strongly 
manifest; the former regarding rites 
and ceremonies as indifferent, the latter 
considering them aa so many linka bind- 
ing the Reformation to the car of Rome. 
TheJLiturgy was revised; hut expedien- 
cy conquered, and the worship was 
made a compromise to keep the 
popish people in the church. 

Religion now stood not on the basis 
which the Puritans had hoped for; and 
there was left no alternative hilt to 
tamely submit and atifle their convic- 
to boldly resist. And believ- 
ing that conscience, truth, freedom and 
Ood should he followed, not policy 
nnd self-interest, they began in earnest 
conflict of principle. To them the 
splendid services in the queen's chapel 
with the pomp and paraphanalia at- 
tending seemed inconsistent with the 
teachings and example of the lowly 
Nazarene, nnd that cold formality could 
never give that inward peace and joy 
which are promised to every follower 
his footsteps . 

The Puritans denied flint princes 
had the right of interference in relig- 
affairs. They considered the. 
Church of Rome anti-Christ, while the 
other party recognized it 
church. The Bible was their standard 
of discipline, as well as doctrine; and 
they affirmed that human law should 
compulsory what this left 
indifferent.

Rev. Joseph McKee, a local minister 
in the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
settled about twenty years ago in Lump 
kin (dow D.iWson) county ,G j. ,on a small 
plantation.

Bad men may degrade, And for a time 
disgrace a good organisation; hut good 
men cannot make permanently useful a 
society whose first principles are wrong. 

It is from this stand point that wo 
propose to treat the secret temperance 
orders ; and we bring to our task yeara 
of experienca and we trust also a can- 
did mind. Like fire-flies in a murky 
summer’s night we see these societies 
gleam out with a transitory glitter that 
only makes the desp darkness more 
keenly felt; as soon will the lamp of the 
firefly show tile lost and helated traveler 
his way home, ns those pointa of moral 
phonphoreacncc show the nation the 
wny out of the dreadful whirlpool of 
intemperauce. 

Thie we helieve, firet, because by ap- 
pealing to human vanity and curiosity 
they draw in so many of the hugs and 
hutterflies of society »s to render the 
plans and efforts of the earnest and 
thoughtful comparatively useless. 
They hold out to the earnest Christian 
worker, the hope ofhenefiting his race 
by a social and fraternal combination 
against social evil. But their grips and 
signals, their passwords and mysteries, 
alito be obtained hy signing a temper- 
ance pledge|and paying a triflingsum, 
attract the light-unnded end the curious, 
as eurely as the magnet attracts the 
needle. While their show and glitter, 
regalia, caremonics, and bauhles of office, 
piove as attractive to giddy-headed van- 
ity and pride, as nursery sweets to the 
turning swarms of a summer day. 
Thsy have all been assured of a good 
time, and most of them are bound 
have it, no matter what hecomes of 
tempevance. If the devil ever laughs, 
it must he when men expect to have 
a good time fighting sin. As eoou 
might the six hundred, who dashed 
their British steel full in teeth of a 
whole Russian armv, have expected a 
good time as those who earnestly set 
out to etern the tide of a great popular 
sin. There no doubt is a pleasure for 
those who fight in the hattles of the 
Lord, hut it is not such as is generally 
understood hr ’ a good time." The 
moral reformer who does not smart 
from maoy a gaping wound may he 
very sure it ia not the devil he is fight- 
ing. But hy this appeal to human vao- 
ity, pride and live of power, as well as 
the higher principles thot govern the 
Christian pstriol, the lodge: or division 
ofteo growe like a mushroom io tho 
night, hut nil uastahle, and wholly 
void of the forces necessary to carry on 
o great moral reformation. They live for 
a time on the strength of their novelty, 
u od when that has passed away, die 
like plants upon rocky ground. 

This hrings us to our secood poiot; 
namely : — By attaching an undue im- 
portance to thiogs in themselves trivial, 
they toad to unbilance the discrimina- 
ting powers of the nnnd aod unfit it to 
sit in correct judgment upon the im- 
portant issues of rool life, I remember, 
when yet o lad, I whs elected to the 
high office uf out-side sentinel, clothed 
with the regalia of my office, assured of 
the immeose impo. taoce of my position, 
and furnished with a long handled, red- 
psinted wooden hattle-axe. I verily 
thought it was a serious matter fur sny 


one to enter the division without whis- 
pering‘-The good of the order, ’Stand 
for the right," or some other equally 
significant phrase. Besides, whsn 
hoy, I always loved inertial toys and 
height of my glory when 
marching wooden sword in bond at th 
head of a hrigade of young ragamuffin: 
But my parents were poor and my toys 
few nnd far between. Never bad I 
possessed anything half so glorious 
that same formidable hattle-axe, w 
which I so zealously guarded tho 

’‘Pine Oiove and Berwick 
Division." During the initiation the 
candidate after haviog been clothed 
with regalia was thus addressed : "Wear 
it, hrother, wear it proudly, in th< 
name of this great hrotherbood I ohargt 
you defend it." Now whst was thi 
that he was counseled to wear proudly 
charged so solemnly to defend! 
piece of linen somewhat like a horse’ 
collar with a rosette of rihhons st the 
end. As soon expect the full grown 
man to carry proudly and cnreai loving- 
ly the reg hehy that he fondled when 
a child as to he proud of such a thing 
as thatl 

This much for tha Sons. Tha Oood 
Templars are even worse io their hate- 
ful fooleries. They teach their candi- 
dates to ask a simple question hy per- 
forming certain movements with the 
finger about the face in order that they 
may asoertein who are Templars ; whan 
it would he dangerous to do so hy 
spoken worde. But the question is 
simple that I never saw how it could be 
dangerous in any society where a mor- 
al man ought to bs found, and during 
ray whole intercourse with the order 
preferred to find who were Templars hy 
the language God had given. They 
have also passwords, entering signals 
and test-words, to prevent inposition. 
What imposition I To prevent out- 
siders from knowing the secrete of the 
order ; hut I know of no secrets but 
hose ti prevent imposition and all this 
secret machinery would appear con- 
structed to keep out of temperance 
meetings all those who were no t willing 
to wear a regalia and to play hoy after 
they had become men. 

I now ask noy candid reader whst 
must be the effect on a young mind of 
all this hahy show and those empty se- 
crets. Must they not tend to unhai- 
ance the intellect, to unfit it to discrim- 
inate hetween the wheat and the chaff, 
the real issues of life and those empty 
airhuhhlss, — men's attempt to creata a 
body out of nothing I 

If the lodge was farmed as a tower 
of temperance then the intentions of ita 
founders were vastly better than their 
judgment ; hut if intended as the shield 
aod nursery of a hlackcr orguoization 
thou itself, their judgment was only ex- 
ceeded hy the falseness of their designs. 

But it is in the degrees that the 
Oood Tomplars are peculiarly ohjcction- 
ahle. In the Scriptural passages, free- 
ly transferred to the ritual, in their ob- 
ligations assumed, a few words at n 
time, without previous consideration of 
their requirements in their distress- 
words and signs, any ona whose mind 
WAS not ohsenred hy the mi 
crecy could hardly fail to see incipient 
Masonry. The manner of aseuming 
ths obligation I consider particularly 
wrong. To take a life-long obligation 
on the first reading, as in tho subordi- 
nate lodge is had enough ; hut to enter 
into a solemn engagement, the nature 
of which you have never considered, 
and which is only communicated as 
you assume the obligation, repeated a 
few words at a time, ie an act of so 
questionahle a character as to awaken 
suspicions against any organization that 
requires it. 

The circumstances under which this 
-olemn promise is made, are often of 
such a character os to render it utterly 
impossible for the candidate to uoder- 
steod what he is about. When I wos 
elevated to the top round of the Temp- 
lar's laddor.the chaplain, whoss duty it 
was to administer the obligation, heing 
youog nnd inexperienced, msde hlun 
ders of such a ridiculous character that 
I trembled with suppressed loughter, 
and do not to this day know full the 
nature of the obligations I then assum- 
ed. But even if nothing of this kind 
happens, the lectures, signs and hewil- 
dering secrete are often too much for 
the mind to comprehend, and parties 


frequently leave the degree lodge with 
nothing but a confused sense of obligs 
tioile assumed, the nature of which 
they do not fullj comprehend; of pass- 
words, grips, Blgne, or ceremonies, a 
tangled weh that will tako more than one 
week to unravel. 

It may be urged against this 
ing that ttie candidates are assured 
nothing will bo required inconsistent 
with their duties as Christians 

This iB all wrong, because it 
upon the supposition that any one 
knowB what will, or will not 
fiiotwith the conscience of another, 
rational and moral heings we must each 
weigh hy the standard of Ood'a word 
the contemplated acts of our life, and 
whoover seeks to decide for us a ques 
tion that has not been suhmitted to onr 
judgment is either an enemy, or a mis- 
taken friend. 

Agein tho degrees are useless, and 
therefore a clog upou whatever 
useful in the subordinate lodge. There 
lomething very shsurd in a third de- 
gree temperance man, especially when 
the first pledge taken in the order 
ahout as strong as the English language 
make it. But the degrees ars great 
in all the elements that appeal to man' 
vanity, curiosity and love of Bbow, and 
so they are retained, although often 
stoutly attacked hy the clear-headed, 
earnest men of the order. 

Tha lest ohjection we will urge 
ageinst the secret temperance orders 
is the great amount of time consumed 
cers monies, nnd the recital of a ritual 
which, however heautiful and impres- 
sive when heard for the first time, grows 
dry and unprofitable whsn heard for 
the fiftieth time. A progressiva mind 
sseke new ideas, hut these 
he found in a prosperous lodge, for an

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initiation together with ths ' opening 
and closing ceremonies Is sves little time 
for the expression of original thought. 

We do not want to he underetood as 
thinking that good never is accomplish- 
ed hy these organizations, on the 
trary we helieve that many a drunkard 
has heen saved and his home made 
happy hy their efforts, hut we do think 
that they stand in the way of a more 
thorough work, and that hy appealing 
to wrong motives they drew in forces 
that must sver be a weakness to any 
reform cause,and withione illustration, w< 
might give several, we clase this article. 
A lady lecturer from the Grand Lodge 
visited us ons evening nnd made i 
speech, saying that we should hs very 
careful whom we admitted as members 
of the order. "Some time ago’’ she asid 

"I was sent to visit a disorderly lodge. 
I found them strong in numbers hut 
uproarious in conduct. They had struck 
out the words ‘wioe and cider' from 
the pledge and made the lodge 
rendezvous for loafers and tipplers till it 
was a subject of derieion or diHgnst for 
all outside. The first thing I did was to 
ask eoch one seperately their motives 
for joining the order, only ten or twelve 
of over a hundred joined from wor- 
thy motivee, and with these I organ- 
ized a new lodge." This was oil ^very 
good hut the lady did not see that 
same oauses thst had drawn in 
rowdies of the town still exerted and 
would still operate in the same manner 
though perhaps in lesser degree. She 
did not see that Uhe fault lay in theprin- 
ciplea upon which the order rested and 
they could only he corrected hy their 
overthrow. For. not until men gath- 
er grapes off thistles shall the temper- 
ance harvest he reaped hy the secret 
hrotherhoods of the land.

About three centimes snd a quarter 
ago (1550), John Hooper, an English 
reformer and popular prcsclier, was hy 
King Edward's command appointed 
bishop of Gloucester. To be a hishop 
was a mark of honor. It was a position 
courted hy many; some even trying tc 
gain it hy money. But Hooper declin- 
ed the honors and emoluments thus con- 
ferred, heing willing rather to forego 
them, and even suffer reprosch than to 
wesr the hedge of that office, the cleri- 
cal gerh.. Why did Hooper take thie 
decided stand against what to outward 
appearances, seemed to he for his 
interest, and the prosperity of the 
ohurch f On tha one hand, 
or, large revenue, popularity, and peace 
with his brethren; on the other, the 
displeasure of the King, the reproaches 
of his brethren, prison walls, and per- 
haps tortures at the stake, 

Was it simply his dielike fora gar- 
ment that influenced him to choose the 
latter) Certainty ws have hers either 
example of extreme atubbornness, 
instance of great self-denial for princi- 
ple's sake. Th-i there ia a great pi' 
ciple involved in this little incident, 
cannot doubt when we remember that 
Hooper was only a representative of 
large numher of thoia who denounced 
the vestments as “idolatrous gear," and 
and ceremonies, as relics of 
popery; and were willing to sever their 
connection with the churoh of their 
fathers; and. if necersery, suffer priva- 
and eiile, rather than saoction 
them hy observance. Let us 
whether it was the garment these 
abhorred, or that which the garments 
concealed. 

In all agee, and among all people, 
there have heen those who have at- 
tached great importance to symhols, 
especially in religion man is naturally 
attracted and impressed hy them; and 
the rudsr states of society, he easily 
forms asuperstitious reverence for them; 
forgetting that which is eymholixed “he 
worships the eymhol.” 

The old Testament dispensation 
> age of forms and symbols. The 
Jewish religion ia distinguished from the 
Christian to a great extent hy its pomp 
splendor, contrasted with the sim- 
plicity of the latter. The Tabernacle 
with its richness and heauty, contain- 
ing the mostpfcoly ploca, tha srk, the 
cloud of glory, the veiland golden furni- 
i, the priestly rohes and ornaments, 
the rites and ceremonies, while thsy 
were adapted to impress the people, re- 
ferred to something higher than earthly 
glory . As the Jewish priesthood typi- 
fied that of Christ, so ths glory and 
beauty of Aaron's rohes, prefigured the 
ccelleney of Christ's character, 
slaying of the unblemished Ismh, and 
the cloud of incense arising from the 
evening soerifica divined their heauty 
and impressiveness from their typifying 
Christ's atonement for sin. These all 
centered around the one grest idsa, that 
Christ was to come and redeem 
world, and were instituted hy God to 
teach his people this great truth which 
they could not otherwise understood. 
But when that which these symbols 
foretold ceme to pass the priestly gar- 
ment^ the rites and ceremonies lost 
their significance. By ths coming mid 
death of Christ they were superceded 
and abolished. "Then said he Lo, I 
come to do thy will, 0 God, hs teketh 
away the first, that he may establish 
second” (Heh.x. 0.). Nowhere 
find that Christ either hy precept, 
example sanctioned the clerical garh. 
When he ssnt forth his disoiples he 
d them not to put on two 
coats; and such expressions as this, 
'And Peter girt his fisher'a coat unto 
him," found in John xxi. 7, shows us 
that apostles were not distinguished hy 
their drees. 

History also informs us that Christ 
did not appoint holy gormente, for there 
that the surplice was uhteioed 
by the Jewish Church from the Egyp- 
tisne, and thot PopqSylvcster about the 
year 320 was the first who appointed 
the sacrament to be administered in a 
white linen gnrment This was man's 
l, .while the robss of Aaron, and 
were mado * 'as the Lonf'com- 
mandad Mosas." ’ 'For see saith he that

The established Church bad rejected 
the idols and pjmpous masses, hut re- 
tained those udorninents that made 
them attractive to the people, who. s lys 
Neal, "having heen hred up in a super- 
stitious veneration for the priest's gar- 
ment i, were taught that they were 
sacred, and that without them no edmin 
istretione were valid.” How fitting here 
are the words of Tertullian. “Si in idolio 
secumben oftentimes! a fide, quid in 
idoli habitu viderif" " If it be infi- 
delity to set at the Idol’s feast, what is 
it to he seen in ths apparel of the 
idol I" 

The Puritans saw that these man- 
appointed observances were calculated 
to dethrone Christ, the head of the 
Christian church, and 
plishing their ohjest They knew thet 
these things, with the superstitious 
reverence in which they were held hy 
many, furnished a strong foothold 
wherehy the papacy might again easi- 
ly gain the ascsndaocy over the people. 
The question for Hooper to decide was, 
not garment or no garment, but Christ 
or anti- Christ. The Pnrifons did not 
''emhroil the Christian world,” nsithas 
been ohargod, for so trifling a thing as a 
garment, hut hecause they "wanted 
the religion that Ood gives in the 
mount and not that which Aaron manu- 
factures at its hase." « 

While these things have corrupted 
the church and their enforcement taken 
away ths “liberties wherewith Christ 
has made his people free,” titles and

School Girls. 

One of the tbiuga which stand in the 
way of a higherstandard of female edu- 
cation is the idea thn^ a girl’s school- 
days must necessarily end when she is 
eighteen. The exactness with which 
this particular age is ao commonly set 
as n limit to the period of study, would 
hu considered excessively absurd if ap- 
plied to schools and colleges for hoys, 
Custom has made us familiar with it in 
tho case of girls ; hut it is not easy to 
see any suffiient reason for 6uch a cus- 
tom. Young ladies, it ia true, some- 
times marry at eighteen. But young 
gentlemen occasionally marry nt twen- 
ty-one ; and uo one imagines that that 
is nny reason why all college Btudsnts, sb 
soon as they aic twenty-one, should take 
permanent leave of tbeir instructors and 
tumble their text-books promiscuously 
into some old bnrrel in the garret, 
where they would never see them again. 
Why a young lady, whose parents havo 
ample means of enabling her to continue 
her education, should, after studying 
bard until the age of oigbteen, sudden- 
ly throw her books aside and set her- 
self, with the vigor and determination 
which wo so often observe, to doing 
precisely nothing, is rather a puzzling 
problem- But whatever may be the 
philosophy of It, the effect is inevitable 
An intellectual training which stops at 
eighteen years of age must he, at be3l, 
a very incomplete and imperfect one. 
Another great obstacle to a higher 
standard of female education is the 
great variety of knowledge which a 
youag lady ia expected to obtain pre- 
vious to the time' she leaves school, "if 
we compare tbe nnmber of studies 
which n girl who has just "finished” 
her education has "gone through," 
with the list of those which have on- 
gaged tho attention of n graduate of 
one of our best colleges, wo shall com- 
monly find that those of the girl have 


been at least two or three times as nu- 
merous. And yet our college gradu- 
ates are generally over twenty, and 
not untrequently over twenty fife years 
old. There is an old joke about a coun- 
tryman sitting down at the dinner tabls 
of a city hotel, with a long hill of fare be- 
fore him, and solemnly going to work 
to partake of every article' therein 
named. An attempt of this kind would 
be a very fsir illustration of what i* of- 
ten seen in reference to the studies of 
school-girls, — Times.

In nearly every newspaper or ma ga 
zine article referring to the great Mon- 
tan* Geysers, that marvelous region 
has been spoken of as the "Wonders of 
tbe Yellowstone," making little or no 
refcicnce in this connection to the 
Madison River. Drawing a conclusion 
from tbe already published accounts, 
the reader inevitably forms an incorrect 
idea of tbe great spouting Geysers, 
prismatic springs, and immense boiling 
chalk-pots, whioh in themselves form 
the real wonders so often referred to as 
the "wonders of tbo Yellowstone.' 
These phenomena, if phenomena they 
be, are not located upon the river list 
referred to st all, but over a dividing 
range of mountains, twenty or twenty- 
fivs miles to the west and south of Yel- 
lowstone Fulls. Indeed, there is not 
a single geyser on the Yellowstone Riv- 
er or near the lake deemed of sufficient 
importance to be noted down on Hay- 
den's map of tbe National Park. To 
be sure, that noble stream bos its grand 
attractions, in a beautiful lake, literally 
among the clouds, being 10,000 feet 
abovs sps level, 300 miles in circumfer- 
ence, twenty-fivs miles its greatest 
breadth, and soundings of 300 feet ; 
in its towering mountains, majestic falls 
and sublime nature painted canyons. 
But tbe crowning glory, the glittering 
jewel which endows tbe National Park 
with its marvelous splendor, and weaves 
around the awe-inspiring mysterious 
veil of wonderment, is the Upper Gey- 
ser Basin, on tbe west branch of ths 
Madison River. Without the existence 
of its incomprehensible boiling, spout 
ing fountains of crystal liquid, there 
would probably have been no National 
Park 6et aside, and the old world would 
not now be turning its startling eyes to 
tbe (to them) almost mythical realm of 
the Rocky Mountains. — The Montan-

Natural Cisterns, 

When rain falls, where does it go ! 

Into the ground, we say. 

Then how are lakes and rivers made, 
if rain sinks into tbe earth ! 

They are fed by springs. 

Butliow arc tbe springs fed! 

They are fed by tbe rains. Did you 
ever notice the different colored bands 
of earth exposed by a railroad-cut 
through a bank ! 

You observe that there are bands of 
thick bluish clay at intervals, and that 
the spaces hetweennre filled with sand, 
gravel, or fine earth. Through these 
tbe water can penetrate freely, but 
when it reaches the olay it must stop, 
for the day is »s "water-tight" ns the 
best of India-rubher. - Upon tbe top of 
such abed of clay the water accumu- 
lates, It saturates the overlying asnds, 
and follows tbe descent of the clay-hed 
until it reaches tbe margin, over which 
the water flaws, and then passes freely 
through rand and gravel as bofore, un- 
til it ia stopped by another bed of cl*y. 

Thus these clay-beds form natural 
cisterns, where God saves the rains 
within reach of the surface, not permit- 
ting them to be lost in the depths of 
ths earth, as they would be were it 
not for these water-proof bands. 

But if the earth were a level surface 


the water would remain in these nutu 
rnl cisterns, and the waters could only 
be reached hy digging wells. That 
would do well enough for men, but 
how would tbe poor wild animals find 
water to drink ! 

For their benefit, it is plauned that 
many of these bed* of clay should end 
on a bill-side, where the waters they 
bold can overflow, and escape in clear, 
bubbling spring*. From these springs 
tiny rills of water go trickling down- 
ward, sometimes getting lost again in 
tbe earth, to descend until they meet 
other beds of clay. But often they 
join other tiny rills, until •evcrol of 
them form a brook, which, grossing 
larger and larger as it wanders, finally 
becomes a small river like the Croton, 
or perhaps a large one like tbe Hudson. 
Gr, finding somewhere on ths surface 
a deep hollow jyith a hottom of clay, 
the brook may spread out into a broad, 
clear lake. Thus we see one of tbe 
very many ways in which God, when 
hs planned ths earth, thought of and 
provided for ths wants of both men ana 
animals . — Hearth and Home. 


Freemasonry Forty Years Ago, 

MyOnn Adventures in Masonry. 
by F.ntVAnD omniNS. (t839) 

In 1812 or '1813 '‘Preston on Ma 
soni-y" happened to fall into my bunds 
I read it with a good deal of atten- 
tion, and closed it with the impression 
that Masonry was a scientific institu- 
tion; had a peculiar method of teacb 
ing tbe sciences, especially Geometry 
and Astronomy, that could not be 
known to tbe world at large ; and that 
these methods were far superior to any 
that were known without the pale of 
the order. 

Being an ardent admirer of the math- 
cm itic- I immediately became desirous 
of uuiting myself to an institution 
where I thought my propensity for 
such studies would he gratified, and 1 
suggested my wishes and opinions to 
nn intimate friend (Higgins) who had 
advanced far in Masonry, and was what 
waa technically termed a bright Mason, 
that is, hs bad the obligations and lec- 
tures at hia tongue's end, and was fre- 
quently visited by bis less enlightened 
brethren for instruction in those sub- 
lime mysteries which Morgan has re- 
vealed to tbe world in his •' Illustra- 
tions of Masonry;" the mah-hah-uonk 
in particular he taught with peculiar 
Masonic grace and insisted that there 
whs much sublime mystery wrapped 
up in that word; that it waa too sacred 
to be pronounced on trivial occasions, 
or in any other way than that which 
is taught in lodges. He teld me I had 
formed a correct idea of Masonry, that 
ft whs truly a fcieutifir institution and 
peculiarly adapted to suit mathemati- 
cians; that the method practised in 
lodges of teaching those sciences was 
what 1 would be plessed with, in short 
I was soon induced to make applica- 
tion, f paid my fee, and was led so 
far into tbe sublime mysteries of Mason- 
ry in the first night os to be able to 
couverse Masonically with brother Bouz 
and brother Jachin, and pronounce in 
true Masonie form n-o-A-z, rhih-oi.etii 
and j-a c h i x. I was taugi t to give 
tiie real grips and the pass grips, and 
tossy, ” I greet you brother Boss" 
and, " I greet you brothor Jachin,’ 
and most admirably, amid the balf- 
auppressed titter oi my enlightened 
brethren. 

I recollect that when receiving my 
first obligation, and bad gone as far as 
the penalty, repeating a few words at a 
time after tbe " Worshipful” Master, I 
hesitated, mid felt a desire to retraot, 
but before 1 gave utterance to my wish- 
es I was told by the “Worshipful" to 
proceed, he at the same time drawing 
his little mallet (Masonically, a gavel) 
across my throat, and repeating for 
me to repeat after him the following 
words of the penalty, viz.; "to have 
my throat eut across, and my tongue 
taken out hy tbe roots. " 1 then thought 
of my awkward and very humiliating 
situation, blind, and half naked, with a 
halter around my neck, surrounded by 
none but zealous brothers, anxious to 
gain the fee ns an accession to their 
Charily fund and n noodle to their 
grip; I thought those things meant 
something, and prudeuce whispered in 
my eav Proceed without a murmur. 
At high twelve, Masouically, hut more 
truly at low twelve, for it w as near 
midnight, tbe craft were called from 
labor to refreshment. A plenty of 
good liquor was introduced, and each 
charged and drank by word and sign; 
much hilarity resounded around the 
board, bacchanalian songs were intro- 
duced and tippling taught in due Ma- 

The ceremonies of the evening heing 
over, I must confess thnt 1 felt cha- 
grined and much disappointed; but 


unwearied pans were taken by the 
brethren to give me nn exalted opin 
of Masonry, and to convince me 
that its beauties would gradually unfold 
to my view ua I advanced; that I must 
brighten myself in tbe lectures by call 
i bright brothers, who would al- 
ways be as read; to give instruction ss 
f was to receive it; that I would see 
much to please ms in the sublime de- 
gree of Master-Mason; and when I 
U the higher degrees, should be de- 
lighted beyond mesaure, as they were 
the acme of sublimity and grandeur, 
told that all the first characters, in 
the country were Masons, and were not 
ashamed to own that they had passed 
through these ceremonies; in short, I 
began to think that there was some- 
thing in Masonry worth searching for, 
nud with this impression I roan took 
tbe third degves, f here experienced 
' e same disappointment, and the 
mo deceptive means were used to i 

About th's time, my friend Higgii 
put au old English copy of 11 Jaohin 
il Bjaz" into my hands, which 
thn first f had ever seen. He told 
study it attentively, but to let no 
person see it; that it would serve to 
brighten me in tho lectures; that tie 
only alterations to he made of any con- 
sequence were to use Boax for Jaohin 
and vice versa; that the author was ex- 
icuted in England agreeably to the 
penalties he had violate!; and thataftcr 
the book made its appearance it was 
found necessary to use Boaz for Jachin 
und Jachin for Boaz. to keep ‘'book- 
Masons from eutering lodges; that tbe 
tame alterations were afterwards made 
in America, and have continued since 
th he true Masonry ; that every wretch 
who should do as tbe autborof this book 
had done would sooner or later share 
the same fate. 1 thought it was no 
more tbsn be had reason to expect, 
and that his punishment was right 
and just. Since then I have frequently 
heard Masons say that he was execut- 
ed, and that vengeance would sooner 
later overtake every traitor; indeed, 
vns long ago confirmed in the belief 
that every Mason would be dealt with 
that way who should prove unfaith- 
ful. 

I took tbe degree of Royal Arch in 
1821, through the importunities of 
some esteemed friends. I have long 
known the deception practiced by Ma- 
sons' to gain members. I have long 
been aware that though supported by 
caormous prsteusious, it had no in- 
trineiie merit whatever; hut I reasoned 
no further, I did not look deep 
enough into its naturs to sec, as I since 
bavo, thnt its principles sanction the 
most henious crimes against God and 
man, I was mentally hoodwinked and 
cable- towed ; I dars not utter my senti- 
ments against it. I thought it almost 
sacrilege to conceive them. I was spell- 
bound by its barbarous oaths. But tbe 
on ti age against Morgan, partly under 
my own eye, has caused me to reason 
closely on tbe whole subject. . . , 

To know that the murder of Morgan 
was in strict accordance with the prin- 
ciples of Masonry, one need go no fur- 
ther than tbe first degree. Tbe penalty 
of its obligation is death, in ths moat 
horrid shape; but as tbe candidate ad- 
vances ip this series of mummerys the 
cable-tow is put stronger about bim, 
until be at last becomes so closely 
bound to a brother tbal be is obligated 
to protect him in all cases whatever, 
right or wrong.

If those who came 
to the New World established 
church without a bishop and a e 
without a king,” those who remained 
behind curhed the power of hoth and 
gave to England that degree of relig- 
liberty which it to-day possesses, 
as the same struggle only upon 
different soil. 

The accession of Charles I. but deep- 
ened the strife. Oreater talents than 
his father possessed did not give hii 
more wisdom, and greater firmne 
only led him to the more severe en 
ployment of force. At the head of 
ecclesiastical affairs he placed the nar- 
row-minded and bigoted Laud, Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, who filled the 
country with his opica and broke up 
every little meeting of dissenters And 
this without any remedy from the 
courts, which were ohedient'i 
king and his counselors. 

At length, deemingthemselves strong 
enough, they determined to force the 
Episcopal liturgy upon Scotland. But 
the Grst performance of the ritualistic 
services produced a riot; the riot be- 
revolution. Yet the king’s oh- 


Scotland the people hoped for 
provement in the religious affairs of the 
nation. The Puritane, who had been 
persecuted under the great queen, hop- 
ed for quiet under her successor; for 
he had been educated a Presbyterian. 
His family hoasted of the blood of Rob- 
ert Bruce, had long held the reins of 
government in Scotland, and 
expectation was reasonable, that the 
three kingdoms of England, Ireland 
and Scotland, uni ted under a Presby- 
terian king would make a government 
second to none. 

But all these hopes, both of religious 
toleration and national greatness, were 
sadly disappointed. No sooner hsd 
Jemes Stuart ascended the throne, than 
England descended to a position among 
the powers of the world scarcely 
ond-rate; and the Non- conformists 
found that, instead of a spirit of tolera- 
tion, their king possessed only the 
despotic principles and an intolerant 
teal for the Church of England- 

In a conference between himself and 
representatives of the clergy of the dif- 
ferent parties, held at Hampton Court, 
James grossly insulted the Puritan di- 
vines, and finally announced his i 
lion of making them conform t< 
practices of the Episcopal church, 
became evident at once that the same 
old conflict which they had so long 
waged must he continued; that des- 
potism, hoth in church and in state, 
more uncompromising than anything 
they had before encountered, must be 
met by redoubled zeal on the part of 
those who believed that better princi- 
ples were revealed both by the reason 
of men and the word of God. 

It was the king's view, supported by 
the high-churchman, that the people 
were his property and that he himself 
was above all law. irresponsible except ' 
to God. He gave the Parliament to 
understand that they held their privi- 
leges during his pleasure only, and that 
they had no more right to inquire into 
the lawfulness of his acts than into the 
acts of tho Almighty. Indeed ho 
deemed himself the vice gerent of God, 
and considered all laws which limited 
the royal prerogative as merely his 
concessions to be removed by him 
when ht saw fit. The Episcopal church 
conceded these assumptions and added 
yet to the burden of oppression the 
doctrine that tho episcopal office 
necessary to the efficacy of religion and 
the welfare of society; that.no humai 
power could give or take away its pnv< 
ileges, and that a church might os well 
be without tile doctrine of the Trioity 
or that of the Incarnation, as without 
its bishops; that eveu the corrupt 
Romish church was nearer the primi- 
tive purity than the societies of Non- 
conformists. They had 
hierarchy of bishops, archbishops and 
rectors who took no interest 
spread of the goapel, and contented 
themselves with doing nothing and 
were well paid for it, both hy money 
lavished upon them hy h devoted laity, 
and that extorted from those of differ- 
ent faith. 

It was against these principles and 


hierarchies have shown themselves the 
allies of political despotism.

No sooner 
had the scepter fallen from the dying 
hand of the great Protector than they 
seized it from hie inefficient son and 
bee towed it upon the worthless Charles 
How dearly they psid for their 
folly let history tell. Again hegan 

the contest as fiercaly as ever. Again 
rose the Episcopal church, far more 
corrupt than hefore. Drunkenness, 

licentiousness and all forms of vice, aid- 
ed hy the example of the king, spread 
far and wide. Again came penal stat- 
against the Non-conformists, and 
again the kingdom was filled with spies 
and men imprisoned or banished for 
preaching and praying. Among tho 
former was tho famous Bunyan, whose 
whole offence, as eharged in the indict- 
ment, was: first, that he did not at- 
tend the parish church; second, he 
did attend worship at a private house. 

When at length the king, amid his 
debaucheries, died, he was succeeded 
by his brother James, Duko of York, 
whom the French afterward called 
“The Simpleton who lost three king- 
doms for a mass. ” Charles had been 
secretly a Catholic, hut James wai 
openly and avowedly so; and, from 
the first, hent every energy to bring 
the nation again under the Romish poi 
er. The parties had changed front bi 
it was the samo conflict still, viz: tl 
devil, priest, and king against the peo- 
ple, their rights and their religion. 

Upon the King's Bench, as Chief 
Justice, sat the brutal Jeffreys ( who 
the severest and most unjust 
punishments. We may not dwell 
the horrors of this reign; suffice it to 
say that under this tyranny, ecclesiasti- 
cal and political, the nation was again 
roused to the highest fury. The king’s 
in danger, the vory guards un- 
der his palace window hummed anti- 
songs; and, forsaken by even 
bis children, one night, a little after 
midnight, he left the palace by a ee- 
cret door, flung the great seal into the 
Thames, and abandoned his kingdom. 
Again the people had triumphed; but 
this time they understood better what 
they had obtained, and imposed such 
conditions upon the succeeding 
eigns, William and Mary, as 
prevent a repetition of the errors and 
crimes of the House of Stuart. 

The reign. „f these four princes pre- 
sent one of the darkest portions of En- 
glish history. It appears strange, that, 
whilo the course of the people was from 
the more formal nud corrupt religioi 
to the plainer and purer that of these 
sovereigns was the reverse, from Pres- 
byterianism to Popery. And yet, 
so strange, when we rememher 
everywhere the preiatical and popish 


The Credit Mohlller. 

This name comes from the French. 
It means moveable credit, or personal 
credit. As moveable credit, it may be 
translated iuto plain, honest English 
as meaning *• The little joker," or, "Jfow 
you see it, and now you don't see it." 
As personal credit, it may he made 
to signify a magnificent scheme, got 
up by magnificent men, for the pur- 
poseof putting mouey in their purses 
on the creditof the people in tbeir exalt- 
ed worth and excellence of character, 
a great name being worth a great many 
thousand dollars. 

The means hy which such men thrive 
are therefore mystery, secrecy, import- 
ant faces put upon low scurvy tricks, etc. 
They are greet secret rings, with winks, 
signs, nodB, etc, hy which they build rail- 
roads on your capital, and take the stock 
to themselves . They are the men who 
speculate on matters of public interest ; 
wafer stock in secret till it is worth ten 
cents on a dollar, then sell out at par, 
and leave widows, orphans, unsuspect- 
ing country folk who believe in the hon 
esty of republican Christian men, to 
make up the difference , hy long, slow 
contributions, little by little, of their 
scanty means, year by year, while the 
ring roll in suddenly acquired wealth.

We 
ture to say that Judge Poljlxd, the chair- 
man of the investigating committee in 
Congress, is either a Mason, or one of 
your still, secretive men, who has ac- 
cepted office at Masonic hands, and 
therefore feels bound to play the secret 

It is gratifying to sse that there wa3 
an overwhelming vote against his advo- 
cacy of secrecy, which ehows that Con- 
gressmen are coming to a sense of their 
true dignity, and that this secre {'jug- 
glery and manipulation, hy which the 
few mislead tho many, is beginning to 
be played out. Tho idea that the se- 
cret dodge should he kept up by a rep- 
resentative from Vermont, seems quite 
out of keeping with the generally re- 
ceived opinion of the honesty and integ- 
rity of that state. It is to this favor- 
able opinion of the character of the 
state, douhtless, that Judge Polano 
owes his position as chairman of the in- 
vestigating committee ; but the Judge, 
in advocating secrecy, represents the 
interests of the Masonic Ring, and all its 
progeny, rather than the character of 
his state. Men cannot accept favors 
from Masonry without giving favors in 
return. Nor can men serve two mas- 
ters ; they cannot serve the interests 
of Secrecy and the intarests oY the peo- 
ple at ono and the same time. 

I It '• the people who have a right to 


rganize a Presby teriau church, Fath- 
er Wright, who with most of the pro- 
posed members were from New En- 
gland, said, why not make it s 
gregaiional church. The young 
ter replied that at Andover they were 
so advised as to the West, and that the 
plan of union was working thus. And 
so the Puritan drift for twenty years 
was turned into another system, which 
therehy gained the prestige of wealth 
and social position.

From nis position he 
gains access to public men who are Ma- 
sons, and among some of the hest of 
them he finds a growing dissatisfaction 
with the developments of the order.

We give one or two examples of tbe 
leakiness to which we havo alluded. 
On page 413 of the number for Janu- 
ary, 1873 m describing the closing of a 
lodge in western New York for twenty- 
five years. Mr, Roundsville 6ays, “Tho 
lodge wss opened in due form, and the 
chaplain, one of the few clergymen who 
refused to perjdrb himself at the com- 
mand of the fanatics, was the organ of 
prayer to the Supremo Master from the 
congregated brethren. " The point 
note in this is not the blasphemy of 
representing tbe Holy one ns a Master 
Mu-on, but the positively implied chargo 
flint most of the clergymen who were 
Masons in 1820, did perjure themselves 
at tlie command of the fanatics, i. e,. 
tbc Anti -masons, 

Now how did they perjure them* 
aelvesl Why, they confessed that tho 
Mnaons in conformity to their oaths did 
murder Morgan for truly revealing the 
secrets of Freemasonry, Mr. Rounds- 
villc now declares that to be perjum. 
He thus confirms tbe truth of tbeir 
confession, as strongly as they confirm- 
ed the troth of Morgan's disclosures. 
Any one can eee that this confession 


could be no perjury unless it was a 
true disclosure of Masonic secret*, 
which they bsd sworn “never to reveal, 
but aver to conceal ” If they violated 
that oath why then tbe world has be- 
yond all doubt the renl Masonic secrets. 
Morgan revesled them ; these perjured 
olergymen unrated his revelation, and 
Ronndsville hacks them ell, Is bo 
perjured! or s the Trowel sick snd its 
editorial mind unstrung and of weaken- 
ed retention I Or, does Mr.Ronnde- 
ville mean to get off hia -perjuring of 
himself in such a crafty way that the 
world shall fail to see any thiag but 
the hitter accusation of seceding Masons 
a* perjured villains, and even Masons 
sh ill not detect the perjury in him; or 
if they detect it will excuse it is unin- 
tentional 1 No matter which, ‘‘Murder 
will out." Truth bns tbe power nf re- 
sistles-ly compelling tbc testimouy of 
its enemies— end of all evidence there 
is none which men reckon more indu- 
bitnhle thsn tbet which escapes tbe 
crafty unintentionally. 

Wo notice one more incautious lesk 
in tbe same number of the Trowel 
page 118. It is in an extract from the 
address of the Grand Master of Missou- 
ri. We learn from it that in some 
lodges tncre are Masons who by tho 
use of the secret ballot are entirely ob- 
structing the work of initiation. He 
shows that a single individual who 
hides himself behind his “unquestion- 
able right of inviolable secrecy" of the 
ballot, may “fasten himself as a cancer 
upon a lodge and slowly nnd surely 
waste it away." “He strikes" says the 
Grand Master “at tbe vitals of Masonic 
fellowship and from that moment tbe 
lodgo is dead." Why is not this Grand 
Master and this Masonio organ afraid 
to let out such a fact, when there are 
so many in their lodges who regard 
themselves as having heen degraded and 
swindled in their initiation and who 
most heartily wish the wbola thing in, 
tophetf Are they in no fear that to 
avenge themselves and atop tbc abuse 
and swindling of others, multitudes 
will avail themselves of this safe, be - ' 
cause inviolably secret, weapon and 
serve Masonry ns David did Goliath, 
cut off its head with its own sword ! 
Gh ! hut, says tbe Grand Master, that 
would be too mean. Ha cays, “There 
is some merit of hardihood or 
hravery in an open attack 

which challenges combat, 
covert foe from which tbe lodge suffers 
most. He is truly a serpent in a dove's 
ne3t, and as he enjoys his revenges in 
secrecy, wherever he is, or who evei 
he may be. he is not likely to ebargi 
that the epithet above applies personally 
snd particularly to him. Hewillknow 
it himself and keep it among his other 
Masonio secrets." Thus — 

"Lawless Mart or lawless fores complains, 

When Masonry as n covert foe 
community compasses its selfish ends 
and “enjoys its revengeB, in secrecy,” 
and is “a serpent in a dove's nest," it is 
all very nice. Sweet eggs snd callow 
birds relish delightfully. But place a 
lodge within a lodge and compel Ma- 
sons to tn9te the bitter decoctions they 
so much delight to commend to the 
lips of the outside brotherhood of men, 
— why, that alters the case entirely ! 
Cupid, who experienced unbounded 
delight from the anguish which his 
poisoned arrows inflicted upon thou- 
sands, fills the welkin with loud and 
piteous cries when but -his little fragi 
is touched by tbc sting of a bee. Ms- 
soitry caa’t hear the touch of its on 
secrecy applied as she applies it to i 
the world. Well, this hopeful fact 
clearly disclosed, vis: that the instn 
meut of its own destruction is nursed 
within tbe lodge itself, Gften has God 
delivered bis church by turning the 
weapons of the enemy against them- 
selves. That bistory is destined 
repeat itself. u.

THE AMERICAN MOVEMENT. 


BV B. T. PETTStSOILL. 

Men commonly prize moat what costa 
most. The principles to which we owe 
our civil and religious liberties, as bas 
been shown in preceding essays, were 
not a sudden outburst of thought and 
intelligence. They are older than the 
Declaration of Independence, or the 
Constitution of the United Stolea. 
They were not the result of a growth 
rapid or recent, nor the product of lit- 
tle labor. And just as ler as we realize 
the price pnid for American principles, 
they will be guarded with the 
they deserve. 

The Puritan principles have been 
clearly stated. We have seen their first 
fiickerings in the deep darknora of the 
past; and marked their steady pro- 
gress, in spite of the opposition of the 
potentates of earth confederate with 
the legions of dnrkness. Their preser- 
vation was at a cost not of silver and 
gold; hut at the hnsnrd of stocks and 
dungeons, and the horrors of the stake. 

In tracing the American Movement 
thus far our attention lias been con- 
fined to its origin nnd progress in Eng- 
land. We now come to a new epoch 
in its history — tbe first Puritan Hegira 
or the flight of the Separatists to Hol- 
land. 


We cannot notice too carefully the 
distinction between the Puritans whn 
remained in England, and the Separa- 
tists, stigmatized ns Brownists, who fled 
to Holland. Many of the Puritans, 
though deploring the corruptions in 
the State Church, remained in it hoping - 
for its reformation. The Separatists 
helicved the Church of England radi- 
cally wrong and therefore renounced it. 
The Separatists were thus Puritans, 
but the Puritsos were not all Separa- 
tists. 

In 1(102 a number of these God fc( 
ing men, taking the Bihle as their sole 
rule of action, "joined tbemselves," 
snys Bradford, “ hy a covenant of the 
Lord in a church estate, in the fellow- 
ship of the Gospel, to walk in all his 
ways, made known, or to be made kuown 
unto them, according to their best en- 
deavors,” regardless of personal con- 
sequences. 

It perhaps seems a little thing for a 
niimher of lowly obscure men among 
the hills of Englsnd to form a church- 
compact like this. But in this little 
compact, framed in this kingdom of the 
old world, was hidden the germ of the 
republio that was to arise in the new. 

They had founded the first church on 
Bihle republican principles sinca those 
of primitive times; snd in it they cove- 
nanted to follow Ood's teachings, 
“ whatever it cost them, ” These words 
deserve to be written in letters of gold 
to encourage sll struggling for right, 
snd to shame those who now, when 
dungeons and the stake are things of 
the past, shrink from raising their voic- 

in defense of suffering, unpopular 
truth. 

Royal proclamations required all 
English subjects to conform to the lib 
urgy. The Separatists refused. Some 
were banished, more imprisoned, and 
others hung. Tbe prosecutions the Non- 
conformists endured were hitter and 
relentless. The case stood thus ; they 
would not, they could not conform, 
and to stay in England was continual 
persecution or death. Hearing that 
free toleration of religious opinion was 
allowed in Holland, after careful delib 
'■ration they resolved to go there. And 
slight undertaking. To 
go to Holland meant ; 
voyage over a narrow sea. It meant 
partings from native country, home nnd 
friends; a sojourn in a strange land, the 
learuiug of a new language, and the 
supporting of tbeir families in ways to 
which they were totally unaccustomed. 

How to get there was a question dif- 
ficult to answer, Their enemies would 
not let them either remain in quiet 
depart in peace; but closed the ports 
of the kingdom against them. They 
tried to procure a secret passage from 
the country hy the payiug of extraordi- 
nary rates and again and again met 
with dieappointmant or hetrayal. 
the spring of 1008, a Dutchman agreed 
to take them from a point between 
Grimsby and Hall. One boat load of 
the men was just aboard, when, a hnnd 
of soldicre appearing, the captain with au 
oath weighed anchor and sailed away. 
It seemed as though tbeir misfortuues 
would never end. Yet through all of 
them they never shrunk from their 
purpose to secure freedom of conscience 
and a pure worship at whatever cost. 

Consider, for a moment, the anguish 
of these men thus torn by tyranny from 
their helpless wives and children, and 
witness their agony of suspense during 
tbe dreary days following, while they 
were tossed by a fierce storm 
deep. We can almost hear tbe sohe of 
the women on the shore, mourning for 
husbands then token off. or for tbeir 


the hrim, perhaps we may begin to 
realize something gf what American 
principles have cost. 

At length, after much truoble, they 
were permitted to leave England. 
They settled at Leyden under the 
pastoral cere of the good and faithful 
John Rohinson. 

They had fled to Holland to enjoy 
that liberty of cooscienco and freedom 
in worship that the combined tyranny 
of king and magisterial bishop forbade 
in England. In this foreign country 
while struggling with poverty , but free 
from persecution, their principles took 
snew and gained the strength nec- 
esary for tbeir destined transplantment 
to America; in all of which we plainly 
the Divine hand leading to the 
preservation and establishment of truth 
these States. 

Having noticed hriefly the flight of 
the Puritons to Holland, the causes 
that let to it, tbe obstacles they met 
with, and tbe ohject they had in view, 
let us disccver if wacan, whether there 
be any connection between the deter- 
mination of the progenitors of this re- 
public to he guided only hy Ood’s word 
matter of religion and that liberty in 
church and state of which Americans 
now boast. 

The Bihle is the source of all true 
liberty, For only in proportion to the 
apread of its teachings have soul fetters 
and the power of despots heen hrol.cn. 
When the Puri tan a therefore, took it 
their only guide and determined to 
follow its teachings at whatever cost! 
they bad taken a targe step towards 
human freedom. Under this fund- 
amental principle they ohjected to the 
human ceremony of confirmation, to 
saint’s days, vestments, etc., as s part 
of religious requirements, because they 
were unauthorized. They instinettre- 
ly felt that as soon as commandments 
of men, in religion, could he added to, 
or substituted for the requirements of 
the Bihle, there would he neither limit 
end of such impositions, end that 
the Christian faith would degenarute in- 
irvice of slaves, instead of heing 
as it should be " a service o f sons.” 

A glanco at the mnp of the Christian 
world shows that, in whatever country, 
tbe church is, so is the state. 
Wherever tho church oppresses a peo- 
ple with its numberless man-contrived 
there civil freedom 
is suppressed and despotism holds 
sway. For this reason Prussia enjoys 
more freedom than Russia; England 
than Prussia; while the United 
States is tha freest of sll nations. 

I'ko Puritans hy opposing innovations 
in religion strove for a pure church and 
religious liberty. While they were in 
England, king and queen had com- 
manded them to worship thus and so. 
They saw that if kings had authority to 
say how they must worship God, tha 1 
there was almost nothing which they 
might not command or exact. For if 
any monarch has compulsory authority 
and soul of man, 
his power over his subjects must he 
absolute and his rule despotic; since 
whoever has the right to govern men 
for eternity, surely has the right to 
rule them im time." They percieved 
that the Bihle underlies the Christum 
-eligion, and tbit this heing the case 
ill the authority for her modes of wor- 
ship must be derived from it. In its 
sacred pages, however, they found no 
such authority delegated to any earthly 
power. But the hiahops, high officers 
in the church, commanded obstrvance 
of the liturgy. 

Having found that civil power had 
right to make laws for the Inith and 


little ones who clung about them, order of the church, they next discov- 
tremhling at ones with fear and with ered that hishops clothed with magist- 


Follow them thence, drii 
sheep from place to place and from 
magistrate to magistrate, Oianoe over 
the uutold suffering of the Puritans 
from Wickliffc down through 
centuries and a half. Visit Lollnrds 
tower and see the prisoner in tortures, 
pining away in the cold and the dark. 
Stand hy Hooper, slowly hunting in his 
Are of green fagots; while, 
words of the quaint and tcrrihle nnnals, 
"the fst and water end blood” full 
from the fingers of the hands with 
which he smites his breast. Then sum 
up, if you can find the nerve to do so, 
all this Buffering; and when you have 
pressed it into a cup of agony filled to 


power, as such, hud not a rightful 
existence, much less such authority. 
By hunting the bonds of priest nod 
hishop they hecame first possesed of 
religious liberty: nnd to seek civil free- 
dom was hut a natural result of minds 
thus unfettered. 

Even many of their enemies perceiv- 
ed this. For in the long and hitter 
conflict of antagonists principles fur 
the mastery, human mind heated 
to white heat began to sec with vivid 
clearness whither such and suoh princi- 
ples tended, nnd not only the men in 
dungeons and nt the stake knew why 
they suffered, hut the leading men who 
caused the persecution knew for what 


end they inflicted it Queen Elizabeth 
and her leading statesmen saw it; and 
"determined to crush the rising doc- 
trine of popular rights". The "judici- 
ous Hooker,” honored alike hy tht 
Church ot England and Roman Catho- 
lics to this day, saw it and e 
not any one imagine that the hare and 
naked difference of a few ceremonies 
could either have kindled so much fire, 
or caused it to flame sn long, ” end that 
while lahoriug for reformation, they 
'* had somewhat more than this mark 
whereat to aim". James I., whom 
Sully celled the wisest fool in Europe 
saw it; and said in reply to tha Puritans 
appeal for church reforma 
hiahop, no king”. 

To hreak the power of tho priest-craft 
nnd set aside its despotio authority and 
high titles, meant like destruction to 
like despotism and lordly titles in civil 
government, and final freedom from the 
yoke of kings. 

The more closely we examine them, 
the more clearly we see that tha prinoi 
pie, which the Puritans held dear are 
those that underlie sll liberty whether 
civil or ecclesiastical, Bishop and 
monarch have acknowledged it; histori- 
ans. infidel and Christian, hostile and 
and friendly, heve reaffirmed it; reason 
asserts it; and time has hut strength- 
ened the general conviction of the great 
truth, that the Bihle is not only our 
guide to salvation hut the charter of 
our liberties and the pole star of our 
earthly hopes. 

“You ore Making Masons.” 

So asid a grave old D.D. in a sonfera 
ence, recently convened to discuss the 
suhject of secretism as relsted 
peace of Zion. That someway think 
so we may in charity admit, while we 
pity their ignorance on this question. 
This change upon us is tbe "SWfcoIeth’ 1 
of Jack-masonry. Some use it heceuse 
they wish it true, some perhaps beceut 
they think it true, hut more by far who 
know the reveree to he true, fully awere 
that we are making Masons with the 
obnoxious prefix Anti to them. Were 
we really making Masons instead of 
Anti-mesons, the friends of the insti- 
tution would never tell us of it. They 
would confidentially whisper it among 
themselves. 

Were we to make a Free 
never should think of warping manhood 
into such a thing. As soon would 
convert an angel into an ant. Sooner 
would we seek out from the animal 
kingdom something which in the trans- 
migration would undergo the least pos- 
sible waste and degeneraoy. Some- 
thing already stripped or nude, already 
hoodwinked or hlind, with something 
like a natural cable tow. and then in- 
itiate it free of charge and take it at 
once to the sublime rank of 1 'Knight 
of Kadosh.” We would not he guilty 
of the unpardonahle sin of sinking real 
manhood into Masonry. No never. 

But suppose after all we are making 
Masons. 

Well then we are doing something. 
We are a ceuse to some effect and what 
is the character of the effect? Our 
cusers heing judgea, it is gond. Then 
is not the cause good? See what 
sublime work we are doing I Oo to 
our lexicons and hunt up all the flat- 
tering words and phrases, such es All 
Puissant, Most Excellent, Noble, Orand, 
Sublime, etc. ,eto-, till you have combin- 
ed the good words of all languages; let 
those all unite and do their best in set 
ting iorth the ne plus ultra of all power, 
goodness, heauty , grandeur, etc., of a 
certain "order,” celled Freemasons, and 
you have tbe artiole we are making. 
What a work 1 Mny we he kept huin- 
hle while doing so grand a business 
Let us not make too many in a da; lest 
we grow proud and he shorn of our 
strength. 

To humble us a little in our sublime 
success, we may remember, that during 
the ycur 1871, some evil genius greatly 
reduced our glory, hy some subterrane- 
ous avenue to the greet resevoirof these 
suqcrlatives, bo that nearly one four- 
teenth of them leaked out in a single 
year ! The Temperance ( 1) orders too, 
lost heavily in memhers the same year. 
Alasl Alas'. Whst can we do? Did 
we not make all the Masons, Sunnies, 
Good-Templars etc., we could? You 
see opposition to good is the way to 


build it up. Let Masons take the hint 
from us and turn their guns from our 
heeds against the "suhlimc order" and 
so help us regain the loss they reported 
in 1871, then we may have tho pleas- 
ure of working side hy side with these 
magnates of all goodness. "Let us 
have peece." 

To look at the'qucntiou from another 
standpoint, Masonic authors agree in 
proclaiming to the world "that every 
good Mason is of necessity truly and 
emphatically a Christian. ’’ When we 
commenced our suhlime work of mak- 
ing Masons, we did not half appreciate 
its magnitude, — making Hn* 
Christians. — Christians who cannot 
•'fell from grace,” Mackey in his Lexi- 
con of Freemasonry says tho old maxim 
holds good, “Once a Mason end always 
a Mason" Art, demit. Is this tho reason 
so many of tho M . E. olergy who con- 
demn the Calvinistic idea, "Once in 
grace always in grace,” seek the Ma- 


ter fights of our own times have vastly 
weakened, and to a great extent 
come, those debasing feelings, hut 
there are still those who do not hesi- 
tate to denonneo a separation from 
Freemasonry as a crime ; and aven 
since our late convention in Worcester, 
it has been said, that it will not do for 
a seceder from that institution to brave 
the indignation of the two thousand 
active men, now its memhers in the 
count; of Worcester.

Social i ntercourso surely 
cennot he more agreeable, because 
theligatuie of companionshipfis sn oath 
of fidelity, instcadof that cordial sympa- 
thy which springs from common pur 
suits, and kindred feelings, and refined 
sensibilities, Tho pageantry, which 
throwB its attractive drapery around 
the proceedings of a lodge, is ss idle, 
as it is fictitious; and its lofty preten- 
tions to grandeur, its gaudy display of 
rank and titles, ought to afford bnt little 
satisfaction to the plain simplicity of a 
repnhlican people. Quite as little en- 
titled to regard is there in the 
actual occupations of the fraternity in 
their secret sessions. The unvaried 
and unmeaning forms of opening and 
closing the lodge arc cold and heart- 
less. Its initiation mingle the ndicn 
lous with the painful. A half dressed 
novitiate is ted round with mock 
solemnity, to exhibit his grotesque np- 
pearaacs to those who have gone 
before him, sometimes the ohject of 
their speculation, hut oftener the sport 
of levity ; and a weak and vsin and 
hoisterous gratification is often extracted 
from the awkward snrprise and misera- 
ble disappointment, which are, I be 
heve, uniformly exhihited hy the hlind- 
folded cendidate, when be is hrought 
to Bgbi, and discovers the metcblsss 
vanity of the huhble, to which so 
much formidable preparation and pomp 
of ceremony has introduced him.

* comprehend. The sense 
of shame that Cthey voluntarily submits 
the practices of Masonic ceremo- 
nials, after they had heen found to he

Some may have 
felt themselves restrained hy respect 
for the venerated individuals whom 
they have known to have given the 
sanction of their membership to the 
institution; others, influenced hy along 
of examples, may have tacitl; 
yielded without a struggle to its vaunt- 
ed pretsnsions to great antiquity, and to 
lofty character for science, benevo- 
lence nnd morality. It is probable that 
still greater class bas entertained a 
vague and undefined, hut gloomy and 
shuddering belief, that the obligations 
of Freemasonry are binding ^upon the 
conscience — that its penalties have 
power over the hody, nnd its oeths over 
the soul ; and have felt as though it 
would be sacrilege, and known that it 
would he dangerous to hreak the 
of its profound nnd cherished myster- 
Whatever may have heen the 
cause, the fact is unquestionable, that 
multitudes have heen suhdued 
heavy and lamentahle thraldom, 
widu and almost universal despotism 
has prevailed; and while its dominion 
hes constantly kept in view those appal- 
ling imprecations w hich every Mason 
invoked upon his own disregard of 
the “mystic tie," it is not strange thnta 
corresponding feeling should have heen 
infused into many minds, that pu 
meat for its violation would be sure, 
infliction meritorious. The het- 


nary wisdom; and affirms that it is of 
itself a science, and that its secrets and 
inviolable signs have become an univer- 
sal languago. To memhers of the fra- 
ternity, who travel in our own country 
only, find it difficult to make themselves 
intelligible to their hrothran In its dif- 
ferent parts on account of the variations 
in tbe forma and coremoniea which dif- 
ferent lodges have adopted. And it it 
worthy ot remark, that itinerant leo- 
tures have, at different times, been 
commissioned by tha soTcrnl grand 
lodges to pass through the country, to 
give suoh instructions es would enshle 
the fraternity to observo something like 
uniformity in the practice of the rites, 
ceremonies, and seorets of an institution, 
which boasts that it has heen immuta- 
hle for ages. 

AH other pretentions that this insti- 
tution is of itself a scionco, or that it is the 
depository of valuablo information, are 
equally a mere gratuitous assumption. 
Indeed if Speculative Freemasonry 
were to perish to-day, and all knowl- 
edge of its forms, rites, and ceremonies, 
proceedings, end secrets, were at ones 
ohiitorated from the memory of man- 
kind, I know of no useful or desirahle 
fact, ordoctrine.or theory, whioh would 
he lost to tha world. Its fahles are far 
less vsluable than the ingenious tales 
with whioh modern literature amuses 
the expanding mind of infancy, and as 
for its science, it iB hut a shadow and a 
pretence. The operative mechanic 
never goes to its instructions or its ar- 
chives for any assistance. The mathe- 
matician would seek there in vain for a 
solution of the problems of geometry, 
the science on which it professes to he 
founded. The historian cannot find 
among its idle fictions tho materials for 
the narrative of the manners and actions 
of men; and the speculations of philoso- 
phy would ba vsin indeed, if they em- 
braced nothing but the knowledge 
contained within its barren* circle. 
Some simple truths, of which few men 
in any enlightened age can be found ig- 
norant. is the utmost reach of instruc- 
tion, to he deduced from the lectures 
of Masonry. Those lectures, with 
which it has been the pride of many 
MBsons to incumher the memory, give 
information only of such humble truths, 
as that the sun rules the day, and tho 
soon governs the night; that chalk is 
convenient substance with which to 
make marks on the wall; that ignited 
charcoal creates a frevent beat; and 
earth brings forth its fruits in due sea- 
son; truths which, long before they are 
unfolded to the Entered Apprentice in 
(be lodge, are learned hy lisping child- 
hood from its own observation. How 
idle to suppose, that the royal monarch 
of Israel, whose chiei glory wes wisdom, 
could have invented and transmitted to 
posterity a system so poor and horren 
as this 1 If there were indeed sufficient 
evidence to prove that be did so, the 
veneration which has heen accorded to 
hie wisdom would dwindle into con- 
tempt, and his fame would he tarnished

The Cynosure has spoken anxiously 1 
of professedly religious papers, especial- 
ly those claiming to represent the or-' 
thodox ideas and doctrines of New En- 
gland, as leading the churches into an 
apostacy from the faith ofCbrut. To 
produce a general apostacy but two 
things are necessary. Let a few leading 
clergymen, and a few stock companies 
owning religious papers, omit from their 
teachings all the soul-bumhling truths 
taught by Christ and tba Apostles and 
substitute something which will neither 
alarm nor offend the carnal heart. Per- 
severe in this coureejfora little while and

We are an English nation. We have 
received immigrants, speaking other 
tongues, enough to people Ststee ; but 
not enough to organize a legislature, 
enact a law, or try a case in court. And 
if we wish to know whether our insti- 
tutions are Christian, pagan, or athe- 
ist, we must go back to the fires that 
forged them. 

The founder of the English Consti- 
tution, and tha framer of its first coda 
of laws, was annoinled king by the 
pretended vicegerent of Obrist, He 
translated the Book of Plsams into 
English', and (Hume, even, relates it 
without a sneer) spent one third of his 
time in study and devotion. Alfred the 
Oreat was a Christian, and founded a 
Christian slate, 

Blackstone, who, one hundred and 
thirteen years ago (1758) expounded 
in Oxford the system inherited from 
Alfred, is to-day read by more Ameri- 
cans then Englishmen. Hia Commen- 
taries is the first book whioh is put 
into the hands of students of law, who 
are told by American judges that “’The 
man who understands Blackstone is a 
good lawyer.” 

This great writer, eight centuries 
and a half after Alfred, found the Eng 
lish system polished and perfected by 
progress. But eight hundred years of 
English history had not taught him 
that Christianity was n dangerous ele- 
ment in the British Constitution, or 
that its distinct profession and printed 
avowal, as the basis of English laws, had 
made the English people inferior to 
their neighbors. The language of 
Blackstoae is explicit. He say a ; "Ev- 
ery man finds that his reason is corrupt, 
and his understanding full of ignorance 
and error." And he holds that God 
has seen fit in compassion to us, to dis- 
cover and enforce the laws of reason by 
distinct revelation. The doctrines thus 
delivered, he continues, ‘'we call ‘Ths 
Ravkalad ob Divine Law,' and they 
are to he found in the Holy Scriptures,” 

" Upon these two laws, the law of Na- 
ture and the Law of Revelation, depend 
all human laws.” (Black, Int.Sec.3d.) 

Nor has more than a century’s expe- 
rience taught the Americen disciples of 
Blackstone, (since we have cast off for- 
ever all organic union of church and 
stete, and have no voting bishops in 
our Senate, as they have in their House 
of Lords,) that tha legal profession 
and avowal of the truth of the Christ- 
ian religion is dangerous to the Repub- 
lic, or to the liberty of its citiaens. Our 
most learned judges and jurist* havs 
not been afraid of the Bible, nor of 
saying they bBlieys in it. 

The Supreme Judges of Pennsylva- 
nia say from the Bench, “No free gov- 
ernmeut now exists in the world, un- 
less where Christianity is acknowl- 
edged, and is the religion of the coun- 
try.” And, in the same esse, Daniel 
Webster said: There is nothing we

The Bible has not hurnt heretics. 
The priests, who hate the Bible, nnd 
whom our atheists love and rote with, 
did that.

Christian 
churches have neither jails nor sheriffs, 
nor dungeons, nor thumb-screws, noi 
torture-boots, nor racks. These all 
belong to the gentlemen of the Cincin- 
nati School-Board and their brethren, 
who vot-i the Bible out of schools ! But 
what has this hated and bunted Bible 
besn doing this last thousand years! 
1 will not attempt to answer. Christ- 
ian civilization answers — has answered 
it. The Bible has emancipated the 
serfs of Europe and the slaves of Amer- 
ica. The title-deeds of emancipated 
villeins from Alfred down, run, "pro 
Amore Christi, ” ‘ 1 pro salute animal 
for the love of Christ and the salvation 
of the soul, thus showing that the Bible 
emancipated them. And we nil know, 
for he declared it, that Mr. Lincoln' 
Proclamation of Emancipation was thi 
result of hia “vows to God." 

And now, are we to he scared from 
our proprieties, end tho blessed Bible, 
which has for ages been striking the 
manacles from man, be set aside and 
insulted; cast out from oursohools first, 
snd next, perhaps, from our families 
and eourta of law, by men who 
building the cloisters which cursed the 
dark ages! andhy their human jackals, 
the atheists of the barricades and the 
guillotine! 

I am not speaking in condemnation 
of the Catholic ohurch; that church in 
whioh Luther preyed and found Christ; 
in which Paschal wrote; t ud Fenelon 
was an archbishop ; and Father Hya- 
cinthe is a priest. I am censuring Jes- 
uits and their shadows, the atheists, 
who result fromand follow them. “The 
Sociaty of Jesus” was formed 1540 years 
after Christ, and twenty-three years 
after the inauguration of Luther’s Re- 
form; formed hy a Spaoish soldier and 
ignorant fanatic. Ita members, the

lawed hy the Pope himself, a little less 
than a century ago (1773). 

It seems not generally known that 
the Romish priests in this country are 
Jesuits, and it is not sufficiently consid- 
ered that Jesuitism is something very 
distinct from the Catholio church prop- 
er; so distinct that the head of the 
church, Clement XIV.. suppressed it. 
Yet these Jesuits are the men who now 
stand at every school-house door in the 
United States, demanding the expul- 
sion, not only of King James' version, 
hut of the Douay version, sad all ver- 
sions of the Bihle. And as mere athe- 
ist schools never did and never can sub- 
sist, as such, hut a little while, the 
Jesuits intend and expect to control 
the schools. And they wish to con- 
trol the schools, where our law-makera 
are taught, because they mean to con- 
trol the government and tha rev- 
enue. Yes, it is this once suppressed 
order, from which Europe turned away 


Nevertheless, France had helped us 
and our fathers were grateful. French 
democracy, 'too, was then at its zenith, 
like a cold and fickle Aurora Borealis, 
dazzling the dark heavens of all Eu- 
rope. What Americau Puritans had 
done by faith in Christ, the French 
democrate undertook to do in contempt 
of him.

why not France her Louis XVI? 
Americans were, democrats, why not 
Frenchmen ! But then they must be 
iriginol in something; so they conclude 
to be atheists !J Then, indeed, they 
will be free; freer than cattle, and 

ore hrutish ! 

There is no God in priestcraft; noth- 
ing but shows and inventions. The 
people find it out, and become atheists. 
Then they become wretches, and fly 
hack to prieitism as the lightest curse 
of the 

But France had not worked this sum 
through to ils answer. French democ- 
racy looked lovely when our Constitu- 
tion wae framed, and many of our peo- 
ple were charmed with it. Such were 
the people and such the causes, which 
gave us a Constitution containing no 
recognition of God, except its date, to 
distinguish us from Africans who wor- 
ship a baboon. 

Nor were gratitude to the French 
and the reaction of their sentiments, 
the sole, perhaps not the chief, cauees 
which made the terms of onr Constitu- 
tion neutral respecting Christianity.

But this their hope would be 
nod illusory were Protestants agreed 
among themselves. But as if wonders 
wers never to cease, the papers whioh 
put themselves most decidedly on rec 
ord against recognizing Christianity ii 
our Constitution, are the organs of 
Spiritualists, who reject all revelations, 
except such as they get from day 
day from one spirit or another; and the 
organs, par excellence, of New England 
Puritans, whose fathers never omitted 
God from a public document. 

Mr. Palfrey, (a Unitarian) says, 
hia excellent history. the Puritsn 
was a Scripturiat,” He “ searched the 
Bible not only for principles and rules, 
but for mandates, — and when he could 
find none of these, for analogic 
guide him in precise arrangements of 
public administration.” (Pal. His. N. 
Eng., I. 274-5.) 

And we learn from ths same author 
that the one grand object of tha Puri- 
tans, as given by their own Winthrop, 
was, "Through a more than ordinary 
approbation of the churches of Christ, 
to seek out a place of co-habitation and 
coneortehip, under a due form of gov- 
ernment, both civil and ecclesiastical.” 
(Pal. I. 313.) And their first, 
flower Constitution, which Bancroft 
and others have made familiar, declares 
their grand geuerio purpose iu that in- 
strument and their action under it to be 
— “ The glory rf Oad and the advance- 
ment of the Christian faith. ” 

Now there are two religious papers, 
which profess to be the lineal descen 
anis and present exponents of New 
England Puritanism, and another, the 
New York Independent, which once 
professed the same. Of these, the 
Chicago paper has advocated excluding 
the Bihle from the schools ; and the other 
two resist the attempt to recognize 
in our Constitution. It is not for 
to explain this phenomenon, but, if 
refutshle to refute their arguments.

•nityis the law of the land.” (Oer. 
Will Case, Web. vol. 6, 178.) 

Now, aome of our fnendsadmit this, 
and argue from it that we ought to be 
content with it. They say, The Con- 
stitution recognizes the eommon law, 
and Chriatianity ia part of that law: 
therefore the Conatitution recognizes 
Christianity. But if this be so; if the 
laws acknowledge Christianity, why 
should not the mother of laws, the 
Conatitution, without whose consent, 
implied or proved, laws cannot draw 
breath; — why should not this law, un- 
derlaying all other laws, so acknowl- 
edge it! How cornea this strange phe- 
nomenon, that the invarishle parties of 
despotism viz., priests and infidels, 
have alarmed our fathers, lest a printed 
acknowledgment of the Bible should 
make our government despotic ; turn it 
into church and state, and coerce con- 
science, like Italian priests ; or ohop off 
heads like French atheists ! Wbat has 
the Bible done, during the thousand 


indifferent to God nnd religion, and 
there let us leave it.” 

I answer, that the wisdom of our fa- 
thers was the wisdom of men in dis- 
tress. They were meeting the billa of 
a seven year’* war. They were poor; 
and " the poor useth entreaties.” They 
were bankrupt by tbo failure of their 
’Continental money.’ Republicanism 
was an experiment They had atrug- 
gled up to it through their own honeat 
fears for its success. Thoy had rushed 
upon republicanism while pursuing the 
retreating troops of the king, as soldiers 
upon a bridge, hy night, in a tem- 
pest, and tho stream at flood, without 
knowing whether the enemy might not, 
destroy the pier ou the opposite shore, 
and they sink in the stream of time as 
all the old republics had sunk. 

Nor waa this all. They had heen 
fighting against English battalions, in 
support of English principles, and the 
liberties of Englishmen. They were 
themselves Englishmen and the ohil- 


presumable, that ho never 
of hia sheriffs obtain consent of the man 
whom he was hanging, during his 
whole admimetration. But French in- 
fidelity had made rapid progress since 
July ’76, and, in the eleven inter ven 
ing years, had become strong enough 
to exclude the very name of God 
from our national Constitution in 
1787. 

Suoh is the history of our national 
mistake. Such the cause which in- 
duced ths most intelligently religious 
people on earth, a people who, in their 
national capacity, fasted, and prayed, 
nnd gave thanks to God, to exclude his 
name and sanction from their Constitu- 
tion: though they call on him hy their 
chaplains ; appeal to him by the oath, 
in their wills, and legal forma; and de- 
clare. in their very indictments, the 
crime to have been committed, without 
the fear of God, and hy Instigation of 
the devil. 

This piece of history explains our 
Constitutional status. 

Priests nnd atheists excluded the 
Biblo from our Constitution. Priests 
and atheists together voted out 
the Bihle from the Cincinnati schools; 
and the same parties seek to push it 
from our national, free schools , w hence 
the minds come from to administer our 
government; and for what! Not that 
they expect governments to stand de- 
nuded of ideas of God and religion. 
They know that ’never was and never will 
be. But, as when one force displaces 
another the displacing forco takea the 


enacts the amendment, may, hy 
serting its sentiment 
tions of the people, and hy appealing 
to a conscience in statesmen’ and poli 
ticians, make one. 

But our attempt to insert a clause in 
our Conatitution defining by what God 
witnesses are sworn in our Federal 


ty. ” This ohjection concedes that there 
is no recognition of Christ in the con- 
stitution, else, why, the animosity,” 
if we put into it words, only what is now 
there iu fact I And do these professed 
" Puritans” wish ns to live, like cring- 
ing savages, over a sleeping volcano jf 
religious “animosity in the empty 
hope of permanent security hy not 
stirring its fires ? For one I am willing 
that Elijah’s issue between the true 
God and the false should he put to the 
American people. If we are to become 
a nation of atheists, let us know it; 
and teach our children to submit to il 
with a grace; or if Baal he a god, let 
us serve him, and obey hia priests. 
There is no heaven for cowards, and no 
salvation for worldlings. The ’’fearful” 
are classed and cast out w 1th the ‘ ’unbe- 
lieving and abominable:” and justly.; 
lor why should we wish to steal glimp- 
ses of Christianity through our national 
Constitution, without letting these who 
reject Christ, know that we believe such 
glimpses are to be had there 1 It is un- 
fair to the atheists who have their 
rights as men 1 No. Truth cannot live 
by the alcep of error. 

And then see how this writer turna 
on himself, and -after, hy implicetion, 
conceding that the Constitution has no 
Christianity which atheists are hound 
to respect, hegging ua not to waste them 
by attempting to put Christianity into 
the Constitution; warning us not to 
stir their "animosity” by asking its 
constitutional recognition; he, in the 
very next sentenco, finds tho Constitu- 


tion as full of Christiaoity as sea-water 
is of salt, and burlesques our move- 
ment by likening it to a national associ- 
ation to put salt into the seal Surely, 
if this writer’s last idea is correct, if ths 
Constitution is as full of Christianity 
sea-water is of salt, not even atheists, 
if they be reasonable ones, can object 
to our making the preamble conform to 
the Constitution by stating the fact. An 
honest atheist will consent to put 
Christ into the preambles, if first 
he wdl consent 
the Constitution. It is only apoststa 
Puritans who wish to enjoy Christ snd 
deny him, and live, like Peter, by 
viour whom they dare not own. 

But objections to things inherently 
good, are apt to demolish each other. 
So Mr. Greeley’s Tribune demolishos 
the above writer’s sea-water assertion, 
that the Constitution is already satu. 
rated with Christianity, and so needs 
no amending. Mr. Greeley destroys 
this by declaring, that, “ The proposed 
recognition of God involves 
dements! and sweeping change than 
was effected by our father’s separation 
from Great Britain,” and by 
our national treaty with Tripoli, in 1 796 , 
which was interpreted and ratified by 
onr highest national authority, 
asserts, That, “ The government of the 
United States is not in any set 
founded on the Christian Religion. ” 
This, too, is what this National As- 
sociation asserts. We hold that in 
hour of national feebleness and grati- 
tude, and patriotism, our father* un- 
dertook two impossibilities, viz., to make 
a Constitutional peace between slavery 
and liberty; and between French athe- 
ism and English Protestant Christian- 
ity. The failure of their first attempt 
is proclaimed hy near a million graves 
for our dead, and by millions 
iions of tsies on the living. May the 
most merciful God grant tbeir second 
failure orove not worse for ns than their 
first. There is no peace, can be 
between the truth aud a lie; and Christ 
was and is “The Truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but the 'truth.” 
Our national oath is his, and not the 
oath ol a Chinaman, Mormon, or Mo- 
hammedan; and if our Constitution 
means that our President shall swear 
hy the God of the Bible and not hy a 
dead cock, or hy a gree-gree, or fetish, 
Brams. or Confucius, ,or Allah, or 
his Prophet, or the god of the mystc- 
of Salt Lake, it ought to have the 
honesty to say so. It must say so or 
perish like the phantom nations in 
blood, Like Pilate we have this Sa- 
our hands; and we must soon 
decide Pilate’s question concerning him: 

What shall 1 do with Jesus which is 
called Christ! We shall own him, or 
crucify him and save Barabbos, 

Nor have we an election, as Profes- 
r Tayler Lewis has shown; this dis- 
cussion has not been sprung by thoss 
i fealty to Christ, hut hy those 
bringing us to swear fealty to 
priests, or to the no-God of the athe- 
ist, whn lives at the half-way house to 
priestly despotism, and on tho direct 
road. These two personages, priest, 
itheist and company (the “ company 
Deluding all who go with them) arc 
imploying the old game of the slave- 
holders, using our Constitution to lie 
hands while their hands are free to 
il us. They intend to cast out 
Christ and the Bihle from our govern- 
ment and Jaws, to compel us to worship 
their gods, at Rome, at Constantinople, 
China, at Salt Lake; 

it Greenland, zembla, or the Lord knows 

Nor are we to be deterred hy the hue 
and cry of “ church and state," which 
was raised against us as abolitionists, 
and has heen raised aga 
mse which has appealed to popular 
mtiment ever since we were a nation ; 
and raised, too, hy the very msn, who, 
if we were going for church and atata, 
and would take them as leaders, would 
go with us; the men who to-day vote 
to support Romish priests, 
nnd their houses of women of which 
men hold the keys. 

I say that no good men fear church 
and state. They do, and ought to 
dread it. When the Bihle and Chris- 
tians had illumined the old world hy 
the martyr fires which hurned them; 
wheu priests and daspots who kindled 
them looked hateful and ghantly in the 
light, and the nationa were hunting 
their bands, the despot a dragooned 
nnd drove our fathers to this country ; 
and changing their tectic* from murder 
to seduction, they and their Protestant 
elscquerv, have held up to the gaze of 
the world the errors of our fathers, 
which priests had taught them and 
which they had not time to unlearn; 
nay, which priests themselves now prac- 
tice, whenever on earth they will not 
than thoy will gain by it. 
They whose religion still burns heretics 
have filled earth witn Salem witchcraft 
and Servetus. Be it so. Be it so. 
along with our own, confess the 


of our fathera, as did Daniel, and profit 
by aud shun tlieir errors. 

But owning Christianity ia not 
essarily "church and state.” Even 
though we put it in our National Con- 
•titution. • ’ Church and state” means 
coercion of conscience and compulsory 
religion, and Lord Mansfield speaking 
for England, nndour Own learned judg- 
es for America, have fully declared that 
conscience is no; amenable to human 
courts, and that coerced religion msy 
make hypocrites and martyrs, but 
Christians. We have learned sc 
thing, and, if tuaobable may yet learn 
more, how conscience can bo left free 
without dethroning Christ, or putting 
Christianity on n constitutional level 
with that ol Asiatic Thugs or Mormon 
Danites, who are assassins upon consu 
enceandby religious conviction. 

You aud I may err — may not i( 
precisely where the liae runs in pm 
tice, whioh separates church fromstati 
But we may surely trust this nation t 
disouss the question of a religion 
amendment; aye. and to adopt the 
proposition that Christianity is trus 
end paganism is falso, without fear lest 
our sheriff shall enforce Christ’s worship 
by the civil sword, or drag bur Ameri- 
can pagans to hie communion- table hy 
the throat. 

After all, the questinn is, for u«, 
of fact. Does God in Christ rule 
nations! — as tho Bible, and, I had 
almost said, history declares he does. 
If so. will acknowledging this truth, 
nationally, hurt us! If Illinois is un- 
der the Federal Oovernment at Wash- 
ington, is it wisdom, or rumousfo! 
blink or deny the fact i So it may be 
our saving wisdom to own the spiritual 
providential government of Christ, 
though, unlike ourFedaral Government, 
his angel- marshalls carry no revolvers; 
and his prison is not like a jail in Wash 
ington city. 

Nor can we long escope this question. 
We must soon say what we mean when 
we swear a civil officer or a witness ini 
court; or dispense altogether with " 
Christ, and his oath, and human con-, 
science and retrihutiou ss means of as- 
certaining truth and administering jus- 
tice. Then will come, thick and fast| 
the self-inflicted terrors of our rejected 
God. Men will destroy each other like 
eoraged insects; every city become a 
Paris, and every country a France, Nor 
can the nations long escape their hlea. 
sed and benign Ruler hy hiding tbeir 
constitutional eyes, nnd stopping their 
national ears. For, “ Behold He com-

The early settlers of America toiled 
long and mnnfully to mnke their homes 
in a land where they hoped to enjoy 
something of peace and freedom. Stern 
hardships met them face to face. Bat 
their courage rose with danger, and 
their power of enduranco seemed un- 
limited Everything was new; every 
ihing war o be done; and the supply- 
ing of their daily wants heavily taxed 
their energies. But these sturdy men, 
blessed with clear intellects, sound 
judgments nnd ttuo hearts, “under- 
stood whnt were the necessary founda- 
tions f»i the peimnneut well being of a 
commonwealth," They felt the truth 
of those Scripture words, “ Wisdom is 
ihe principal thing; therefore get wis- 
dom: and with all thy getting, get un- 
derstanding." 

The infant colonies, half hid among 
ie mountaine and hills of the 
world, with their urgont wank 
ipplied, talked of a College.

Uuder the guidance of President 
Dunster, the prospects of the College 
brightened, and the institution soon 
gained so high n reputation that youths 
of “ opulent families” of England 
sent to this country to complete their 
education. 

Harvard was hecoming a power in 
the land, its principles of purity and 
truth instilled into the minds of its 
pupils laid a foundation upon which to 
build a "virtuous, intelligent and 
prosperous society. "

The name of Har- 
given to the college in honor 
of the donor, while the name of New- 
lowne was changed to Cambridge, in 
memory of the place in England where 
many of the settlers of Massachusetts 
had received their education. In found- 
ig this institution, it was the desire of 
a patrons to provide not only for in- 
tellectual culture, but also for the care- 
ful training of the hearts and morals of 
of the youth intrusted to its cere. 
While they were desirous that “ learn- 
ing might not he huried in tbe grave of 
their fathers,” they were Also desirous 
of forming u learned and sound minis- 
try. Though the ’ powers of England 
stood in attitude to strike,’ 1 nnd though 
the natives seemed unavoida- 
ble. while the affairs of their own gov- 
•mment were nnsi tt led ; still our fore- 
alhero, looking down through nnd be- 
yond this darkness, strove to provide 
for the future necessities of their 
church and stale. 

As soon as Harvard's bequest was 
ade known, Nathaniel Eaton was 
placed nt the head of tho College, Bc- 
luhly severe in his disci- 
pline of the studeuls, he was soon de- 
posed, and tho Rev. Henry Dunster, a 
Non conformist minister, but receotly 
from England, took the presidential 
Trie studies of the College 
conrie, consisted of Latin, Greek, Phys- 
ics, Logic, Geometry, Arithmetic, lie- 
hrew, Chaldee, Syriac nnd Divinity. 

The first Commencement of Harvard 
College was held in the year 1642. 
The graduating ola.9 of nine young men 


Mr. Charles Chauncy was chosen as 
his successor. He was in point of 
learning well fitted for the place; his 
religious views were much the Bsme as 
Dunster’s, hut thia was regarded with 
less displeasure by tbe government, as 
it would tend to shield them from the 
charge of intolerance brought against 
them for their previous aetions. How- 
ever they required that he “ would 
foibear to disseminate or publish Any- 
thing on the tenets.” 

During the term of Chauncy's pres- 
idency the College had its days of sun- 
shine and its nights of darkness. But 
the hand of Providence was with them 
lending them slowly onward and up- 
ward. In the succeeding year men of

Accordingly 
a‘ synod” composed of the "elders 
and messengers,” of the different 
churches of the several colonies, was 
invited to meet ul Cambridge, Sept 1st, 
1046. Here they were to "discuss, 
dispute nnd clear up by the word of 
God. such questions of church govern- 
ment and discipline as they should 
think needful nud meet.” 

The last and important session of 
this synod was held at Cambridge in 
August, 1648, when by a unanimous 
vote it approved the ' ' Confession of 
Faith of the Westminster divines, except 
those portions which favored the Presby- 
terian discipline." The new plan ofi" 
government was termed ■’ A Platform 
of church discipline gathered out of 
the word of Gad, . . . to be pre- 

seated to the churches nnd General 
Court for their consideration and ac- 
ceptance in the Lord.” It acknowl- 
edged the right of an occasional •’ sy- 
nod" to give advice or admonition, • 'but 
not to exerciso ohurch censure in 
way of discipline nor any other 
church authority or jurisdiction

We all know it is no easy matter, in 
some instunees to determine with cer- 
tainty the real source, or sources, of a 
river.

where they may he found. And w hen 
he is there, standing by the very cra-

eral — he does this on no inevitable prin- 
ciple of law for the case, butfrom taste, 
from personal opioion, or in a quite 
arhilrary manner.

So that while 
the whole earthly source of the river 
may be said, in one way, to lie qu-te 
open to view, yet no human power can 
tell, exactly, where the flow begins. 
Or, again, he finds that the river issues 
at once and in a considerable fountain, 
from the bosom of the earth. “ Here 
at least can be no uncertainty.” "i 
even here an intelligent traveller has 
think, that no water comes out of the 
earth that did not go into it. His itu 
agination therefore starts on a suhterra- 
nean journey, following the bendings 
of the stream, and comes out to the 
light once more perhaps in u muss, or 
mountain hollow, or amid the mists 
and showers of mountain tops.

The principles of Puritanism, which 
have shown so clearly through former 
essays, are not confined to any age or 
land. 

Although the people who first bore 
the name of Puritan were English dis- 
senters and separatists, yet their prin- 
ciples, which were their distinguishing 
characteristics, have hecn the strands 
of a silver cord, reaching from t 
liest time dowo to the present, 
notwithstanding the purity and truth of 
these principles, few baveupheld them; 
and those few have struggled through 
dangers, difficulties and persecutions. 

While the actions and aehieveinenls 
of men have generally filled the pages 
of history, woman has heen represei 
ad, by a popular American writer, 
the vine twining around the stronger 
oak, yet, when the oak has heen shat- 
tered hy lightning, holding together 
the riven fragments and restoring its 
shattered strength.

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THE AMERICAN MOVEMEMT, 

The Arlritriiruout of Blood— Tlie Amer- 
ican Kotolutiuti— Its Effect!), Politi- 
cal and Religious, 


The discovery of America opened the 
door to a vast country and invited inun- 
kind to enter. The inhabitants of lino- 
land especially availed themselves oi 
this privilege. They were governed by 
principles widely diversified and influ- 
enced by motives as various. Some 
sought the easy acquisition of wealth, 
others honor and lenowa; but ot 
and the greater part, that freedi 
thought and action which was denied 
them iu their 

It was the latter class who planted 
the banner of truth and freedom 
upon this Western continent and laid 
here the corner stone of the temple of 
human freedom. 

By steady, persevering industry, 
they leveled the surrounding forests 
broke up the fillow ground, causing it 
to hrmg forth its fruits for their sup- 
port; streams were made to furnish 
power for mills and manufactories. 
Thus a country so lately a wililernt 
became a gardcu of beauty and ustfi 
ness, in which dwelt a happy, coiueutcd 
people, enjoying the fruits of 
bor amid the long-coveted and 
for freedom to worship God according 
to the dictates of their own conscience. 
Here religion reigned in the hearts of 
men unsupported by the laws of 
state. 

England at first, ns a lov ng mother, 
assisted them in resisting the attacks ot 
the savages aud foreign powi 
granted them special privileges, Eng- 
lishmen furnished them with clothing, 
and a 1 ! oecesjary implements for the 
improvement of their soil. In return 
they must carry to Englaud the pro- 
pucts of their labor and purchase only 
from her the manufactured Articles 
they required. To these require- 
ments no objection was made. But 
England, dissatisfied with their prin- 
ciples of political and religious free 
dom, so contrary to her own, beheld 
with fear and trembling their rapid ad- 
vance in prosperity, lending more and 
more every year to their inde 
pendeuce, Desiriug to check the 
.growth of these principles she began 
to cast ah iut for some pretext; a do 
pleted treasury and a country home 
down .by luxation readily suggested 

The mother country did not attempt 
any severe measures at first, but began 
gently weaving the net-work of op- 
pression, cramping the growing indus- 
try of the colonics by prohibiting inter- 
national and foreign trade upon certain 
manufactured articles, wishing to re- 
serve the profits to herself. This poli- 
cy was continued by prohibiting the 
erection oi contmuauce of any mills for 
the manufacture of iron, or any furnace 
for making steel, under a penalty oi 
two hundred pounds. 

Soon nfterwur thi sc were followed 
by st’ll more oppressive measures. 
Taxes were were laid upon nearly ev- 
ery article iu use, Business to be val- 
id must be trousacted upon stamped 
paper Sugar, tea, coffee, glass, papui 
paint and painter's colors nil were hem 
ily taxed. New officers, unknown I 
their chnrtcrs were appointed and then 


tlisio; fifteen hundred pounds were 
imnuully taken f om the American rev- 
enue to support these instruments of 
oppression. The coinage of m»ncy was 
(• rhidden. Nothing could be printed 
without the consent of the, governor. 
Parliament seemed determined tu ox- 
of tli rolouihts to 
the highest degree. They left them 
ao alteniiitive but complete enslavement 
it an appeal to arms. Even the Epis- 
copal clergy, unmindful uf the teach- 
rigs of Christ, advised the most ex- 
ti emc measures. Perhaps they thought 
that the Americans, being reduced to 
submission, the English hierarchy 
light be introduced into the colo- 

The colonists, as has been shown in 
ireceding essays renounced the servi- 
ce of the church of England; denounc- 
ing und forsaking the use of nltars, in- 
tandles. holy wster, garments 
and other rites pertaining to that 
church, but of human invention, They 
oudeinned, as savoring too much of the 
■ilolntry of Rome, the observance of 
Christmas and other so called “holy 
.days," As is shown by their histori- 
an, Bradford, who states that some 
refused to work ou Chiiatmas day as 
being agninst their conscience. The 
governor told them, if they made it a 
mailer of conscieniC, hs wuuld spare 
them until better informed, But when 
the rest returned from work, he found 
the in in the street at play; he went 
and told them that it went against his 
conscience that they should play and 
others work. If they made the keep- 
ing of it a matter of devotion, let them 
keep their houses; but there sbuuld he 
no gaming or revelling iu the street, 

Having withdrawn from the ebureb 
of England, it was not without alarm 
that they beheld tbe attempt to intro- 
duce it into their midst, to be supported 
hy money drawn from the funds appro' 
priated for spreaniug the gospel among 
the Indians. No marriage ceremony 
was to be lawful which was not per- 
formed by a minister of the established 
church. Still further the odious Act 
of Uniformity was to be imposed up- 
on the colonists. Tha governor issued 
ail order that the ministers should ad- 
mit all persons of suitable age and not 
vicious to the Lord's supper, aud their 
children tobupiism; nnd, if any should 
desire, these ordinances must he admin, 
isiered according to the English rubric, 
uuder tlie penalty imposed in the Act 
of Unifoimity.

In accordance with this 
idea, in one of their petitions to the 
king, they declared that tbe legislature 
of Great Britain, was not authorized 
establish a religion brought with m 
guinsry and impious tenets or erect 
arbitrary' government on any psrt of 
the globe. " 

These truths, together with those so 
clearly staled in tbeir Decli 
Independence, of the natural equality 
of meo, their inuhensole right 
liberty and the puisuits of happiness, 
and that n government derives its pow- 
er from ths consent of the governed, 
were the principles for which they con- 
tended, and it was also these that Eng- 
land was so determined to utterly ds- 

But that God who led the colonists 
forth from England guided them neross 
the stormy Atlantic, was still directing; 
and success was fienlly theirs, Eng- 
land withdrew her armies and acknowl- 
edged tkeir independence. 

And now was the important moment.

On my way home from the gold-dig- 
ing in 1851, at ChagresI saw a funeral 
procession composed of different nation- 
alities, returning from the grave of s 
hrother Freemason. Other men died 
friendless and alone, and were buried, 

I know not how; hut from that mo- 
ment I thought favorahly of the Mn- 
soeic institution, In 1 852 1 made some 
inquiries with a view to join ths lodge; 
I was of courss encouraged. My pas- 
tor went in just before us. The Mas- 
ter of the lodge solemnly assured me 
that the oith 1 must take ’* would not 
conflict with my duty to my country or 
my God." I helieved him^of course, 
and proceeded to assume obligations 
utterly inconsistent with either. The 
sin consisted in surrendering tbe will 
and the conscience; — the same that Sa- 
tan tempted our Saviour to commit, when 
he seid, “All these will 1 give thee if 
thou wilt fall down and worship 
(Matt. 4: 9.) 

I took the three degrees, one after 
Ike other, hoping to God what seemed 
to elude my grasp; but was disappoint 
cd, The first thing that struck me as 
wrong was the mingling of prayer and 
Scripture quotations with ridiculous cer. 
emonies. I attended l^ge only about 
four times after being ' 'reised ” to ths 
| degree of Master. I consulted my fa 
! ther-in-law, a year Ister. He, an old 
Mason, — non-affiliating siece Morgan's 
| day, advised me to withdraw privately, 
(Two years later, in one of tbe Western 
Stutes — whither I had removed from 
the East — stating some of my objec- 
tions to the order, worthy hrethren 
(suggested that farther on 1 should 
j find all my difficulties cleared up, 

| actually meditated an advance in 
mysteries, when a venerable ex-judge

what had heen published to tbe world 
than a quarter of a century 
bad been imposed on me ss the ‘secrete’ 
of the order, After a careful and 
prayerful examination of the matter I 
published my renunciation in tbe coun- 
ty newspaper; and a lew days later left 
with wife sad six- week’s, old baby for n 
missionary station 250 miles further 
towards the frontier. After a toilsome 
wagon- journey of two weeks, wc 
ed, and were cordially welcomed. But 
day later came n communication 
from the other lodge, with a paper con. 
taining my renunciation and reason! 
therefor. Thereupon seven of the nine 
vestrymen (for there was already an 
organized parish) sent me the following 
letter: — 

F , June 4, 1857. 

Rev. , 

Sir: — At an informal meeting of the 

vestry of church, your arnvsl 

announced, und under considera- 
tion. The undersigned regret that you 
did not appear uuder more favorable 
circumstances. The fact that 
our vestry, aod many others of the 
parish, are member- of tlie Masonic 
fraternity, a brotherhood, which we 
love and cherish, and believe to he con- 
sonant with the highest degree of piety 
and purity of character, and ' 
ner obnoxious to the teachings and 
practice of the Christian religion; also 
being duly informed ot your public 
nunciation of Freemasonry, nnd having 
the evidence hefore us in print, with 
its unreserved denunciations of the fra- 
ternity as a body, ws feel compelled, 
in justice to our psrsonol feelings, si 
well as to the interests of the parish, 


Christ, or the huilding of his church, 
JFe therefore decline all intercourse 
with you in your official capacity." 
[See Luke 10: 16.] 

It is hut justice to the church to say, 
that not ons of tbe seven was a com- 
municant; yet, as the hishop said, thess 
men ’ ' placed Masonry ahove the 
church," The pledge of non-intur- 
coursc was rigidly kept. Not one of 
the church-members, man or woman, 
called on us during our stay of a month,

American Principles mid Institutions 
Contrasted IV i lit 'I'liesenf Otli- 
or Nations, 

fly ANASTA3I0S H. ZARAPH0N1THEB. 

The American nation lies lietween 
two mighty oceans ; is bounded on tbe 
south hy the gulf of Mexico, and the 
dead country of the same name, and on 
the north liy an unfruitful region. and 
a weak and tributary people. Thu* 
God baa surrounded it hy nature, pro- 
tecting it with these everlasting cas- 
tles. 

In contrasting America with the other 
notions wc have no Inngunge to express 
the true condition ; for at heat it is like 
comparing the treea of Wheaton with 
tbs gigantic pines of California. As to 
length of years, America ia an infant, 
nnd the nations of the East a hoary- 
headed patriarch ; asXo the greatness of 
present deeds the Orient is the infant 
and America a giant. 

As it took fifteen years of Demos- 
thenes life to prepare an orntion upon 
the condition of Greece, what Web- 
ster, or American Demosthenes, in so 
short a time could represent the great- 
ness of America when compared with 
eastern nations. If we begin with Ag 
riculture, we are unable to form a com- 
parison, for tbe American is the hus- 
bandman of the world. With regard 
to the agricultural implements, the re- 
semblance of the Turkish threshing 
machine to tbe American will be a fair 
illustration; and you will see this re- 
semhlance is striking when I tell you 
of the invention. It ia this: a man or 
a woman turns inone half a dozen cow6 
or horses on the loose grain, driving 
them round until they tread it out. 
There the soil and climate .-ire good 
enough, but they have so few facilities 
for farming that things move very slow- 
ly with them; and here a man with his 
machines can do in one day what would 
there require a mouth’s labor hy hand. 

If we look at tbe scientific inventions, 
here also the comparison fails to a very 
great degree. It is true that England; 
Prussia, France and eoffir other nations 
bave many lines of telegraph, but those 
countries are old and densely populated, 
while the greater part of America is 
hardly thinly settled; the whole coun- 
try is young and growing; and yet, 
notwithstanding.sbe lias found time and 
means to provide herself with as many 
miles of telegraphic wire aa all the 
world hesidee. 

This is true nlso of the rnilroad. Eu- 
rope, of course, .of the countries of the 
East is most advanced in this; hut the 
great Turkish empire has only about 
three hundred miles, while Greece is 
only cut up with five miles. 

Here we travel by tbe hour*, there 
thgy travel by days; here we ride in 
palaces, thera they travel iu the cold 
and snow and rain and mud on horsc- 
hack. liuhle to be plundered hy thieves 
and to be killed by robbers. 

The Great Eastern gave England 
great honor, but still we read that even 
this ocesn monster was surpassed in 
earlier times by the mighty boat of 
Egypt. But to wliat railroadshall the 
the grent Atlantic and Pncific route be- 
come second. The iron horse goes 
snuffing on across the rivers, and the 
prairies, climhing from valleys to the 
hills, and from the hills to mountains, 
dashing from Boston to the Golden 
Gete.

In no country does woman wield the

believe you can find twenty papers. 
We were mors than astonished when 
we learned that in Amerioa were pub- 
lished five hundred and seven dailies. If 
all the pepers, magazines, periodicals 
•:nd hooks that are printed in this coun- 
try in one year should be spread out, 
they would cover the Mediterranean 
sea. This is the magnitude of the 
American press, while many parts of 
the world are without n single paper.

There, it is lord and serf; master and 
slave. Here it is simply, employer and 
employee, and the relation is only like 
of huy er nnd seller ; if the article 
suits you forthe price, all right; if not, 
all right still. There the servile 
nt dares not jeopardize his bread 
hy calling upon his landlord in person, 
but is obliged to send his message hy 
rant, and if the lord is happy with 
ine, or on the other hnnd if he is 
not in the best of spirits, tbe message 
is not even henrd, hut the servant is 
ordered hack to tell t> o tenant to call 
at some more seasonable hour, or per- 
haps the word is, ’‘Begone, do not 
trouble me now, you pest and nui- 
sance 1" And uot much surprised by 
this reception or attention, the humble 
tenant skulks off like a dog. 

Lst us now turn our attention 
for a moment to the woman of the East 
and the womnn of the West, 
what a contrast presents itself! Should 
i he Eastern woman chnngc conditions 
with the Western womnn, the women 
here would feel that the gloomy day of 
retribution was upon them; while the 
women there would hail the dnwn of 
tbe supposed millennium.

But wc must hasten with our woik. 
Ws can but feel ostonished when we 
behold America, the infant of all na- 
tions, so rapidly attaining such giant 
proportions ; uot in any one thing, but 
in all respects she is exerting a greater 
influence than she knows, And 
contemplating her greatness, this ques- 
tion is forced upou us: What has made 
America? Is it her mighty rivers 
her inland lakes upon which she 
ports and exports even to her central 
city?

How much larger is Asia! Is it on si 
count of the soil, climate, or produc 
tions? Turkey, France, Italy, or South 
America iu comparison are gardens 
Eden, whose soil is most fertile, whose 
climate h mildand agreeable, and whose 
productionejwa almost perennial, Is it 
because the government is republican 
What nation has waded through n deep- 
er sea of blood than republican Mex- 
ico? Is it hecause God.has given her 
treasure house of gold and silver? The 
nations of the East, Mexico and South 
America have richest veins of every 
metal. Is it hecause men heye come 
here to dig up these piles of wealth, 
and develop these resources? Men 
came to Peru and Mexico for gold and 
silver. Is America what she is he- 
cause educated men came from Eng- 
land to lay broad foundations of art nnd 
science? Turkey, a nation now kept 
nlive only hy medicine, entered upon 
her era fondled in the lap of wealth 
and luxury, surrounded hy schools of 
all philosophy; brought in closest con- 
tact with the wisdom, the experience, 
and the advantages of all proceeding 
ages and the present time. All these 
hlessings had Turkey, while Amer- 
ica had none, — Turkey, whose brightest 
day is now darker than America’s mid- 
night. Why is it that the flag of 
America commands thet respect and in- 
spires that fear in nil nations whieh the 
ark of the covenant occasioned among 
tbe Philistines f To all eyes her cannon 
appear sullen ; and on all seas her ves 
sels fearless ride. 

What has made America? We an- 
swer in a word — Tux Bints. 

Not the Bible in the memory, on the 
shelf of the monastery, or a tool for re 
ligious eonjuring in the hands of priests. 
This Bible the weak old Eastern nations 
have. But the Bihle in tbe mind of 
the masses. All see and know that if 
the Bible goes out of a nation, Chrie- 
tisn civilization must go with it, and 
the notion sink hnck to harbsrism. 

But how and why has the Bible ele- 
vated America? It may he answered 
and truly: By its pure morality, its 
stopping the waste of vice, the wear

hc arrested, either for lunacy or 
hlasphemy. They unite with ungodly 
men iu prayers in which it ia unlawful 
to mention "tbe only name given 
under heaven" whereby men can he 
saved, nnd by whom alone wc can 
the Fathar.” Moreover, 
they hind themselves in unholy cove- 
nant with the enemies of Christ, to do 
things utterly opposed to Christianity 
citizenship.

prophela of Baal. 

No wonder that multitudes of the 
less influential of the ministry should 
be corrupted hy thie evil example, and 
should practically teach a worldly, 
compromising and fashionable religion. 
No wonder that a judicial hlmdness 
should brood over the church, and 
that they should fail to see the sin of 
pride, extravagance and blasphemous 
oaths. Meanwhile an ungodly world 
loves darkness rather than light, he- 
decds are evil; and tbe 
church which should he the light of 
the world, sits in darkucss and quietly 
suhmita to the despotism of the lodge.

And He 
sends this message to the false proph- 
ets of to-day: "Because with lies ye 
have made the heart of the righteous 
sad, whom I have not made sad, anc 
strengthened the hnnds oftho wicked, 
that he should not return from his 
wickedness, hy promising him life; 
therefore ye shnll see no more vanity, 
nor divine divination, for I willdelivei 
my people out of your hands; and ye 
shall know that lam the Lord.” — (Ex. 
xiii: 22-23.)

It hss n specious ’‘charitablo” purpose 
nmong its ostensible nims, but its char- 
ities are confined to the memhers 
tbe order, the safest and most in 
pendent class in the land. It hide for 
tbe favor or at least the silence ol 
hy opening to them the first 
degrees of the order. The whole or- 
ganization bears the mark of Freema- 
sonry, and the motive for its institution 
not difficult to discover. Freema- 
sonry does not embrace many formers, 
secret order has ever yet been 
exercise much influence 
them, or to secure their money o 
operation. This is a akilllully devised 
o draw the best clans of our i 
ithin the net work of secret 
ganizatioue whose meshes have been 
spread so suhtilely and so widely over 
ir people. We hope churches, min- 
ters and public journals will not hesi- 
te to speak out in faithful warning.

Thus it will be seen by comparing 
these figures that every vent is used 
truly henevolent work. Contrast with 
this, the report of any secret order, 
is rare that either the Masons or C 
fellows ever attempt .to show that < 
fourth part of their income is d* votod 
to wliat they themselves have the 
cheek to call benevolence.

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this transaction, He was observed to be in tbe company of 
the four, and wont with them to the bridge, whore he 
appeared to stay ou the look-out until they returned with 
Morgan, when he accompanied them to the jail. Morgan 
remained iu close confinement from Saturday afternoon until 
Monday morning, during which time lie received numerous 
visits from the persons who had interested themselves in the 
suppression of the book. As soon os Morgan’s imprisonment 
was known to his friends, which was not more tkun an hour 
after his capture, three of them mudo diligent search for tko 
sheriff in all the usual places of his resort, for the purposo of 
offering themselves ns bail for him. They went three times 
to his dwelling house without being able to see him; they 
enquired nt the jml nnd sheriffYi ofiico for the jailer; neither 
sheriff or jailor ivns to be found until ufter twelve o'clock nt 
night, when of course it was too lute to procure his release 
until Monday morning. On the ovening of the same Satur- 
day about sunset, the same Johnson Goodwill and Daniel H. 
Dona, with Thomas McUully repaired to the dwelling house 
of Mr. Stewart, trliere Morgan iionrded. They alleged, nnd 
wc presume that they had un execution, hi which McUully was 
plaintiff and Morgan defendant. McUully enquired of Mrs. 
Morgan whether Morgan had any proporty; who answered, 

" You know wc have none, we. have got nothing since wo 
carno from your house.” To a similar enquiry addressed to 
Miss Stewnrt, she answered, ' 1 she know of none, but that 
they lodged in nn upper ohamber." Gooduil! and Dana 
pnssed into tlio eluimher, leaving McCully below, nnd pro- 
ceeded to rummage, without permission or ceremony, among 
tho trunks, boxed, drawers und every other place where it 
was proboblo that papers could bo found.

That numerous individuals iu different and distant 
parts of our eauntry took a deep interest in the suppression 
of the book, wc are not ot liberty to douht in the slightest 
degree; and the inteuseness of their anxiety betrayed them 
in very mony instances into the avowal of intentions and 
feelings, which manifested how little they were disposed to 
regard the lows of tho land and the lives of their follow citi- 
zens, if tbe violation of the first and the destruction of tho 
second should hccomc necessary to effect thot objoot. Tho 
following declarations by prominent Freemasons in different 
parts of tho country fully wurmntour conclusions:

After Morgan was taken away, the snenfl' of the county of 
Genesee avowed to Mrs. Morgan, his belief tbat the renl 
object of taking him away was to coerce tbe surrender of his 
papers, nnd lie opened a negotiation with her, by the aid of 
Nathan Folk tt aud George Kctchum, for the restoration of 
her huxbond upon condition of surrendering his papers to the 
Masons, and if any douhts could have existed in our minds of 
the anxiety tn suppress this work, and the determination to 
effect it at all hazards, they would have been set at rest by 
the following affidavits of Nicholas G, C'hcscbro itud Edward 
Sawyer, read hefore the Court which sentenced them:

Abut 9800 cubic miles of water- 
nearly half the fresh water on tl 
globe — are in the upper lakes, and 
18,000,000 cuhio feet of this plunge 
over Niagara Faille every minute, all 
the waters of the lake making tbe cir- 
cuit of the Fads, the St. Lawrence, ths 
ocean, vapor, rain, and lakes again 
152 years. Through the Illinois canel 
about 8000 cubic feet of water are ta 
en every minute from lake Michigan 
the Illinois river; through the Welland 
Canal 14,000 cubic feet flow every 
ute from lake Erie into lake Gotsrio, 
and through the Erie Canal 30,000 
bic feet pass every minute from the 
same lake into the Hudson. Thus, 
52,000 cubic feet of water, which 
nature would give to Niagara, 
are diverted every moment hy 
artificial channels, some into the 
Mexican gulf and some into the 
Bay of New York. Add this to 18,- 
000,000, it is as a drop in the bucket,

The Antagonism of Secret Societies t 
Christ, 


Beit known unto yon all, and to all the 
people of 1 srae), that ky the name of Jesus 
Christ of Nazareth, whom ye crucified 
Bud whom God raised from the dead, by 
himdolh this man stand before yon whole. 
This is the stone which was set at naught 
of you builders, which is become the head 
of the corner. Neither is there aalvotiou 
in any other; for there is nono other name 
under heaven given among tuen, whereby 
wo must he saved. Acte iv 10-12. 

We declare, That all associatior.., 
whether formed for political or benevo- 
leat purposes, which impose upon their 
members an oath of secrecy, or an oblige 
tion to obey a code of unknown laws, arc 
inconsistent with the spirit and genius of 
Chrisli unity, and church me inhere ought 
uul lo have fellowship with such associa- 
tions. — United Presbyterian Testimony. 

The declaiation contained in this fif- 
teenth article of the Testimony of the 
United Preshytenan Church is a very 
important one, Whether true or false, 
it is of the highest possible importance 
to one or otherof the parties concerned, 
— those making it or those sgainst 
whom it is made. If true, it is import 
ant to those who have identified them- 
selves with associations which have ar- 
rayed themselves against the Lord and 
his Christ. If false, it is still 
porlant to those who bave made it, and 
are therefore guilty of bearing false 
witness sgainat their neighbc 
church should make no such charge, 
unless it be susceptible of the clearest 
proof, It is not enough that we th nk 
it true. We mud be able to demon- 
strate clearly its truth. If this connot 
he done, it should be promptly with- 
drawn; and we who make this declara- 
tion sre far more interested in the with- 
drawal of it, if it he not true, than 
those against whom it is made, 
much hetter to be sinned against than 

If true, it is important because the 
question involves the salvation of 
mortal souls. If these associations 
in opposition te the spirit of the gospel 
in life and character, then to tho full 
tent ol their influence tbey hinder the 
ealvation of those who como under their 
power, In view of such interests 
volvcd, the question should he dis - 
c'd with the utmost eandor and fair- 
ness, and studied Christian courtesy. 
There need not he, and, so far a* 
argument is concerned, there shall 
he, a “railing nccusntion” hrought 
against any man, It will deal only 
with the acknowledged principles of 
those orders agaiust which the okurcb 
hears her testimony. It will leave no 
possihle room for any one to say, as ie 
often said, 1 ’Ho is writing about that 
of which he can know nothing. 11 


type of these we select Mason- 
he one which, at least, regards 
herself as first among them all in dig- 
nity, influence and usefulness. It may 
he proper to say, however, tbst the 
anti-Christian character of Odd- fellow- 
ship is as clearly proved hy the testi- 
mony of her ablest and warmest 

The one point which I design to 
esent in this paper is, that they are 
positive and determined antagonism 
to Christ and his gospel; — this, to the 
extent that they will not tolerate even 
the use of his name. In speaking of 
this order, no special notice is taken of 
the mixed or “cbivnlrio degrees,’ 
those into which the * ’element of 
Cbristiauity is introduced.’’ This, for 
that they are declared hy 
the highest MasoDic authority to be no 
part of Masonry at all. In the Masonic 
Monitor they are spoken of as beyond 
lit and perfection of ancient 
Masonry.” Mr. Robert Morris, in “Gh- 
vatione on tbe orders of Knight- 
hood,” says, “It may be necessary to 
premise that tho orders of Knighthood 
i part of the system of Ma- 
sonry. They are, in comparison to it, 
locieties hut of yesterday, and all of 
them fall short of the excollence, har- 
mony, universality and utility ol tbe 
noble institution.” And 1 wish the 
reader to oheervo, as tbe principles of 
the order aia quoted from their stand- 
ard works, that it is the introduction of 
the ‘‘element of Christianity” that, in 
the judgment of these authors, ‘’de- 
stroys tbe harmony and universality” 
ol the institution. Thus repudiated hy 
Masonic authois, we need make no ex- 
ception in their case. 

Ie it true, then, that this, with kin- 
dred orders, is in antagonism to the 
gospel I I have plnced at the head of 
this paper o passage of Scripture which 
fully and as clearly as any other 
lbodies "the spirit and genius of 
Christianity.” Here is ita central 
truth. Here is that which gives the 
gospel ita power; that name without 
which it has neither spirit nor life; 
that hy which be who was Iema from 
his mother’s womb was made to anter 
the temple walking and leaping 
and praising God, for, says Peter, “Be 
known umo you all, and to all the 
people of Israel, that hy the name of 
Jeeue Christ of Nazareth, whom ye 
crucified, whom God raised from the 
dead, now hy him doth this man stand 
before you whole,” and there is noth- 
ing which can he substituted for this 
for there is none other 
under heaven given among men wbere- 
hy we must he saved. It ie, therefore, 
proper test by which to try tbe 
spirit and character of these orders. 

In this inquiry the warmest ftienda 
and ahlest advocates of Masonry shall 
baaltowed to represent its principles. 
No enemy shall he called as a wit- 
Farther, the witnesses called 
only friende, hut friends select- 
ed by intelligent membere of the order 
those whom they wish to represent 

To establish the highest degri 
antagooiem, it must not only he shown 
tbst they have not the spirit of Christ, 
but that tbey piopoee to do Christ’s 
work, and to do it without bis help. Tbey 
arc rivals of Jesus in his own work, 
and refuse him a part both in the work 
and the glory of it, Each proposes 
tsve men, and to prepare them for 
happiness in besven. 

None will call in question that this 
our Saviour’s mission. To this end 
tha Father gave him — ‘‘God so loved 
the world that he gave his ouly he- 
gotten Son, that whosoever believe th 
in him should not perish, hut have 
erlasting life.” John iii: 16. To this 
end Christ gave himself — “ Christ 
loved the ehurcb, and gave himself for 
it, that he might sanctify and cleanse 
it with the washing of water hy the 
word; that be might present it to him 
self a glorious church, not having spot 
or wrinklo, or any such thing, but that 
it should be holy nnd without blem- 
ish." Eph. v: 25-27. "I go to pre- 
pare a place fur you, I will come again 
and receive you uuto myeelf, tbat where, 
I am there ye may he also.” John i 
2, 3. 

With these scriptures the entire te 
mony of God’s word agrees .

Presbytery said they might show 
cause why the session passed those 
resolutions. Presbytery met at Bata- 
via, and tbe Masonic members of the 
hody endeavored to have the 
ried up immediately to the General 
Assembly and have the discussion 
there.

This objection 
waa not sustained. 

The Masons were requested to pre- 
sent tbeir case, as they were plaintiffs, 
They merely told their story, in which 
they lahored much to create an interest 
in their h half. Bnt their motives 
were too plainly perceived. They pro- 
duced uo testimony to show the honst- 
ed virtue of Freemasonry, Testimony 
was introduced on the part of the 
eion wbicb was given in with much 
candor and tenderness and a great deal 
patience, for they were nearly half 
day each upon tbe stand. Before the 
session waa half through with their 
testimony the Preshytery desired to he 
hy themselves tbat they might inquire 
whether tbey were not satisfied with 
what testimony the session had already 
presented. Tbe aession agreed to sub- 
mit their case with the proviso tbat 
Presbytery grant to provide for the 
introduction of the residue of tbeir 
testimony, which was granted. Then 
the cases were summed up by argu- 
ments pro. and con. At tbe conclusion 
Presbytery —

EN NIAL CONVENTION — CHICAGO 
THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 

The triennial Convention met in 
Chicago April 23-4. It is oallcd hy 
the Constitution of tbeir Theological 
Seminary, and represents some, eight 
states, 11 50 churches, and about 70, 000 
members. 

Tnis important bod v resolved: 

“That we desire the directors of the 
Western Education Society to decline 
aiding into the ministry, any young 
man , . . who is connected with 

any secret oath- hound society. 

This is the same resolution which 
was disrespectfully tabled, six years 
ago at Ohampaign by the Illinois Stats 
Association. Taken with the refusal «1 
the Aurora Association to lice 
Freemason, a few weeks since, 
shows heart-cheering progress. 

The Chicago daily presB gave the 
shove action as current news, sxcept 
perhaps, the wonted sneer of a Pres- 
byterian minister and Freemason who 
is said to edit this part of the Chicago 
Journal, By the way; we must ferret 
out and ndvertise those dsilies which 
aro edited by preachers of two religions 
who are worshipers of two gods, For 
the receiver of twn religions helieves 
neither — can believe neither — but is 
a hypocrite in both. 

Mr. E, W. Blatchford, of Chicago, 
gave an address of great force and ox- 
collence, having this paragraph 


of the Professors voting for it; and I 
am aesurod by brethren that no one of 
them, not even the Seminary treasurer, 
Rev. Dr. Savage, voted with the great 
and earnest majority who carried that 
resolution! If there is soms apology 
for the new Professors, Boardman and 
Hyde, who are new men, and who 
mi.y wish to he modest where opinion 
is divided, what excuse was there for 
Prof. Bartlett, who, seven yeare ago 
wrote, and his (Illinois) State Associa- 
tion, with great unanimity voted ‘that 
in (heir judgment, Freemasonry is, 
ita nature, "hostile to good citizenship 
and the true religion !” If Freema- 
Bonry is all that, is it not Prof. Bart- 
lett's duty to help the churches keep it 
out of their pulpits? Nay; should he 
not be a leader in exterminating 
from the earth ! 

In thie oase they were deprived of 
the frivolous plea that the editor of the 
Cynosure drew or supported the reso- 
lution. It ws8 offered by Mr. Goode- 
now, who made the only remarks in 
its support, and it was seconded hy 
Mr. Brown, of Miunesoto. 

But the point is this: Will increas- 
ing the invested endowments to forty 
thousand dollars each, thus making the 
Professore more independent of the 
churches, and larther removed ahove 
the students, constraiu them to stand 
with the conscience of the churches 
sgainst evils and errors which 
ularl Nay; if our Professors shrink 
from condemning Freemasonry, ae the 
old Andover Faculty condemned it when 
SlURrt snd Woods and Emerson 
the Professors, will not their etudents 
follow the example of their teacher*; 
shrink from declaring their honest 
couvictions where opinion is divided 
and the world gaining on Christ; and 
thus let in the very deluge of “rational- 
aliBm” which Mr. Blatchford hopes they 
will keep out! 

Indeed, I was pained, listening to 
the otherwise fair performances of the 
graduates, to notice not one ellusion, 
near or remote, to the real prohleins 
and living questions of the day.

the programme of the evening given us 
by young ministers harnessed and 
elarting for the battle-field. Not the 
emoteat allusion to the efforts to de- 
stroy the Sshbsth, and establish heer 
gardens ; the disestablishment of 
churches across tho ocean; pagan 
temples and paganism in the United 
States; priestism and 
'The prohlen^ of the sceU;” Religion! 


Our good Dr. Binghsm writes :- 

“You are mistoken in supposing the 
Western Tract and Book Society has 
'succumbed at last’* “IT. I). Moore 
is doubtleas a FreemasoD, but he has 
not “swumped” the Tract Society.'

THE RIPENING FRUITS OF SECRET 

ASSOCIATION IN TRADES UN- 
IONS. 

Speakiug of tho murderous riot o! 
the iron puddlers in KnigktstowD, In- 
diana, and the murder of Reardon hy 
the Knights of Crispin in Cincinnati, 
the Chicago Tribune has tlie follow- 
ing:— 

" If the riot in Indiana and the 
murder of Michael Reardon 
nati are followed, as they should be, hy 
the prompt punishment of the malefac- 
tors, the trades-unions may be taught 
to abandon some of their present rules 
and practices. If the associations did 
□ot actually order the attacks, the cus- 
toms which they maintain led to them, 
and are responsible for them. They 
assume despotic power not only over 
their own members, but also over those 
who do not heloog to their societies 
They dictate to their members where 
they shall work, and where they shall 
not work. They say to all men who 
refuse to join their combinations, that 
they 6hsll not work at all. This is 
clsss tyranny of the most absolute kind. 
Being opposed to law, it can only be 
maintained by mob violence or midnight 
assssination. If this couutry is good 
for anything, it is because it protects 
every man in the right to earn his 
bread by any honeBt means which may 
suit his inclinations. When the trades 
unions declare that men may labor 
6Uch tasks, in such places, and for such 
time only as they may dictote, they 
array themselvee againBt justice, and 
con only hope to enforce their dictum 
by riding over sud riding down the 
rights of their fellows, in defiance of 
every law ■ h umao or divine, So far 
as the unions are combinations for ad- 
vancing the interests of their olass iu a 
lawful manner, they may be, and gen- 
erally are, useful ageucies. But when 
they become organized conspiracies 
against the'life, liberty, and property 
of all men who do not recognize their 
behests, they are outlaws, and it is 
the duty of government to regard 
and treat them in that light-” 

This is putting it strongly, hut 
stronger than the ease will heir or than 
truth and justice require. But why 
wait until the horse is stolen before 
locking the stable. If tyranny and 
murder are things which bo naturally 
result from these tredes u 
they are responsible for these crimes 
why not abolish them at ones aud 
tirely ! Government sends the m 
here of the Ku-Klux order to states- 
prison for simply belonging to the or- 
der. Wituess the case of Rev. J. S. 
Ezel of Spartansburg, S. 0, , who 
sent to prison for five years, and fined 
8500 for simply becoming a memher of 
the clan; without ever having been on 
raid, o* even justifying tho outrages of 
the fraternity any further than was 
plied in remaining a member. By such 
action government strikes ot the root of 
the tree, TU'ib extirpated, branch and 

fruit. If on the other hand, govern- 
ment waits for the fruit to ripen, lops 
off now and then ahranoh, sud endeav- 
ors to gather up and destroy each psr- 
ticnlar apple as it drops, it will have it* 
hands perpetually full; 'snd then 
prevent or perceptibly diminish the 
misery and destruction wrought by the 
poison. Why adopt the radical and 
wise policy in one case, and the tempor- 
izing policy iu the other, when the 
fruit of both trees is the aame ! Both 
produce tyranny and murder! Why 
say of one cut down the tree; grub out 
and of the other, plant and 
cultivate it; only lop now and then a 
h ranch, and when people hegin to die 
from handling and testing the fruit, do- 
stray what ha* not been eaten! 

Why say one organization ia a totally 
bad and the othor a oensrallt "useful 
agency I” Rev. Mr, Ezel thought the 
Invisible Empire generally uaeful, but 
thought the members carried the mat- 
ter of regulating society sometimes too 
far. But in tact the organization drew 


its life from the vicious principle of 
combining on the basis of enforced so- 
cial and perpetual secrecy in order to 
have the advantage of thoBe who are 
the combination. It was to ad- 
self at tho expense of othere, 
and'secreoy is the instrument by which 
is done. This is the root princi- 
ple of both orden, And tyranny and 
murder are hut the natural and ripei 
fruit The adoption of permanent 
enforced secreoy as the bnsUof associat- 
ing is jtrima focie evidence of inten- 
i to do what socioty and law would 
approve or allow if it were known. 
Without such latent intention, men 
would not adopt such secrecy. And 
without such secrecy they could not 
compass the latent sinister design. 
Why then talk of conducting the husi- 
ieerct combination “ in a low- 
er," It is time the secret 
manner wero itself deolared an wnlaio- 
ful manner. And all associations that 
adhere to the secret manner should be 
outlawed and treated by govarnment 
they treat the Ku Klux-Kian, 
Edward M, MacGbaw. — Tliis 
tleman who was alluded to in 
paper, in an article concerning ekt 
■der of Foster, aa “foremost among 
the anti-lianging party ,” and, hy impli- 
cation, a Freemason, writes us from Ply-

Deah BkotuekK. — I finihhcd up my 
work in Hamilton County yesterday 
evening. Since I last wrote you I 
have lectured at five different points, 
viz: at Bethlehem, five miles south of 
Westfield; atSpicewood, Boiley, West 
Grove, and Liberty Chapel. Owing to 
the rainy weather, the roads have been 
very hnd, hut, despite the obstacles in 
our way, all the meetings were largely 
attended, and I have every reason to 
helieve that good has been done. I 
leave the Couuty Association in a whole- 
some state of enthusiasm, and in good 
working order. 

Last evening I lectured at Liherty 
Chapel, on “Tho Revelations of Mason, 
ry.” A drizzling rain had been falling 
ail day, and my expectations were of a 
very humble character. But the meet- 
ing proved to ho oae nf more thnn or- 
dinary interest. It had been noised 
abroad during the day that the. lodge 
at Damming would he out in full force, 
and reply to me through their W. M. , 
Mr. Jahez Noal, And aure enough 
hey came.

A fearful disaster occurred at Dixon, 
111., on Sunday afternoon last. A con- 
siderable revival in the Baptist church 
had resulted in a number coming for- 
ward lor church relation, and the rite of 
haptism was being administsred by ths 
pastor. Rev. J. II. Pratt, an unusual 
number of spectators from tbe city and 
adjoining country heing present Tbe 
crowd lined the north bank of Rock 
river and some 400 stood upon the 
bridge near by. Tha interesting cere- 
mony had just bsgun when with a 
crash the span of the hridge nearest I 
shore broke down with its dismayed 
and shrieking burden. 

Of the 200 on the hridge, about 175 
were precipitated eighteen feet into a 
deep, rapid current, the jron-work of 
the strncture falling over, ^ wounding 
and crushing and holding many down 
under the water who might have 
esped. Tbe dead that have been 
covered number thirty-oight, fythe 
wounded, several fatally, twenty-three, 
and six are still missing. The fatal 
bridge was known as Truesdell’e pat- 
huilt of iron, over 500 feet long, 
and supported hy four piers, nnd should 
have been constructed of the best ma- 
terial and after the safest model. It 
considered unsafe by many citizens, 
whose fears were not groundless, t as a 
hridge at Elgin on the Fox river of 
like pattern has twice given way, and 
the model is universally condemned hy 
practical engineers. This terrihle cal- 
amity calls for the interference of au- 
thority between the lives of the people 
and the criminal carelessness or 
ranee of patentees and engineers.

THE AMERICAN MOVEMEXT, 

OHAAD, IS TBS GOLLEOfi OHAPEL AT 
WHEATON, MABOB Sth, 187 S. 

[This lecture is ao endeavor to show 
that Free Governments kavo their founda- 
tion in the Christian religion os taught in 
the New Testament. 

Thiers lately said, " If France were Hu- 
guenot we could easily maintain the Repub- 
lic;" and the uniform lestlmonyof history 
is that nothing hut the religion of Cii~‘‘ 
can maho man in bis social or civil r 
tions SRI.r-UOVERNlNO.l 

Ladies and Gentlemen : — In present- 
ing some thoughts on the subject an- 
nounced, there are three preliminary 
questions which claim our attention, he- 
fore entering on tbo disoussion of the 
evening The questions a 
1st, What is meant hy the American 
Movement f 2nd, Why should this 
movement be termed American I and 
3rd, What practicsl end is proposed! 
What good can we derive from an in- 
vestigation, like the one before us f 
We answer: By the American Move- 
ment is meant the progress of those 
principles of thought and action which 
naturally result in a governmont admin- 
istered hy tho people. This movement 
is called Amencao hecausc in the set- 
tlement and conslitution of the United 
Slates, these principles have beoo 
clearly stated and faithfully applied, 
than in the hisLory of any other great 
nation. As to the' end to be gained 
hy such an investigation, we kuow 
that the body without the spirit is 
dead, that a nation is free only 
long as the principles of a free and 
just government are enshrined in the 
hearts of the people. Each man 
must he self-governing, or 
eannot govern itself. 

A collection of men each one of 
whom is incapable of self-government 
cannot conduct for a long time the 
affair® ol a State. Tbo endeavor then 
to trace the progress of the principles 
which bavs given us tba liberties which 
we enjoy, will lcsd us to cherish tbei 
and if in augbt we have departed from 
them, we may return. This then 
the object for which tvs must strit 
Not to increase our already excessive 
nationsl pride, but to fit ourselves 
more worthily to dischargs our duties, 
as citizens of the greatest Republic 
which the world bas Known 
There aro hut four forms of govern- 
ment, viz: tho Theocracy, the Democ- 
racy, the Aristocracy, and the Mon- 
archy. In the first, God rules directly 
hy such agents as he may choose ; the 
Jews aro the only example of tbis form 
of government which history offers. 
In the Democracy, the people are the 
source of power, and direct the course 
of affairs directly, as in Athens, where 
the laws were made and state hnsiness 
transacted in general assembly; or in- 
directly ns in our own country, In 
the Aristocracy affairs are conducted by 
a smaller or larger number of the peo- 
ple who are snpposed to hs superior hy 
hirth or in other respects to their fel- 
low citizens. Whila in the Monarchy, 
the power to make and onforce lawB ' 
pnt into the hands of one individual. 

Gf course there are many modifica- 
tions and mixtures of thase different 
methods of conducting civil affairs. 
England, for example, they have i 
archy in the Queen, aristocracy in 
House of Lords, and democracy in the 
commons Indians in tbeir rude way 
are democracies and monarchies com- 


For the first two thousand years nf- 
ter the creation of man civil government 
is not mentioned in the Bihle, the only 
record of those times, in sny very 
definite manner. We know that God 
communicated his will to 
rectly, which they sometimea obeyed 
and sometimes disregarded. We read 
of kings In the time of Abraham, hut 
the context plainly shows they were 
merely chiefs of tribes; while Abra- 
ham was a patriarch, or head of a clan. 

At this time, says Rawlinson, "it 
is supposed that the earliest of the 
Asiatic states sprang up at the head of 
the Persian gulf. The form of gov- 
ernment is always a monarchy; the 
monarchy is always hereditary, and 
the monarch is always a despot, hav- 
ing ahsolote power over the lives, libor- 
tiea and property of his subjects. The 
reader of the Bihls will note this testi- 
mony us exactly coincident with the 
sacred record which sAows that Ahas- 
ueras doomed every Jew in bia king- 
dom to death on the request of a court- 
ier; and Nebucbsdnezzer at once pro- 
posed to kill his wise men when they 
failed to tell him a dream which he 
had forgotten. 

For the history of the Jews we have 
the Bihls account : from Ahraham to 
Exodua, patriarchs; from Exodus to 
Saul, judges; from Saul to the captiv- 
ity, kings; from the captivity to Titus 
Vespasian, captivities and retnrns, re- 
bellious and dispersals. This is the 
governmental course of that wonderful 
race for two thousand years, during 
which time they passed from a moun- 
tain herdsman to 8,000,000 slaves in 
the brick kilns of Egypt: from the 
depths of their degradutiou a nation 
S, 000,000 strong, stretching with their 
vineyards and oliveB from the Euphra- 
tes to the Mediterranian, and from the 
cedars of Lebanon to tba Nife and the 
Arabian gulf; from tba glories of that 
day to a remnant scattered and peele ' 
a monument more during than brass 
the truth of the saying that the nation 
or people which will not ssrve God 
shall perish. 

Respecting other nations we know 
hut little; hut, little as It is, we know 
enough. Herodotus , the father of pro- 
fane history esme to his work about 
four hundred and fifty years before 
Christ, and the great nations which 
lived and died before his time leave 
us hut scanty and unreliable records. 
One thing however it evident from the 
glimpses which we obtain, tho people 
ground in the mills of degradation. 


that their rulers might live in luxury 
and lust. Then when the unhndled 
of those rulers provoked war, 
the toiling myriads laid down the rude 
instruments of their agriculture, took 
the heavy shield and short sword, or 
the lance, sling, o r hand-full of darts, 
and as mere pawns in thetcrrihls game 
which their kings played with death, 
reddened ths Tigris, the Euphrates, 
the Indub, the Gxus, or the Nile with 
their blood, and fertilized tho Mesopo- 
tamian, Egyptian and Indian plains 
with their decaying corpses . 

But if we turn thus with horror 
from the dimly revealed terrors of 
those dark days, bow can we hsar to 
iss the curtain on the next thousand 
fifteen hundred yeers! 

We hear of the Athenian democracy, 
id we hasten to that land whose 
smile lights the blue jiS gean, and we 
find in her pslmiest days 365,000 
slaves, 90,000 citizens, and 45,000 
strangers end freedtnen. Wbat wonder 
that a nation thus trained to despotism 
e hand andslavsry on the other, 
co sooner relieved from foreign 
hy a Miltiades or Tbemistocles, 
than they straightway engage in a do- 
mestic brawl, extended, as in the case 
of Sparta, to a thirty years fight If 
we look to Sparta, but little comfort ie 
derived from the fact that 240 years be- 
fore Christ, there were only 700 citi- 
zens; all the rest slaves; and of these 
oitizens only one hundred owned any 
land. G, my friendB, it matters not 
which way we turn, the dark place 
history are lighted by the watch fires 
of contending armies, and all the rec 
ord6 of national existence are done in 
blood. Let us stand for a moment 
ing the 460,000,000 who throug 
the valleys of the Hosng-Ho, aud the 
Yang-tse-Kiang, and we 6ball hear the 
wail of infants slaughtered because they 
were girls, and see a nation not a man 
of whom has a right to his own life. 
” we pass to Scythia, in ancient time. 

. hear nnly the shout and groan of 
barbarous battle, and in modern, the 
sigh of weary prisoners as they toil in 
Siberian mines. In Hindostsn we sec 
the Thug, the suttee and tho Ganges. 
Rome drags esptives at ber chariot 
wheels and cries with Regulus : Cartha- 
go dele nd a tst; and anon hegs mercy 
of that scourge of God, who at the head 
of bis barbarous legions swspt like de- 
vouring flame from North to east and 
west. The smoke of human sacrifices 
rises from the forests of Germany and 
the Druid groves of Britain, while the 
feudal system chains down to earth 
men who were created in the image of 
God to be citizens of heaven. 

But what need to linger longer! 
These facta are familiar to you all. Let 
im government in general 
sn. Three hundred and 
seventy-five years ago America was to 
the old world almost sn unknown land. 
The Roman Empire which extended 
from ths Euphrates to the ocean, and 
from the Lydian desert to the Rhine, 
bad fallen apart hy its own weight, 
and while the eastern division with 
Constantinople for ita capital retained 
some power, t'-e western part had been 
so thoroughly suhdusd hy the northern 
tribes that it was Roman only in Dame. 
While, however the Germans had 
the old Romans n master, the 
ns had given the Germans a re- 
ligion; and this religion, called Catholic, 
supreme in every couutry of Eu- 
rope, if we except Spain and Turkey 
where the Saracen* had planted the 
standard of the prophet; and in every 
one of the countries where tbis religion 
was professed, with two insignificant 
exceptions, the governments were des- 
potic and tbc ministers of the religior 


and pisyed with them as with cab- 

‘wearied and worn the 
to caves and hills. Hospitable Moravia 
opened her gates to them and so in ons 
way and another the fire was kept 
hurning on the saored altar of Truth. 
Pass over a hundred year® and we find 
Luther at Wittemburg; Calvin in Paris; 
Lstimer, Crantner end Ridley in Eng- 
land; John Knox in Scotland; and a 
host with each who counted not their 
< lives dear unto them so they might be 
good witnesses to the truth. 

Nor did they witness in 
true, Rome set her terrible 
Ron and many were cruehed beneath 
its hloody wheels. St Bartholomew’s 
day brought death to ten thousand 
Huguenots in Paria; while within a 
month the hlood of seventy-five thou- 
sand French Proteatents was freely 

loured out by those who valued the 

Jible and its Saviour more than life.

Big kings and little ones with an al- 
most infinite number of dukes, counts, 
electors nnd lords of ons sort and an

Education had heen shut up in I 
cells of these same monks ond left 
starve. Kings and princes were unable 
to read or write, and a darkness which 
might he felt rested over all; while ig- 
ice anil despotism, twine the world 
ruled the people with a rod of 
It seemed that the horse-leech 
had another daughter which cried per- 
sistently, “Give I Give!" Priests got 
money of the people for pardoning 
their sins; for keeping their children 
out of hell hy baptism ; for getting 
tlieir friends out of purgstory; and 
finally began to sell permission to sin. 
This was the end. The licentious, 
selfish cowards who managed that ec- 
clesiastical machine for making money, 
could go no further. The long laoe 
had reached its turn. John Hubs and 
Jerome of Prague preached against 
these indulgences. Hush was sum- 
moned to Rome. He did not go. He 
received a summons for the Council of 
Constance; aod under a safe-conduct 
from the Emperor Sigismund, went. 
At this Council were assemhled about 
6000 officers of the Romish Church, 
who condemned him to the stake and 
burned bis body to ashas, July etb, 
1415, for protesting against tha vices 
of the clergy aod the sale nf indulge n- 

This opened the reformation in Bo- 
hemia. Let us look a little farther at 
these BcenPs, my friends, perhaps we 
may he led to value our liberties more 
highly when we seo what they cost. 
The followers of Hues were pursued by 
fire and flood and sword. In 1421, 
four thousand three hundred men. 
women and children were thrown down 
into three pits.

The True Principle of Association. 

"The value of Christianity has neve 
been fairly estimated by mere philoso- 
phers. There is grandeur in its prin- 
ciples, fully perceptible to the hum- 
blest being who feels their influence, 
hut hidden from him who knows them 
only speculatively. . The religion of 
Christ developes the only true princi- 
ple of “association" that can exist 
among mankind. Reviving in eech 
individual principles tending to har- 
monous action, it gives all the elements 
necessary to form a perfect commu- 
nity. Its action is wholly integral. 
Perceiving the errors and follies inci- 
the present order ot society, 
have devised various 
modes sb substitutes for it; hut in these 
modes one great principle has invaria- 
bly heen overlooked. The attempt hae 
always heen to modify the passions and 
actions of men by different methods of 
combining them together, — making the 
good qualities of one to neutralize the 
had of another, thus forming a com- 
pacted whole. How for superior is 
the gospel plsnl It takes each indi- 
vidual, purifies him of hie faults, he- 
atows upon him gentleness, charily, 
and true motives to act justly ; and hy 
the association of such as these, creates 
an ordor of society perfectly edapted to 
the wants of man." 

Men's laws snd systems seek to se- 
cure to mankind their rights, hut say 
hut very little ahout their dutieB. The 
consequenca is, men often do wrong 
gain their rights. Christ says very 
little about our rights, hut a great deal 
shout our duties. And yet, somehow, 
it comes to pass, that when all do their 
duties all seem to have their rights. 

Two great commands are cited hy 
Christ as emhodying the substance of 
divine teaching as contained hoth in the 
law and in the prophets. And what- 
men may any of the practical 
bearing of the requirement, -‘Thou 
shall love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart, and with nil thy soul, and 
with all thy mind,” there can he no 
doubt but the universal observance 
of the second command, "Thou shell 
love thy neighbor as thyaelf," would 
revolutionize the world, change the 
lace and character ol all human society, 
end tho reign of cruelty, hatred, strife 
and misrule, cause the cessation of 
revolutions, convulsions, rebel- 
lions, and disorders, and bring to 
the world that harmony end peace 


The religious press is speaking clear- 
ly on the disgraceful nnd alsrniing vio- 
lation of the Sahhath, hy the late Con- 
gross, before its adjournment. Grati- 
fying as these utterances are, it is la- 
mentable lo see with what indifference 
this astounding fact has been received 
by the American people. There may 
be secular papers which have spoken 
fitting terms, hut we have not 
seen them. To the religious papers, it 
furnishes matter for a single item, and 
is not likely to occur again. This ep- 
parent insensibility is to be traced part- 
ly to the declining sensitiveness of many 
Christian people, on the subject of 
Subbath-keeping, and partly to the 
feet that the secular press in this coun- 
tsy, has fallen largely into the hands 
of men, in whose eyes neither the Sab- 
bath nor any other institution of relig- 
ion has any sacredness. But promi- 
nent among the forces whieh have con- 
tributed to thie sad result must be 
counted the Constitution of the United 
State®. The Congress, in its capacity 
as a puhlic hody, is under n 
cept the Constitutioo. The Constitu- 
tion does not, even by implication, for- 
bid the transection of public business 
hy any department of the Government 
on the Snbhath, These Congressmen 
can all say to their constituents, "We 
have violated no instructions, a 
transgressed no rule prescribed to 
by the nation." The people of the 
United Statee have made no provision 
againet acts in violation of Christian 
morality, hy the Government which 
they havo set up. God aays "When 
thy king sitteth on the throne of his 
kingdom, he shall write him a copy of 
this law in u hook, aud he shall reed 
therein all the days of his life, that 
he may learn to fear the Lord his God, 
to beep all the words of this lew and 
these statutes, to do them." The in- 
junction ie addressed to the nation, 
which is to require this of her rulers. 
This nation has uot put that law into 
the hands of her rulers, nor impliedly, 
referred them to it. And the absence 
any such intimation, in the funde- 
m. -tit.il law of the nation reacts power- 
fully to deaden the popnler conscience 
in reference to the sins of the Govern- 


The neceesity for a Religious Amend- 
ment to the Constitution, and for that 
thorough eodfaithfuldiscussionof 
al truths before the people, hy which 
alone the Amendment can he secured, 
ie becoming too plain to he ignored by 
Christians. No men who is not wholly 
irreligious, would be satisfied with the 
Constitution, if it explicitly permitted 
tho treneuction of public business 
the Lord's day. The legal effect of ita 
silence is Dow equivalent to an express 
permission. A few years ago, the sug- 
gestion of a Sahhath session of the 
American Congress, would have heen 
scouted as improbable. It has secured 
for the second time, and a few 
such precedents will estahlish it as 
principle of American Common law, 
that the Sahhath is not a day ‘ ‘retired 
from public hu9incss. " How long, 
then, will travel, traffic and pleasure, 
euhmit to restrictions which an 
regarded hy the highest departments of 
Government .

The " Journal of Temperance ” is 
the organ of a temperance association 
recently organised in Paris. Its intro- 
ductory article is from the pan of Dr. 
Lunier, the originator of the move- 
ment. He defines its position to he, 
of total ahstinence as with the 
temperance societies of the United 
States and Great Britian, hut as allow- 
ing the moderate use of tbo milder in- 
toxicants. To those who have given 
attention to the subject in this 
try, the difficulty of making headway 
against inebriety upon that hasia will bs 
apparent. Dr. Lunier end his sssoci- 
s judging from the article to which 
we refer, are both sincere and in ear 
nest to do something for the repres- 
sion of the prevalent intemperance in 
France. We douht not thet their ex- 
perence will presently lead them to the 
more philosophical vantage ground of 
total abstinence. Meaowbile we n 
come their movement, and extend 
them a hearty greeting, as having taken 
a timely etep forward in the right di- 
rsetion. The urgent need of their 
efforts will be seen from the following 
extract, which we quote from the 
tide in question: 

During the last thirty yeera, the 
increased use of alcoholic liquors, and 
the fetal consequences thereof, hsve 
assumed in France an alarming charac- 
ter. The consumption of alcohol, which 
in 1820 wse 350.000 hectolites, had 
risen to 585,000 in 1850, and to 978, 
000 in 1889, nnd including the quan 
tity which escaped the payment o 
duty. This increase, which must he 
attributed chiefly to the increased man- 
ufacture of alcohol from beet-root and 
from corn, has hod some most disas- 
trous consequences. From 1849 to 
1869, the annual number of accidental 
deaths consequent on the exesssive 
of alcohol has risen from 324 to 3 
thoee from suicide, due to the si 
-, have increased from 240 to 6 
Crimes against persons, committed 
der the influence of drunkenness, have 
augmented in the ssme proportion. 

increase in the caeca' n f insanity 
arising from the use of alcohol ha 
during twenty years, constantly follow 
ed the increase in the consumption of 
spirituous liquors. This is notably the 
case in 'the departments where grain 
or beet-root alcohol is chiefly 
ed. In many of these districts it has 
attained the alermiDg proportions of 
from twenty-five to forty per cent."—

Its Relation to CItU Government and 
tkr Christian Religion.

"Philosophical History of Freema- 
sonry" properly observes, that “a dis- 
cussion nf one,, is e disensaion of every 
one, fashioned after the same idea." 

The statistics which creep into the 
public prints from the veiled recesses 
of the lodge, are fragmentary end im- 
perfect. But we have enough to in- 
form us that there are something over 
half u million Freemasons, or about one 
sixteenth of tile voters of the United 
States. As were the slaveholders, 
they are a small minority of our popu- 
lation. But their rivals, copyists, aud 
imitating 11 orders" ate much more nu- 
merous Lodges, chapters, encamp- 
ments, councils, army posts, centers, 
divisions, granges; like clouds of invis- 
ible insects, to which some philoso- 
phers attribute epidemic diseases, they 
light on every popular ' 
try, and reform, until thei 
danger that no “ order" of American 
citizens will be left. 

For, notwitnntanding they are a 
meager minority as yet in the rural 
districts, in our towns and cities, 
where ure the caucuses which really 
rule the country, one out of every 
three or four voters is a Freemason. 
They form a brotherhood not based, 
like that of Christ, on regeneration a ’ 
love, hut on oaths, interest and into 
dalion, They have sworn fealty to 
“order," which, hy affiliation, reaches 
beyond their country ; they nwc anoth- 
er allegiance than that due the United 
Slates, nnd practice olber religious cer- 
enmities than those instituted by Christ. 
The lodges are thus absorbing into 
themselves the strength and vitality of 
our institutions, states, counties, towns, 
churches, nnd families even; leaving 
them like eggs sucked by vermiu, noth- 
ing but billow forms. 

We have, too, an inkling of theii 
revenues, which are almost fabulously 
vast, and paid punctually, as gamhlers 
pay iheir debts of honor. YVe know, 
too. that tboussnds of good men who 
arc members, inwardly loathe the 
lodges; concern themselves little with 
their strain; and so leave these vast 
funds to be appropriated or employed 

hy the unscrupulous men of Ie 

who make Masonry tbeir trade, 

in short, we know enough of these 
orders to condemn them without enter- 
ing their dark hallB, howing in their 
idclalries, or taking their oaths. Their 
published rituals give their self- project- 
ed worships ; their digests contain tbeir 
their constitutions and laws; tbeir cy- 
clopedias give their histories; • nd their 
lexicons explain tbeir terms. Thus, 
though there frivolous and oft-revealed 
secrets hod never been published, there 
is enough in their own hooks, to con- 
vince every reflecting American that 
the lodges contain the seeds of our cer- 
tain national and social destruction: 
that ’ they please not God and are con- 
trary to all men’ ! 

And yet, such as we describe them, 
there were 150 such lodges in Chicago 
before tlie fire; forty-six in Mdwauki 
ninety-six in Cincinnati ; and about 
like { 


nnd large towns of cbe Union, 
yet, with an effrontry heyond that of 
the harlot, who is their Scriptural em- 
blem and type, they tell us the lodge 
contains 'nothing against our politics 
or our religion;’’ while such a lodge 
stands outside and works inside of ev- 
ery Court-house, Legislative Hall, and 
church of Christ between the oceans, 
the Canadas, and the Gulfl 

And, it is true, that Masons do not 
corno out manfully, and form political 
parties of their own, or openly oppose 
those f irmed by others. They jtnu all 
parties, because they mean to control 
all, by electing Masons lo govern each. 
They intend' to seize the kingdoms of 
the ]mhole world and the glory of them, 
and give them to those only who will 
practice their worships! The spir 
that rules the lodge cares less for offii 
than for homage. Office, if they can 
get it, but sway over mind they must 
have — allegiance — worship, to hind 
conscience by oaths und obligations, 
put the soul on its knees hefore tbeir 
altars, — worship, worship, WORSHIP 
is what they want- And having filled 
a church or party with its peculiar at- 
mosphere, to say that it infringei 
on politics or rcligiou because it i 
nates no separate ticket, is as if thieves 
having filled the house with chloroform 
should declare they do not interfei 
with its inmates, hecause they do m 
take tbeir victims hy their throats. The 
American press and pulpit are to day

Lot us now verify and establish 
these general siutements by special dis- 
cussion. 

The Frcemasoury of the present day 
is Grand Lodge Masonry. The Grand 
Lodge, of which there is to be but one

At the time and hefore the starting 
of that Grand Lodge, the earth outside 
of Christendom was dotted all over with 
temples and pagodas, where these self 
projected worships were practiced. 
Every idol god, or his priest had for him, 
(for the idol was nothin;;). had li is lodge 
and bis initiation, his mysteries and his 

Bishop YVarburton says: “Each . 
the heat lien gods, beside the worship 
paid to him in public, had a secret wor- 
ship to whichjione were admitted hut 
those who were prepared by previous 
ceremonies." 

And the learned Marknight tells us 
what these ceremonies of initiation 
amounted to. He quotaa froL 
writer, Proclus, thus: "In the most 
holy mysteries, before the scene nf the 
mystie visions, there is terror diffuse! 
into the mindsof the initiated." Again 
he says: “ in the lesser mysteries, the 
person to be initiated, was, at bis 
trauce, filled with inexpressible liorr 
And again: " It seems the darkness 
was dispelled hy the sudden flashing 
of light.” (Macknight Pref.toEph, p 
314.) 

In brief, those old, cunning priest 
got up a set of clap traps, contrivance 
nnd scenic arrangements, hy whirl 
they first terrified, tamed, manipulated, 
and handled their dupes; then brought 
them to light; repeated to them some 
common-place moral precepts; hound 
them to the order; and swore them lo 
obey the authority and subserve the 
interests of the clan. 

Such were the lodges of the old 
world. Tacitus (Histories B. V. c. iy.) 
denounces Moses and the Jews because 
they rejected these rdes.

That "An American Grand Lodge is 
mslly composed of its officers, elect 
and appointed, exeept the Grand Tiler, 
its past Grand Masters, and Grand 
YVurdens; and the masters and war- 
dens of its subordinate lodges, or their 
regularly appointed proxies. That is, 
a Grand Lodge is composed of "Lodge- 
officers and past officers, grand and lo- 
col, and their proxies. Now let us see, 
who nnd what these privileged officers 
’ past officers are. 

>et us begin with the master of a 
local lodge. We take bis description, 
in the words of Mackey, from the chief 
Lexicon of the order: "The power of a 
Master is absolute. He is the supreme 
arbiter of all questions of order, so ' 
is the meeting is concerned; nor 
uiy appeal he made from his decish n 
lo that of the lodge." “ Forno misde- 
meanor, however great, con he he tried 
hy his lodge. This is the decision 
which has heen made hy every Grand 
'ge in the United States, which has

Let ns thank God and look steadily, 
carefully to our work. The omens 
are on all sides propitious, Tlie demite 
from the lodges now almost equal 
the initiations, and sensible, reflect- 
ing meji ure leaving the lodges;

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THE MONMOUTH CONVENTION. 

Letters from tho Hon. Selli M. Gates ot 

N. Y., uud A. M. Milllgau, D.l)., 

«f Bn.: 

Warsaw, N. Y., May 9, 1873. 

To the Monmouth Convention : 

BnsTfiHEH: — Forty eight years ago, 
when a student at law inLeRoy, N. Y., 
I was persuaded by n fellow student to 
join the Freemasons. I submitted to 
the humiliating ceremonies of initia 
tion. as they are correctly detailed in 
Morgan’s book, and took the extra-ju- 
dicial and prolane oaths of the first 
three degrees. 

This was a short time before Morgan 
was abducted and murdered for reveal- 
ing the secrets of Masonry, but juut long 
enough before to afford me ceitsin 
knowledge that his revelations were 
perfectly and literally true and correct. 
I knew Morgan personally, and was well 
acquainted with David C. Miller, his 
publisher, whose office was sit on fire; 
and who was himself abducted by a 
moh of Masons armed with clubs 
(known as tho Hoop-pole Band), be- 
cause he was a Mason, and was then 
publisbiog Morgan’s book. Miller wns 
hurried over the same route over which 
Murgnn had been carried, as lor as Le- 
Roy, where he was rescued by an out- 
raged and indignant community of Anti- 
masons. Mr. Talbot, the district at- 
torney of Genesee, rode with great 
speed, from Batavia to LeRoy, and 
placed in my hands as deputy sheriff, a 
a writ for the ariest of Johns, the Ma- 
sonic spy from Canada, who had he- 
trayed Miller nnd stolen one of the 
manuscripts of Morgan’s book, and who 
now beaded this mob of Masonic kid- 
nappers. I went with tbe district at- 
torney through the crowd, and tried to 
arrest Johns, but we were unahlc to 
find him. We subsequently learned 
that at that time, he was in the cliap 
ter-room of the Royal Arch Masons, 
at the public house, where we bad 
searched for him, guarded by six Royal 
Arch Masons, sll armed. That night 
he escaped to Canada, and Miller 
rescued and sent to his home in Bat- 

The pernicious influence of the insti- 
tution and its oaths upon the member- 
ship became so manifest in the abduc- 
tion and murder of Morgan, and this 
attempt upon Miller; in the justification 
of these outrages by hundreds of Free- 
masons; in the judicial proceedings 
which followed, that, with many oth- 
ers, I openly renounced Masonry, snd, 
for ycara, with voice and pen, at home 
and in our State Legislature, took an 
active part in exposing and oveilhrow- 
ng the institution. I was secretary ol 
the Lo Roy lodge, and my law partner, 
Hon. Augustus P. Haseall, was Wor- 
shipful Master, when we got a vote 
carried in the lodge to suriender the 
charter, and that lodge ceased to oxist. 
In all the Northern states, the insti 
tution fell into disuse, and great disre 
pute; hundreds of lodges surrendered 
their charters, nnd we all supposed 
that this fretting leprosy" would 
more vex the church of God, or in 
fere with the common and equal rights 
of uninitiated citizens. It turns 
however, that while the public mind 
has since been so greutly engrossed 
with slavery, and questions growing 
out of it, this old crafty and evil 
tution bas beeu creeping into existence 
again. 

There ia a strong desire in unsancti- 


tied human nnture to know as much 
about secret things os the next man 
knows nnd to secure as many special 
rights, benefits, and advantagesas one’s 
neighhor has secured. How many men 
love, and long for pre-eminence I How 
many are food of show, parade, badges, 
insignia, ribhons, sashes, emblems, se- 
cret gripe, signs and pass words 1 Even 
the little bib apron, with its square nnd 
compass greatly pleases some weak 
some professedly Christian 
more charmed and interested 
with three Masonic gew gaws and in 
parading the streots rigged out in Ma- 
sonic paraphernalia, arm and arm with 
ws, pagans and grossly profane and 
igodly companions, than they do in 
the service of God and the cross of 
Christ! U has inviegled into its mem- 
bership within a few years some pro- 
fessing Christiana in west 
York, where near half a century ago, It 
came to such shame and discredit; 
when it was thoroughly exposed, and 
ons were shown to be incon- 
sistent with the Bpirit of Christianity, 
the principles of civil liberty, of equal 
rights aud the proper administration of 
justice, 

obligations are wicked and pro- 
fune, and no more binding nnd obliga- 
tory than was Herod’s oath, and yet 
their influence over, and their effect 
upon very many of the week and bad 
•n that are coaxed into the lodges, 

■ most pernicious and dangerous, 
many come to cousider these as para- 
mount to their obligations to the laws 
of the land. I do not assert tbat all 
Masons are bad men. A good man 
■nay remain a good and upright man 
despite bis Masonry. He is not the 
Iter for it, and may be seriously in- 
red by it. But weak and had men 
e msde worse hy it. Its influence 
upon them is had; and the opportunity 
it affords bad designing and unscrupu- 
lous men to further tbeir wicked de- 
their own selfish ends and inter- 
,o perpetrate iniquity, to acreen 
the guilty from punishment, and defeat 
the ends of juslice, is very great and 
ost dangerous. 

Tbe institution cannot defend itself 
hefore the world. Its only safety is in 
dumb silence and prof >und secrecy. 
It hates the light and lovea darkness. 
It will strike its enemies in the dark. 
It will stab secedcrs. malign their char- 
acters, and deiangc their business, 
whenever it can safely do it; but will 
ver meet them in fair and open argu- 
;ut. When arraigned a*, the bar of 
public opinion for the murder of Morgan, 
its self confident pride and fan- 
cied security it made the grave mis- 
take of entering the field of controver- 
sy; and all the Masonic papers, and 
inch political ones as were under Ma- 
lonic control, undertook tbe defense of 
the order, and most ingloriously failed. 
They were signally defeated, the in- 
ilitulion was absolutely indefensible. 
The organs of Masonry, nearly all of| 
them, not only went down in the field 
of argument and controversy, but went I 
istence; and the order was i 
fairly overthrown, and itshrunk out of j 
ight for many years. It will not be j 
caught in this wny again. Its orators j 
is organs will coutinue to make | 
preposterously false and ridicu- J 
lous boasts of the antiquity and benev- j 
olence of Masonry; but they will not 
again make the great mistake of enter- 
ing the arc na of public controversy in 
of the order. Silence and se- 
crecy are now, nnd are likaly to be, its 
watch words and its policy. 

Aud yet I am confident that God, in 
his good providence, through the agen- 
cy of his people, will ere long uproot 
and destroy the whole brood of secret 
oath-bound societies, as effectually as 
he has elnyery. They are utterly at 
variance with the gospel of Christ, and 
the fundamental principles of our gov- 
-rnment. You will generally find, 
hat, where civd or Christian obliga- 
ions come in conflict with Masonic ob- 
ligations, your Masonic member of the 
church will stand by his Masonry, at 
the expense of his religion, as well as of 
his civil duties. Thm my early friend 
and schoolmate, Orosmus Turner, long a 
distinguished editor, nnd a high Mason 
of Lockport in this elate, when a wit- 
ness in one of the trials in regard to tbe 
abductioo and murder of Morgan, rec- 


ognising tbe force of his Masonic obli- 
gations, refused to answer pertinent 
and proper questions in court, Jest it 
should convict a brother Mason, and 
submitted to imprisonment for con- 
tempt of court, rather than tell the 
truth; and the Masons upheld him in it, 
carpeted his room in jail, turned it-into 
a pleasant parlor, and honored him 
when he finally came out by a grand 
Masonic procession and ovation. I 
have known members of a Christian 
church to don their regalia and go 
fourteen miles on tha railroad, on 


day morning, to attond tha funeral of tic circle, and use Its obligations, 


brother Mason, not a member of their 
own lodge, and no connection to any of 
them; running away from the commun- 
ion table of tbeir own church at home 
to do so. Tbey turned away from the 
hruken body of the Saviour and the 
communion of saints at home, to 
rude in a Masonic procession, to 
glein Christinas ritea aud 
and to show honor to tha dead body of 
a brother Maaon fourteen miles away, 
in violation of the sancity of the Sab- 
bath and their covenant obligations to 
the church. These are but fair sam- 
ples of the usual conduct of Masons in 
similar instances. 

Profoundly convinced by long expe- 
rience and observation that Freemason- 
ry ia an evil and pernicious institution, 
I wish oncejnore, in my advanced age. 
to lift my warning voice puhlicly 
against it. and all kindred organizations, 
and to beseech Christian men to have 
no connection or fellowship with them. 
Jesus ia not, and cannot properly be 
recognized In Freemasonry. He must 
he ignored iu tha lodge room, in its lec- 
tures, instructions, and in its prayers. 
No prayer can be offered in his name ; 
no hlessings asked for his sake. It has 
in it neither a Saviour nor salvation; 
and yet its burial and funeral servicos 
always foists up the dead hrother 
the grand lodge above; and multitudes 
seem to hs under the delusion thst 
is the hand maid of religion, instead of 
the devil’s counterplot and counterfeit 
of it. It seems strange that merely 
worldly men sheuld he pleased with its 
puerilities and pomposities, hut ’tin 
passing strange and a great shame tbat 
auy sane Christian man should be found 
who prefers the associations, 
iouships, the labor and refreshments of 
the lodge-room, to those of the church 
of Christ. 

The boasted benevolence of the order 
is false and unfounded *s are its pre- 
tensions to great antiquity, and that 
Solomon and Hiram were speculative 
Masons, and St. John a patron saint of 
the order. More than thrae fourths, 
and probably nine tenths of all tha en- 
ormous sums gatherad yearly for initia- 
tion fees, degrees, dues, fines, etc., is 
spent for regalia, furoiture, room rents, 
salaries, dress, festivals and the like, 
and the merest pittance, in comparison, 
in relieving the poor. As a hanevo- 
lent society, or a mere mutual insur- 
ance company, it is a very bad place 
for investment; is among the least use- 
ful and tha worst managed of any in the 

While I cannot attend your 
tioD, I feel deeply interested in your 
success, and in all efforts for tha over- 
throw of these secret organizations, and 
pray that you may bo wisely guided in 
all your counsels, and may have great 
success in your efforts.

But, sir, there is nothing in this bus- 
iness more infamous than ils oaths and 
ita concealment. You kuow that the 
lodge caused the death of multitudes of 
our soldiers hy protecting the rchcla 
and prolonging the war; and now the 
infamous harlot comes here to invite a 
body of Christians to help her, notin- 


iv I nch heset our way, are likely 
avoided hy the fearless fidelity with 
which yourself, and indeed every fos 
of coneeslmeut, handles such subjects. 
We certainly cannot run into au "Es- 
sential union of church and state” with- 
out some of our numher finding it

There wss a good 
nttendar ce on the part of the people 
notwithstanding our hills wi re nearly 
all destroyed in n short time after 
ing put up, showing n disposition 
the part of societiets to keep down pub- 
lic disouesioD. Mnsons talked of reply- 
ing very strongly, and they turned 
out pretty well. One Itev, g< 
took the pains to go eight miles to 
Surnsville the lirst evening to gi t 
some one to reply and said if the lec- 
turer dill not tell tile truth he would 
reply. But after Bio. K, 
an exposition of the oaths, 
and death penalties of Masonry, the 
fraternity waa urged to reply, hut 
could not he induced to do to . 

T he next place was Albion, county- 
seat of Erl wards eountj, May 3d, p, 
m. Here Bro, 1C, war threatened with 
rough usage, through au anonomons 
letter, if be spoke on the subject pro- 
posed, But he was not to he intimi- 
dated by threats.

Letter from Dint. Kigglus. 

I’as is, III,, May 23. 

Dear Bro, K. — 1 last wrote you fit 
Indianapolis, F rum that place I went 
Parkersburg, Ricliland Co , ll>. At 
Olney I was met by brother Burtner, 
of the U. B. church, who took me to 
his horns at Parker. burg, about twelve 
miles south oi Olney, Arriving at Ins 
house at about dark, I was permitted 
to enjoy a full night’s rest, which very 
much refreshed me. The next even- 
ing I accompanied Bio. B, to one of 
his appointments, mid preached for 
him. The next evening (Friday) ac- 
cording to previous announcements 
made by Bro. B. I lectured at Sams 
ville, eight miles south of P. in the 
U. B. church. The audience we 
large, aad the fraternities were repre- 
sented quite liberally. One Joshua 
Sumner, a Disciple preacher, had, 
through D. Ecley, requested ihc- privi 
lege of replying, and followed me nil 
the way from Parkersburg fur that 
posn; but when I waa through, he 
did not open hie mouth, though in- 
vited to do so.

From S-imsville, I went to Albion, 
the county-seat of Edwards county, 
where 1 spoke twice in the Court- 
house, in the aficrnoon and evening of 
Saturday. 1 lir.t spuke upon the rela 
tion of secrecy to the domestic, the so- 
cial, the commercial, and the political 
circles. In the evening the court- 


room waa crowded to overflowing, 
subject, ‘‘Has Masonry heen revealed 1 
What is it asrevealed f" Although 1 had 
received an anonymous letter, warning 
mu that if 1 persisted in speaking, I 
"might look for rough treatment,” 
and there wub a hU2zing and whisper 
ing nbout eggs, etc., yet I have seldom 
addressed a more orderly and interest- 
ed audience. Most of the officers here 
are in active sympathy with this move- 
ment. as well as soma of the most prom- 
inent business men, And what is re- 
markable is, they claim to have the 
most orderly county in the State,— 
from two to three days always sufficing 
to finish the business of its courts. 
After tils lecture 1 rode about ten 
miles in company with Brother B. to 
the residence of Bro. Peters', near 
Samsvilln Brother P . is very mueh 
interested in this movement, as nlso 
his whole family, some of whom will be 
able to help ue at the hallot-box next 
campaign, Brother P's. door and 
putse are both open for those w ho are 
doing battle for truth. 

On Sabbath morning hright nnd 
early, we were on our way back to 
Parkersburg, where 1 spoks at 10 1 
o'clock from Ephesians v, 11, 12, In { 
the afternoon at 3 oclock, 1 wus at the 
Marlin school house, 4 miles from P., 
ready to address a lnrge audience that 
had already assembled. But as two of 
the directors were Masons, we were 
soon informed that we could not use 
the bouse for that purpose. So I in- 
vited the people to listen outside. It 
was us well so, any way, as not half 
i lie people could have gotten into the 
house. At tins point the exeitement 
was intense: and thnt large crowd of 
people could easily have been moved

After lie hoard that such 
attempt had been made on tlio office of Miller, raid Howard told

their intention, nnd had prepared to defend 
tbe office with fire-arms, nnd of course concluded tliut their 
project could not bo curried into effect without ilia risk 
nnd probable loss of some >d their live ; nnd however iiiisious 
to prevent the disclosure of the secrets of Masonry, they 
■seem to have been unwilling to sacrifice their limbs or lives 
ill its serriec. At day-durvn they separated, and retreated 
from tlio village without having effected anything. Hurt ol 
them re assembled at Ganson's bouse, in Stafford, w here 
Sawyer wus branded as a coward for not effecting the objeel 
for which ho bud started, 

Miller occupied, as printing offices, the second story of 
two wooden buildings in the compaet part of tlio village of 
Bataviu, nearly all of which consists of woodon buildings

ths two offices were separated hy an alley about twelve feet 
wide. A family of ten persons occupied tbe lower part of 
one of the buildings, and Miller's assistants, six in number, 
always slept in the upper rooms. Outlie mghtofSunduytlie 
10th of September, 1820, the inhabitants of tho village were 
alarmed by tbe cry of fire, n hioh proceeded from these 
offices, but was soon extinguished. The liro was first dis- 
covered by bright flames bursting from undur tho outside 
stairwuys leading into the printiiig-oflices. On exuminuliou 
it was evident that tbe attempt bad been made with very 
nnnute preparations. Remains of straw, nnd cotton balls 
saturated with spirits of turpentine were found under the 
stairs; a short brush was found, which bud evidently been 
dipped in turpentine; und the sidings of tlio houses were 
smeared with that liquid. A short distance front the build- 
ing a dark lantern wus found, it will be masifest to every 
person, who sees the situation of tbe offices, uud uiljacent 
buildings, that if tbe fire liud gotten inneii headway, a con- 
dcsimble portion of tbe village would have been consumed. 

In March, 1827, the Committee, on the affidavit of John 
Mann, (lo which the reader bus been referred) obtained a 
wurrant for tbe apprehension of Richard Howard, us tbe 
iaceadiury, and despatched u messenger to Buffalo for tbe 
purpose of urresting him, That no step should he taken with- 
out due caution, they requested u friend in Buffalo to examine 
into the affair, and instructed him tliut if satisfactory proof 
existed tliut Ilownrd was at Buffalo on Monduy morning, 
early, engaged in his usual occupations, be was authorised 
to withhold the precept. The friend to whom they hud 
written chose to call in to bis aid four others, who, after 
much reflectiou, say they "fell it lo he right lo advise the 
officers not to arrest Howard, and hud taken their measures 
with such prudence, as they thought would prevent al) 
knowledge ol the complaint from coming to his cars— that 
they had felt the more confidence in thet course, from tins 
belief that Howard would not leave the place, but would hu 
found to answer the charge, if such proof should thereafter 
be produced ns should warrant the pursuit of criminal pro- 
ceedings against him." A few dnys after receiving the letter 
of these gentlemen, the committee obtained satisfactory proof

that about the time the attempt was made Howard bad been 
at Beta via, in secret consultation with a metnher of the fra- 
ternity. A second officer was despatched with positive 
directions to arrest him for examination. But the officer, on 
his arrival at Buffalo, was informed by one of the gcntle- 
meu who Imd written the letter, that Hie night after its date 
(March Oth.)

When Adam was created he had a 
heavenly Father to obey and worship, 
and a garden home to dress and keep. 
We know that this home was a goodly 
place; for Scripture saith "the Lord 
Ood planted it ’'and out of the ground 
made” He "to grow every tree that is 
pleasant to the sight and good for food 
. . . and a river went out of Eden 

to water it.” We may with reason 
suppose it a spot of exceeding beauty. 
Its air was vocal with the sweet notes 
of birds from groves cool and inviting; 
the brooks with water woDdrous clear 
skipped over shining pebbles; or laved 
the twiBled roots of the trees beneath 
whose deep, dark shade they ran wind- 
ing hetween banks covered with moss 
or with grass of the soflcBt green. 
Aside, wooded hills, rich in beauty,

Yet 
there are more than we think for to-day, 
who, heenuae their wive# will have 
something beautiful around them for a 
change, while they won’t hear of flow- 
era will grudgingly allow them green 
grass in the front yard, i n stead of more 
precious beets and beans. As a rule, 
though with some marked exceptions, 
man’s appreciation for what ia heautiful 
does not transcend his actual grasp 
upon religious truth.

To keenly love nature is likewise to 
love real heautiea in art; forart.assome 
one has said, is little else than *' man’s 
poor copy from nature's copy-hook." 
And what a change a little artistic taste 
and love of nature put to practice, 
makes in cities, huildinga, and public 
parks, and in the attractive sweetness 
of home! The love of the beautilul is 
peculiar neither to the hrutal nor the 
low. We do not expect a New Zea- 
lander to he enraptured with the love- 
liness of a shell, nor a gutter drunkard 
to expatiate upon the heaubes of a rose. 
On the contrary the kind heerted and 
the nohle possess it; and the tendency 
of its culture is to refine and elevate. 

The esthetic in man unites with, 
rounds and heautifies the moral, the re- 
ligious. The culture of the two na- 
tures goes hand in hand. Esthetic 
taste may he and often is perverted; 
and one of tbe vices attending its de- 
velopment and to he guarded e gainst, 
is intellectual pride, than which few 
things are more repulsive. To imag- 
i ne to one's self a keen appreciation of 
beauty and to really possess, it, are things 
quite different There are some, who, 
because they suppose their taste so ex- 
quisite, are alike ready to shrink from 
a poor load in well affected horror; or, 
in the words of Pope, ”to die of a rose 
in aromatic pain." Said one lofty 
Fifth Avenue Hon of nocietyto anoth- 
er, “‘Jones, you ought to choose the 
taller of those two Simpson sisters to 
go with that splendid new house of 
yours; you couldn’t do hotter. “ "Ahl 
wi ll, very true," coolly replied the oth- 
er, but the short one harmonizes hest 
with the style of furuiture I go in for, 
you know." 

But exaggeration and ridicule aside, 
tilers is yet nothing so sickening and 


contemptible as those poor mortals who 
pride themselves on their refined na- 
tures when they know not what re- 
finement is. Never was there a great- 
er mistake than to tbink cultivated taste 
peculiar to the rich. Too often they 
delight in fine garments, sofas, carpets, 
pointings, flowers and fonntsins, not 
from n love of the lovely, but hecause 
all these are fashionable, gratify pride, 
and cost money. 

Nor will it do to invert the regular 
order and put the esthetic above the 
moral. Make the gratification of the 
esthetical affections an end, and, as in 
egca past, Athenian culture will but 
precede Athenian effeminacy and vica, 
And there is danger. Edward Everstt 
was once said to have delivered ,the 
most eloquent prayer ever addressed to 
a Boston audience. Such a cutting 
compliment would he harder to win now 
when the prayers of some populer 
preachers are becoming the most fas- 
cinating portion of the regular (call it 
not worship 1) but Sabheth entertain- 
ment I I was told not long Bince of a 
church in New York in which 
esthetic taste was so delicate that 
not even pastors in that city and 
Brooklyn, called ‘great,’ could dispense 
the gospel to them with sufficient grace 
fulness of mtnner or elegance of dic- 
tion. Three years ago, in Ferwell 
Hall, Dr. Post, speaking of suoh, 6aid : 
“Spiritual salvation is hecoming a fine 
art, decorum the obief grace, and inel- 
egance the unpardonahle sin, The 
doors of the kingdom of the secuter 
church are wide enough to admit Bel- 
ial and Potipharism and all the hosts of 
this world's lusts, hut Lszarus and hia 
rags cannot crowd in. Teers of peni- 
tence are all very well, hut they must 
flow gracefully. Instead of hohes end 
sucklings constituting the kingdom of 
heaven, anything like false grammar 
or anything hm the purest Addison- 
ian, can never reach the mercy seat” 

Love of the truly heautiful in art end 
external nature is elevating; hut there 
is something more exalting, hrightcr, 
purer — often unseen and forgotten but 
no less real — heauty of soul. It mani- 
fests itself in one’s countenance, deede, 
in outward manners, too, for thore is a 
sweetness in politeness when sincerity 
prompts it. There is a little picture 
often seen in the humble homes of tbe 
poor, sometimes enlarged it appears in 
most pretentious dwellings. Few see 
it but to love it “(know not" said 
one after gazing on it for sometime in 
silence “whether men would call her 
handsome, hut I do know that there is 
a soul there."

We have just had a foreign guest at our 
house in whom we are all much inter- 
ested, — a young Japanese, the son of 
a gentleman in northern Japan. He 
has heen in California more than a year, 
and came cast with tbe embassy , pass- 
ing those awfully dull days with them 
at Silt Lake City, of which place and 
its people he soya many very funny 
things. But whet we are going to tell 
you now ia bon the hoys soma- 
limes amuse themselves in Ja- 
pan. He says that on his father's 
place — which is on a large plateau sur- 
rounded by high hills — is an artificial 
fish pond. In it are a great many fish 
of species he has not seen here, l hat are 
about a foot long, and very heautiful in 
color and form. They are as playful 
andas tame as the kittens on our hearths. 
One of hia favorite amusements was go- 
ing to this pond and knocking on the 
edge of the tank with some herd suh- 
stsnee to made a noise, when every 
head would he turned in the direction 
of the sound, and every fin employed in 
making for him, the fish expecting some 
treat from his hand.

— In the Anti-aiRSonic 
i anti-slavery reform, 
n the time of the Divine Re- 
Jeans Christ, the governing 
power in the church (inoluding some 
excellent men, in coonoction with 
others not so good,) has been the 
principal cause in resisting the triumph 
of the truth, wheo it is brought to 
bear against evils which are sheltered 
in the church, ss in the world. 

James G. Gurney, C. G. Finney, 
the Tuppnua and all the leadiog anti- 
slavery men, who loved Christ and the 
slaves , declared that the churched were 
the bulwarks of slavery; which slalc- 
meot, humiliating as it is, we know to 
have been the truth. If the lending 
ministers had been faithful, the com- 
mon people would have heen true; hut 
the leadiug men in the church geuer 
ally affiliated with the leading men in 
the stale aud in popular society, and in 
the thought of Salmou P. Chase, they 
resisted till God by his providence 
forced them to assent to the truth; aod 
they would have resisted until the 
present time, if God had not given suc- 
cess to his true children, and by the 
triumph of anti-slavery made it popu- 
lar. This wituess ia true! 

In -'theological seminaries and con- 
ventions of the prominent denomina- 
tions, (l aio sorry to say) have beeu 
found the cunning and influential oppo- 
nents of church reform. The Christian 
conventions of 1840-50 made it their 
business to oppose Oberlin and the 
anti-slavery cause; sometimes directly 
and at other times by cunning indirec- 
tion they tried to kilt hnth ; and when 
it was found that anti -slavery men were 
gaining ground in these conventions 
(as at Chicago in 1848) they censed 
holding them. 

Mr. Finney had said there was a 
■‘jubilee in hell every time the General 
Assembly meets,” — -some of the Metho- 
dist reformers had said that the Gen- 
eral Conference was doing the work of 
the devil in sustaining tile l-ppresscrsof 
Ood’s poor. We miy think now these 
were ultra iillernnces; hut those meu 
who uLU-reil them were faithful to 
Christ. The leading men in the 
churches, the doclora iu rich churches, 
and professors iu rich seminaries are 
almost without exccpliun in affiliation 
with the lending men of the world. 
Jesus hud to denounce tins class of men 
and reformers have had to meet the 
same difficulty ever since. 

These men ai c not heretics. They 
tcacli truth mid are influential l>y rea- 
son of their position and ability. Jesus 
aaid, '‘The scribes and pharisees sit in 
Moses' seat; what-utver they say to 
you, do;" and yet he denounced these 
teachers of truth ns those wl.o re aisled 
and murdered the prophets of the. 
present, while they huilt the tombs of 
the prophets of the past. 

So now; the Council lit Oberlin did 
more to hinder the Anti- masonic 
than anything that has occurred since 
this reform revived. They gave their 
influence to Masonry not only by ignor- 
ing the reform, but by placing a lending 
doctor of divinity, who ia likewise a 
leading Mason, of New England, at the 
hesd of tbeir movement, nod contin- 
ued him in office while the council ad 
journed sine die. Will this Masonic

pression on many minds would naturally 
be, if these doctors and teachers place 
M iisons in the leading positions of influ- 
ence, Masonry cao't be wrong, especi- 
ally so, if they fellowship with the cup 
of the Lord those who have drank wine 
out of human skulls, invoking upon 
themselves most horrid and profane 
and anti-Christian imprecations. 

So it is with our theological semiua- 
ties, with a few git rlous exceptions, 
such as the United Brethren and Ober- 
lin. Tbe men in these seminaries re- 
sisted anti-slavery to tbe last. The 
Theological Seminary at Oberlin had to 
be started without endowment, or we 
wopjd have Itnd few anti-slavery min- 
isters in Ohio or the West. Oberlin is 
now seekiog, as other semiuaries are, 
latge endowment, and if she obtains it, 
the world will get the advantage and a 
canker at the heart will begin, which 
will fester, aa it doea m other rich sem- 
inaries, until it corrupts the whole body 
and leaves the shell nl truth with a 

So with the Congregational Theolog- 
ical Seminary at Chicago. One teacher, 
ssid to be the leading professor, wrote 
a resolution for the General Associa- 
tion of the state of Illinois declaring 
Masonry anti-Christian and anti-repub- 
lican, while one of the students prepar- 
ing so graduate there, stood up before 
a congregation and declared that he 
bad never heard a word in the semi- 
nary ngainsl tile Masonic institution. 
If this witness is true, the world will 
think, whatever the opinion of profess- 
ing Christians may be, that this man 
was either a hypocrite before the Oen- 
eral Association, or ao apostate to his 
own couvictions ia the seminary. If 
Masonry is what he had written it to he 
and yet he ignored it in tbe seminary 
before the young meo whom Its is pre- 
paring to preach in our churches, there 
is defection from truth and unfuithful- 
uesss to Christ somewhere; either the 
money power, or the world power, or 
Salnnic power, or all together have 
led him to ignore his own convictions 
in regard to the evils of Masonry. 

We are sorry these things are so, hut 
if Anti rnnsoos succeed as anti-slavery 
men did, they must understand the 
if the devil, and where the bane- 
ful power of the world iuihe church is 
concentrated that ignores and resists 
tho progress of Christian reforms.

Whereas, In many of these order* 
the members are hound together by 
oaths, horrible in themselves, and ad- 
ministered by no civil or ecclesiastical 
authority, and may thus become ready 
instruments in the hands of designing 
leaders (or the overthrow nf our civil 
and religious liberties; therefore 

Hesolced, 1st. That we emphatically 
condemu all these orders as wrong in 
principle and necessarily injurious in 
their operations. 

2. That it is as much the duty of 
the church to prohibit the connection 
of her members with these orders aa to 
forbid their participation in systems of 
rebellion aud oppression. 

3. That in view of the advocacy of 
secret orders by influential paper 
even by respected Christian mei 
ministers, we pledge ourselves 
hor for the thorough agitation of the 
subject, believing that a clearer under- 
standing of their character and influence 
will lead to the withdrawal of their 
most effective support.”

The covenant of the church, renewed 
on May 27th, 1871, contains the fol- 
lowing: "We reject all systems of

declaring that '‘it is not denied that tbe 
Mosonio heart heats responsive prima- 
rily to the brotherhood.” Thus said 
Dr. Latimer in the First M. E. 
church, Rochester, N. V. Are such 
meu fit for the pastor's holy office? 
Are Christ's little ones justifiable i 
ceiving the sacrament irom them? 
The hrotherhood to which they are ao 
“primarily" attached is not of Christ. 
Men of all "classes, religions and na- 
tionalities” compose the royal frater- 
nity. A high priest of the organiza- 
tion may he a rank' infidel. And ao 
may a '‘Grand Master." These must he 
obeyed. Ths Christian minister swears 
to obey his Muster Mason. Does he 
not then deny Christ? And should 
he touch the sacrament of our Lord ? 
If not, ought Christians to com cut to 
receive it at his hands ? Saloon-keep- 
ers. horse-racers, gamblers, tipplers, 
Sabbath-breakers, idolaters, pleasure 
takers, and, Judge Whitucy said, 
•'Whore-mongers, adulterers and mur- 
derers,” with a sprinkling of other 
Christians (1) compose the brotherhood 
to which these minister's Masonic hearts 
“beat responsive primarily.” If, as 
Finney says, ''Masonry is a virtual con- 
spiracy agaiost the church and state,” 
then its grand chaplains are the great- 
est conspirators. They can not be 
made chaplains without swearing al- 
legience and becoming to all intents 
and purposes true to Masonry which is 
being untrue to Christ."

Type-metal nud the Monks. 

About the year of our Lord, 1490, 
one Basil Valentine, half alchemist, 
half chemist, busily engaged among 
his retorts aod crucihles, discovered a 
hitherto unknown metal. In order to 
test its therapeutical quali lilies, he 
gnve portions of it to some bogs, and 
was astonished and delighted to find 
they grew fat and sleek, as all well be- 
haved swine should. Pleated with 
the result of his experiment. Mynheer 
Valentine awaited impatiently an oppor- 
tunity to try his new discovery on 
some specimens of tho genus homo. 
The desired occasion soon offered. A 
number of monks had reduced them- 
selves, by fasts and penances during 
Lent, to the lowest point of emaciation. 
This was Basil's opportunity. He 
forthwith administered his new dis- 
covery, which had hitherto been 
known ns stibium. Mirabile dicta/ 
It killed the last monk , and ever after 
stibium has beeu known os antimony — 
that is, anti moine, or anli-moiuichum. 
or anti-monk metal. Referring to this 
historical fact, it has been said that 
type metal, ever since antimony has 
been made nn ingredient in it, has 
proven aa fatal to monkiahness of all 
kiuds, bigolry, ecclesiAsticism, dog- 
matism , kingcraft, and demagoguery, 
aa stibium was to tbe monks whom 
Basil Valentine dosed nearly four huo- 
dred years ago. 

We hope the time will never cume 
when antimony will not he used in ibe 
manufacture of type, because of the 
suggestiveneas of its name. But for 
types tbe gloom of the dark ages would 
lie over us yet. Siuce the day when 
hooks and paper could be multiplied 
indefinitely , there has heen no question 
of the result of tbe long war between 
igoorance, wrong and oppression, and 
intelligence, right and liberty. Wlint 
though the monks have died? None 
ever better deserved canonization than 
tbe poor creatures whom Mynheer Val- 
entine unwittingly killed. Their 
deaths marked ao epoch, nnd a monu- 
ment of type-metal should be erected 
to tbem. But for type-metal, monks 
would still be the book-makers of the 
world. And such books. Not content 
with painfully copying tho tedious and 
prolix dissertations of tbs Fathers, the 


unending disquisitions on Ariamsm 
and tbe Athanasian creed, worse than 
the Goths, they expunged from parch- 
ment priceless remnants of the clasaio 
literature of Greece, to write tbei 
tlieir mane and stupid adumbrations 
on the infallibility of the Pope, the po- 
tency of indulgences, and the miracu- 
lous virtue of relics and images. 

Our scientists are discovering new 
metals constantly. By tbe aid of that 
wonderful instrument, the solar spec- 
troscope. they have found in the sun 
metals not known to exist before, and, 
yet more wonderful, have been ena-, 
bled to predict tbe existence of a metal 
not yet discovered, by the lines of the 
r.poctrum, just as Leverrier predicted 
the existence of a great planet 
discovered, hy perturbations 
one well known. There ia no guessing 
where science may not lead when it 
makes ns miners of the sun and metal- 
lurgists of the planets. Possibly some 
new metal may be discovered which 
will yet vastly improve types and 
printing processes. Possibly from the 
sun, the source of light, may yet come 
hints of a new agent which may illu- 
mine our darkened nature as it never 
yet has heen, and nmke the noonday of 
our civilization but as the dawn of that 
radinnt effulgence of tbe aftertime. 
Who knows? Quien sabef 
. Meanwhile we stick to antimony with 
reverence. It has gone on aiding in 
the annihilation of monks until it he 
well nigh extinguished the order; i 
that old, decrepit, monk ridden Span 
amid tlis ruins of her cloisters and her 
convents, holds up her head and is 
glad. Wheuevcr we benr of 
hook being put into the Index Expxir- 
yatorius, of a newspaper being warned 
or suppressed hy imperial power, of 
schools being forbidden or closed, and 
school-books burned, we cannot but 
say, in view of the past, “A little 
antimony. 0, shade of Basil Valen- 
tine. hestir thyself,” 

Antimony, which, for a long time, 
has been found iu Hungary, Franca 
and Switzerland, has also been found 
in Lower California. It would have 
seemed moat unfortunate ii, in the 
great dominion of this vast country, 
not a particle of this much needed metal 
had existed. It fa a great satisfaction 
to know that we have had it ail the 
time though we did not know it; 
which, in fact, was the case with many 
other hlessings our Huguenot and Pu- 
ritan ancestors found, but not until they 
were driven to hunt for them. We 
linve the glorious assuraocc that we 
have enough antimony at home to kill 
all the monks, whether in religion, sci- 
ence or politics, which Italy, or the 
outside world, may ever send us; and 
the further, more glorious hope that 
among the new metals — itrium, thal- 
lium, iridium, or something else — there 
may be another agent nnd champion of 
religious nnd intellectual liberty whose 
prowess nnd feats may be to those of 1 
Antimony among the monks, as those 
of the full grown giant beside the fee- 
ble strivings of tbe immature boy.

If the platforms were made for French 
atheists, they would not require the al- 
teration of a single word I This gives 
us concern, because we not only know 
in theory, hut see in fact, on the face 
and in the history of this glohe, that 
liberty without God is hut the liberty 


of cattle; and government based on 
false religions, priestcraft*, and super- 
stition is absolute despotism. 

We, therefore, a portion of the Amer- 
ican people, b lleving with our fathers 
that we have our rights snd liberties, 
not from meu or parties, but from God; 
believing in Christian marriage, and 
not in Mormonism; believing in the re- 
ligious democracy of tbe New Testa- 
ment, and not in the despotism of Jes- 
uitism, of priestcraft, or of the lodge; 
believing, also, with our Scotch and 
English ancestors, that civil govern- 
ment, though ordained of God, is 
" founded in nature, not in grace,” and, 
therefore, uuregeneratemen have equal 
civil rights with saints; while wealibor 
the idea of enforcing religion, or con 
trolling couscicnce by human laws and 
p< unities, as calculated to make hypo- 
crites, not Christians, snd savoring of 
tho days of pric6tism, the fagot, and 
the stake, we, at the same time, ns firm 
ly helieve that atheism and priest craft 
arc twins, and both alike foes to human 
liberty and welfare. 

We further moat firmly believe that 
a government without God bas none 
but lynch power, and is destitute of all 
legitimate authority to maintain civil 
order, to swear a witness, to try a crim- 
inal, to bang a murderer, to imprison a 
thief; and, while we consider govern- 
ment without God as mere usurpation, 
we regard all religions and worships in- 
vented by men, and so having no high- 
er than human origin, ns mere swind- 
ling impositions and cheats, 

We, therefore, solemnly adopt and 
present the following, as containing a 
brief synopsis of tbe principles ol 
our government, by which we in- 
tend to be governed in casting our 

We hold: I. That ours is a Christ- 
ian and not a heathen government, and 
that this fact should be recognized in 
its organic law. 

2. That God requires, sod man needs 
a Sabbath. 

3. Tbnt the prohibition of the im- 
portation nnd sale of intoxicating drinks 
as a beverage is tbs true policy on the 
temperance question. 

4. That charters of Masonic lodges, 
granted by our Federal and Slate Leg- 
islatures must be withdrawn and their 
oaths suppressed; and 

5. That all secret lodges, orders or 
clans affecting independence of our 
Government, and practically claiming 
that their principles and rules are more 
sacred and binding than the laws of the 
land, are treasonable, dangerous and 
destructive of our liberties. Legislatures 
snd Courts. 

We hold also to the following con- 
densed collation and synopsis of the va- 
rious platforms now before the American 

1. The civil equality of men secured 
hy our amended Constitution. 

2. Peace and arbitration of differ- 
ences with nations. 

3. Reciprocal free trade with nations 
modified by s discriminating revenue 
Intiff, until our national debt is paid. 

4. No repudiation; maintenance ol 
the public credit. 

fi. Protection and justice to Indi- 

6. Protection to loyal citizens, wheth- 
er at home or abroad, and amnesty 
to rebels when they cease to bo suck. 

7. Abolition of tbe franking privi 
ilege and reduction of postage, aud 
elections of postmasters hy the peo- 
ple. 

8. Discouragement of land and other 
monopolies. 

0. And. finally, we demand for the 
American people tbe abolition of Elec- 
toral colleges, and n direct vote for 
President snd Vice-president of tbe 
United States.

report The steward is then asked if 
the “ gates” (tbe door of the room) are 
properly guarded. Being satisfied the 
master then says loathe chaplain: 

* • Worthy ebaplaiu as laborers, uotler 
tbs Great Master of tbe Universe, let 
us bow in prayer." Tbat functionary 
then addresses some imaginary being 

“Almighty Father, Maker of heaven 
nnd eurtb and Giver of all good, we re- 
turn our heartfelt thanks to thee that 
we are permitted again to meet euch 
other here for work in tbis glorious 
cause. Endow us with prudence and 
wisdom in our counsels ns a body, tbat 
our work may be good an ‘ acceptable 
in thy sight, and tbat our labors mny 
be blessed with a liberal harvest; and 
when we are called to lay down our 
implements on earth, mny we enter tlie 
paradise not made with bands eternal 
in tlie heavens, and receive that web 
come plaudit, Well done, good and 
faithful servants. We beseech thee to | 
bless tbe officers of thie grange, and i 
the laborers therein: be with all cun- 
nected with the order from the highest 
to the lowest degree; and grunt it pros- 
perity. We ask all in tby holy name. 
(All) “Amen." 

Ilia spiritual npprebensiou must be 
dull indeed wbo cannot see tbat the 
above was prepared by selfish and 
worldly minds, wholly uiiacquaiDted 
in experience aud instruction with the 
letter snd spirit of tbe Bible. Such 
nse of the Scripture is natural to those 
who know it hy only mere hereeay- 
The parading of the greatness of the 
order “ from tbe lowest to tbe highest 
degree” is an appeal from base minds to 
some spirit having a far different char 
acter from Ood revealed in Christ The 
name and office of the Son, too, is ig- 
nored in this m ck prayer. 

Iu closing the Master asks the over- 
seer if tbe “labors of ths day" (!) are 
completed, and learning the fact dis- 
misses with the words: 

"Brothers nnd sisteis: as wo are 
again to separate and mingle once 
more with the world, let us not forget 
the precepts of our order. Let us aim 


to add dignity to labor In our deal- 
ings with our fellow mea be bouest, 
be just nnd fear not Avoid intem- 
perance in earing, drinking and lan- 
guage; also in work and recreation. 
Whatever yon attempt to do, strive to 
do it well. Let ns be quiet, peaceful 
citizens. Feed tbe hungry, help tho 
fatherless aud the widows, and keep 
ourselves unspotted from the world." 

After a closing song the Chaplain 
speaks the heuedirtion ; • -May our divine 
Master abovo protect nnd bless yon all 
now aud evermore.” (AU) "Amen."

111 taking tbe obligation of the first, 
or Laborer’s degree, the candidate nfter 
liciug led three times n round tbo hall 
and property catechized according to 
the ritual, ia told by the Master that 
brfore proceeding further he is to give 
a solemn pledge, " whioli will uni con- 
flict with your moral, social, religious 
or oivil duties." ’-With this assur- 
ance,” asks the Muster, • • nre you wil- 
ling to proceed I” The onndidatc is sup- 
posed to reply "lam;" anil tho obli- 
gution la then given in the following 
form: — “ In tbo presence of the Heav- 
enly Father and these witnesses. 1 do 
hBroby pledge my sacred honor tlnil I 
will never reveul any of the secrets of 
this order or communicate tbeiu or uny 
part of them to any person in the 
world, unless 1 am satisfied hy strict 
lest, or IU some lcgul manner, that thoy 
nre Lawfully ontitled to receive them; 
tbnt I will conform to nnd abide by the 
constitution rules nnd rugulitions of 
the Nutionid Grange and of tho State 
Grange under whose jurisdiction 1 may 
at the time be, and of the subordinate 
Grange to which I may bo attached; 
that 1 will never propose for member, 
ship is tbe order, or sanction the ad- 
mittance of any one whom 1 may hnve 
reason to believe is an improper person, 
nor will I oppose the admission of any 
one solely on the grounds of a persunul 
■natter. I will recognize and answer 
all lawful signs given ine fay u brother 
or sister of tbe order, and will render 
them such assistance ns they may be 
in need of, so far us 1 mil ublc uud tbe 
interest of my family will peirnit. i 
will net, in any manner whatever, 
knowingly wrong or defraud a brother 
or sister of tho order, nor will 1 permit 
it to be done by another, if in ray pow- 
er to prevent it. .Should 1 knowingly 
or wilfully violate this pledge or auy 
part of it, 1 invoke or myself total expul- 
sion from the order wil-hout the possi- 
bility of reinstalment, mid to be forever 
disgraced among those who were my 
brothers and sisters." 

After imposing this obligation tho 
Master of the grange instructs the ini- 
tiute in tbe signals at the outer and in- 
ner gates — tbe password, the degree 
word, the sign of the degree and tbe 
-alutalion, also the sign ol cuution and 
Patron Generals’ 6igu. The sign of tbe 
degree bears this interpretation, "A 
good laborer places faith in God. ” Thus 
impiously is a holy sentimeul attached 
to a mere signal. The same signs are 
given to the women; and in the female 
degree corresponding tothe Laborer, the 
Maid, the same obligation is imputed, 
tbe candidate being blindfolded and 
covered with a cloak. After the obli- 
gation the candidate is brought to light 
by removing tbe cloak, the steward 
giving the following complimentary ad- 
vice: ■' Sisters, you entered hore blind- 
folded and covered with that garment. 
Before you were placed Ignorance and 
Knowledge. You were allowed to 
choose for yourself ; though in darkness, 
you chose wisely und found light 
Wearing tlrat garment is to teach you 
tbat those we admit iuto our circle are 
not chosen by outward appearance, and 
that we are not deceived by display in 

The second degree is styled the Cul- 
tivator. In taxing it the initiate as- 
sumes the following obligation: 

•‘ I hereby solemnly renew my obli- 
' gntion of secrecy uud fidelity, taken in 
the first degree of ibis order; und fur- 
ther promise upon my sacred honor, to 
keep the secrets, fulfill tlie obligations, 
und obey tbe injunctions of tbis second 
degree, nnd aid my brothers and sistor 
in doing tho same. ” 

Tbo Shepherdess, tlie corresponding 
female degree, receives tbe tame, 

In tbe fourth degree, Harvester, and 
Gleaner, female, the obligation reads: 
'• 1 solemnly renew my promise to 
keep sacred the pledges on tliejprcvieus 
degrees of this order, and hereby 
pledge my sacred honor that I will 
faithfully observe the precepts and in- 
junctions of tbis degree, reveal noue of 
its secrets, and assist in promoting the 
welfare of the order according to my 
ability.” 

The Husbandman nnd Matron take 
from tlie lips of the Master these words; 
“ 1 hereby renew and confirm the obli- 
gations I have heretofore taken in tbis 
order; hereby solemnly declare nnd say 
that I will never communicate the sc- 
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speech, and just in this way, secrecy 
in this place is working its own ruin.

the office with fire-arms, mid of cmirse concluded that tlicir 
project could not bo curried into effect witlmut the risk 
n lid probable loss of nomeof tlieir lives; und liowevcrnaxious 
to prevent tile disclosure of the secrets of Masonry, they 
seem to have been unwilling to sacrifice tlicir limbs or lives 
in its service. At day-dawn they separated, and retreated 
Irom tho village without having effected anything. Part of 
them re-assembled at Gannon's house, in Stafford, whore 
Sawyer was branded ns a coward for not effecting the ohject 
for whieli lie laid started. 

Miller occupied, os printing offices, the second story of 
two wooden buildings in the compact part of the village of 
Batavia, nearly all of which consists of wooden buildings— 
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the two offices were separated by an alley about twelve feet 
wide. A family of ten persons occupied the lower part of 
one of the buildings, and Miller's assistants, six in number, 
always slept in the upper rooms. On the night of Sunday the 
10th of September, 1 828, tho inhabitants ol the village were 
nlarmed by the cry of fire, which proceeded from these 
offices, but was soon extinguished. The fire was first dis- 
covered by bright flames Bursting from under the outside 
stairways leading into the printing-offices. On examination 
it was evident that the nttempt hud been made with very

atairs; a short brush was found, which had evidently been 
dipped in turpentine; nnd the sidings of the houses were 
smeared with that liquid. A short distance from the build- 
ing a dark lantern was found. It will he manifest to every 
person, who sees the situation of the offices, and adjacent 
buildings, that if tho fire hnd gotten much headway, a con- 
desirable portion of tho village would have been consumed. 

In March, 1827, the Committee, on ths affidavit of John 
Mann, (to which the reader has been referred) nbtained a 
warrant for the apprehension of Richard Howard, os the 
incendiary, and despatched u messenger to Buffalo for the 
purpose of arresting him. That no atep should be taken with- 
out due caution, they requested ft friend in Buffalo to examine 
into the affair, and inatructed him that if satisfactory proof 
existed that Howard was at Buffalo on Monday morcing, 
early, engaged ill his usual occupations, be was authorized 
to withhold the precept. Tbe friend to whom they hud 
written chose to call in to his aid four others, who, after 
much reflection, 6ay they ” felt it to be right to advise the 
officers not to arrest I-loward, and had taken tlicir measures 
with 6uch prudence, as they thought would prevent all 
knowledge ol the complaint from coming to his ears — that 
they had felt the more confidence in that course, from the 
belief that Howard would not leave tbe place, but would be 
found to answer the charge, if such proof should thereafter 
he produced as should warrant the pursuit of criminal pro- 
ceedings against him.” A few days after receiving the letter 
of these gentlemen, tbe committee obtained satisfuetory proof 
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that about the time the attempt was mads Howard had been 
nt Batavia, in secret consultation with a member of the fra- 
ternity. A second officer was despatched with positive 
directions to arrest him for examination. But the officer, on 
liis arrival ut Buffalo, wus informed by one of the gentle- 
men who had written the letter, that the night after its date 
(Mareli Bth.) Howard had absconded, though they could not 
ascertain hy what means he had been alarmed. Ho has 
never 6ince been heard of by any member of the com- 
mittee. The secrecy and celerity of his departure — the 
active part he took in the conspiracy — and the facta detailed 
in the second nffidnvit of John Mann — will leave not much 
douht on the minds of the readers that he feared an arrest 
on a much higher charge than thutof attempting to set fire 
to the printing-offices of Miller, as the following depositions 
will show:

And, friends, the materials for the 
successful prosecution of this work we 
have now on our hands and in abun- 
dance.

The April number of The Freemason 
has an editorial which we notice in the 
hope that its plain speaking may open 
the eyes of aome of tbe candidates for 
hoodwinkery before it is too late.

The first puhlic Anti- 
masonic meeting in that city was held 
the 27th of August, 1829, at wbicb 
le the Suffolk committe were chosen. 
Tha valuable researches and invest! 
gallons of that committee aro exten- 
sively known to the public- Sinco 


western part of that state, that an effort 
was made to establish a paper, intended 
to publish the Morgan affair, and 
pose the principles of Freemasonry. 
This attempt was abandoned, owing to 
tbe diffiiculties and obstacles wbicb pre- 
sented themselves among a people, 
having yet no knowledge of Masonic 
obligations, and having witnessed 
practical demonstration of Masonio 

Tho friends, however, of truth and 
equal rights, were not easy to be de- 
terred; but procured from New York, 
documents detailing tbe conduct of the 
fraternity and the revelation of Ub 
principles in that state. Some ti me 
afterwards, papers in several counties 
commenced the publication of the illus- 
trations of Masonry. The cause grad- 
ually gained friends in several counties, 
until an attempt at organization was 
made in June, 1829; twelve counties 
only appeared in the state convention, 
which put in nomination a candidate 
for the office of governor; tbe election 
look place in October following, and 
equally to tbe astonishment of its friends 
and the dismay of its opponents, Anti 
masonry polled for Joseph Ritner, 
candidate for governor 52, 000 voti 
This contest terminated in tbe election 
of Mr. Wolf, a Freemason, to the offica 
of governor; but that result was ascribed 
hy many intelligent 
of a general understanding among tha 
friends of Anti-masonry. Certain it is 
that the party was not then organized 
throughout the state, and in many 
counties, it is said, that ii 
generally known that thero 
opposition to Mr. Wolf; an ignornnee 
which may well be considered probable, 
itliout reflecting upon the intelliger 
of the people, if we take into conaider- 
ion the especial guardianship which 
Freemasonry assumes over the pre« 
Under these circumstances, tha vote 


In Ohio, the first appearance of Anti- 
masonry at tbe polls, was at tbe gener- 
al election in Ootober, 1829, at which 
time, without any general system of 
organization, several candidates were 
put in nomination, and elected all togotb- 
eron Anii-masonie principles. Ithssaa 
yot prevailed, mostly iu tho northern 
parts of thostato: there are Anti-ma- 
aonic presses in the counties of Adams, 
Knox, TmcarawAS, Harrison, Wayne, 
Rich land, Huron, Portage, Geauga, and 
Ashtabula; anil a few other presses 
are known, occasionally, to admit Anti- 
masonic articles. 

In the counties of Trumbull, Cuya- 
hoga, Medina. Loraine, Seneca, San- 
dusky, Wayne, Stork, Columbiana, 
Jefferson, Holmes, and Athons, tho 
subject of Anti masonry hits been con- 
siderably sgitntcd, nnd the committee 
are well assured that Anti-masonry has 
the strength of -10,000 of tbe freemen 
of this new, and emulous, and enter- 
prising state, 

III Rhode Mind tho question was 
never agitated until during tho latter 
part of the last year, A press lias been 
established, a state convention held, and 
un organization adopted. In no part 
of the union has there been any moro 
commendable zeal aad fimness display- 
ed by Anti masons, than in this Island 
state, which is represented has having 
been peculiarly favored by the protect- 
ing care of Freemasonry. In tho 
state of Maryland, and in tbe stato of 
Delaware, respectively, public opinion 
is forming on this subject. Anti-ma- 
sonry has found there, as every where, 
a reception in the hearts of men of pa- 
triotism and phil antbropy. In tho dis- 
tont stale of Alabama, it has kindled a 
flame which burns brightly, and with 
steadily increasing splendor, In Indi- 
ana the cause it destined, from present 
indications, soon to become an objeot 
of paramount regard.

Elder J. R. Baird responded to the

him, and he supposed was nhuut to overtaka him, when lie turned 
and dashed his dark isnteni Into hie fuce, which stopped tlm pur- 
suit: thutupon retlcetlon sinco he concluded that It was a friend 
who run after him, but he never found out. lie helieved then, and 
still docs believe, that said Howard's ohject was to Implicate him 
In ths transaction.

Sworn tho twenty-first (lay of February, 1827, before me, 
Wit H. TISDALE, First Judgo of Genesee. 

They received information, it is supposed, of the fuel Hint 
Miller knew of their intention, and hud prepared to defend 
the offico with fire-arms, and of course coucluded Hint their 
project could not bo curried into effect without the risk 
nud probable loss of some of their lives; nnd howevernnxious 
to prevent tho disclosure of tho BCcrets of Masonry, they 
seem to lmvo been unwilling to enenlicc their limbs or lives 
in its servico, At dny-dawn they separated, nnd rctreuted 
from tho village without having effected anything. Part of 
them rc-assemblcd at Gannon's house, in Stafford, where 
Sawyer waa branded as a cownrd for not effecting the ohject 
for which ho had started, 

Miller occupied, as printing-offices, the second story of 
two wooden buildings in the compact part of the village of 
Batovio, nearly all of which consists of wooden buildings — 


the two offices wem separated by an alley about twelve feet 
wide. A family of ten persons occupied the lower part of 
one of the buildings, and Miller’s assistants, six in number, 
nlways slept in tho upperrooms, Gu the night of Sunday the 
ltlth of Septcmher, 1820, the inhabitants oi tho villugo were 


offices, but was soon extinguished. 


s first dis- 


covered hy bright flames bursting from under the outside 
stairways lending into the printing-offices. On examination 
it was evident that the attempt had been nindo with very 
minuts preparations. Kemams of straw, and cotton halls 
saturated with spirits of turpentine were found under the 
stairs; a short hrush was found, which had evidently been 
dipped in turpentine; and the sidings of the houses were 
smeared with thnt liquid. A short distance from the build- 
ing a dark lantern was found. It will be manifest to overy 
pemon, who sees tlio situation of the offices, nnd adjacent 
buildings, that if the fire had gotten much headway, a con- 
desirable portion of the village would have lieeu consumed. 

In March, 1827, the Committee, on the ullidnvit of John 
Mann, (to which the reader has heen referred) ohtoined a 
warmnt for the apprehension of Richard Howard, as the 
incendiary, and despatched a messenger to Buffalo for the 
purpose of arresting him. That no step should be taken with- 
out due caution, they requested a friend in Buffuio to examine 
into the affair, and instructed him that if satisfactory proof 
existed that Howard was at Buffalo on Monday morning, 
early, engaged in his usual occupations, he was authorized 
to withhold the precept. The friend to whom they had 
written chose to call in to his aid four others, who, after 
much reflection, say they "felt it to he right to iidvise the 
officers not to arrest Howard, and had taken their measures 
with such prudence, os they thought would prevent all 
knowledge ol the complaint from coming to his cars — that 
they had felt the more confidence in that course, from the 
belief that Howard would not leave tho place, but would he 
found to answer the charge, if such proof should thereafter 
he produced as should warmnt the pursuit of criminal pro- 
ceedings against him.*' A fjiv days after reecivingthe letter 
of these gentlemen, tho committee obtained satisfactory proof 


that about the time ths attempt was made Howard had heen 
at Batavia, in secret consultation with a member of the fra- 
ternity. A second officer was despatched with positive 
directions to arrest him for examination. But the officer, on 
his arrival at Buffalo, was informed by ono of the gentle- 
men who had written the letter, that the night after its date 
(March 9th.) Howard had absconded, though they could not 
ascertain hy what means ho had been alarmed, lie has 
never sinca heen heard of hy any member of the com- 
mittee. Tho secrecy and celerity of his departure — the 
active part he took in the conspiracy — and the facts detailed 
in the second affidavit of John Mann — will leave not much 
doubt on the minds of the readers that ho feared an arrest 
on a much higher chnrge than that of attempting to *ct fire 
to the printing-offices of Miller, ss the following depositions 
will «how:

ard, be informed him tliut five persons bad drawn lots to sec who 
it would fall upon to execute the laws of Masonry upon Morgan ; 
that tho lot fell upon him. He seemed much digressed, and 
clasped his hands together, and eiclaimed, My God l must it be 
done I or some words to that effect. He appeared to be 
nndtr an impression thnt bin Masonic obligations placed him un- 
der a nceesjitv of submitting to do nn act which seemed abhorrent 
to hia natural feelings, ln subsequent conversations said Howard 
gave his deponent to understand Hint the execution bnd heen per- 
formed but said nothing more as to his own ageucy in the transac 
Ion. This deponent further saitb, that unti, within nfewdnyspast 
bis mind has heen very unsetiled as to the course which he ougln 
to havepumued in relation to the communications so made to him; 
and he has been operated upon in some degree by fairs for his 
personal safety ; snd double as to tlio extent of his obligations to

IaL What societies arc oath -bound I 
It seems to he agreed among us that 
cretoath hound societies are wrong and 
unfit to he tolerated; but it does not 
eeemtohe well settled as to what socie- 
ties are to be thus considered. And the 
emphasis put upon the term oath-bound 
seems to imply that there 
societies that are not oath-hound and 
that these may he tolerated. 

Now in looking in upon the structure 
of those oecret societies which U»v< 
been laid open to puhlic inspection, w< 
find that each and all are characterized 
hy an obligation, designed primarily tc 
secure inviolable and perpetual secrecy 
after that to hind the member to spec 
ial favoritism to the fraternity, then t( 
subjection and obedience to tho laws, 
usages, officers sod members of the 
dcr. Appropriate provision is made 
usually hoth in the beginning and st 
the close of this obligation to invest it 
with especial solemnity and hinding 
force in the mind of the initiated. Such 
an obligation is as invariable in secret 
societies as is the heart in living ani- 
mals, and as each heart has something 
peculinr to itself, hut is in every case 
the source of vital notion or 
secret sooietics there are vai 
the obligation, hut the obligation 
in all cases is the source of life 
and moral character to the 
tutiou. The Jesuits call their 
atory obligation s vow, or oath. 

Masons call theirs an ohlig; 
or covenant, or oath. The Odd-fellows 
call theirs an obligation, pledge or cov- 
enant, and avoid the word oath as do 
also the secret temperance orders and 
the Patrons of Husbandry, and we 
know not how many others with whom 
we have les9 immediate concern. 

The question is whether we are to 
admit that those who don't cell this vi- 
tal obligation an oath, are not oath 
hound. Shall we judge of this vital 
organ of secretism by its name or by its 
nature and use 1 or shall we make or 
ganised, enforced and permanent secre- 
cy the decisive test, and adjudge all that 
it covers as unfruitful works of dark- 
ness and make no effort to look beyond 
this covering! 

A comparison of the obligations of a 
. few representative orders may help us 
in arriving at a satisfactory answer to 
this question : will ehow we think con- 
clusively that to attempt to distinguish 
secret societies as good or bad according 
as they are or are not confessedly oath- 
bound ie to mark a distinction where 
there is not a difference. 

Gne word preliminary. We have 
what we consider positive proof that 
the obligations we quote nre genuine. 
But time will not allow us to go into 
the proof. Nor with this Association 
will that he necessary. Here then is 
the vow or oath of the secret order of 
the Jeeuits. 

" I, A. B., now in the presence of 
Almighty God, the blessed Virgin Ma- 
ry, the blessed Michael the Archangel 
the blessed St John the Baptist, the 
holy apostles St Peter and St Paul, 
and the- smuts and sacred hosts of 
heaven, and to you, my ghostly falhor, 
do declare from my heart, without 
mental reservation, that Pope Gregory 
is Chriat’s Vicar General, and is the 
true and only head of the universal 
church throughout the earth; and that 
hy virtue of the keys ol hinding and 
loosing, given to his holincse by Jesus 
Cbriet, lie hath power to depose hereti- 
cal kings, princes, states,- common- 
wealths, and governments, all heing il- 
legal, without hie sacred confirmati jn, 
and that they maysafely he destroyed; 
thyftforc, to the utmost of my power, 

I will dofend tnis doctrine and his Holi- 
ness’ rights and customs against all 
usurper® of tho heretical or Protestant 
authority whatsoever, especially against 
the now pretended authority and church 
in England, and all adherents in regard 
that they be usurped and heretical, op- 
jetting the sacred mother chnrch of 

I do renounce and disown any alle- 
giance as due to any heretical king, 
princo, or state named Protestant, or 
obedience to any ot their inferior magis- 
trates or officers. 1 do further declare 
the doctrine of the Church of England, 
of the Calvinists, Huguenots, and oth- 
er Protestants, to he damnable, and 
those to he damned who will not for- 
sake the same. I do further declare, 
that I will help, assist and adviee all or 
any of his Holiness' agents, in any 
placo wherever I shall he ; and do my 
utmost to extirpate the heretical Pro- 
testants' doctrine, and to destroy all 
their preteuded power, legal or othor- 
wi»o. I do further promise and declare 
that notwithstanding 1 am diapensed 
with to assume any religion heretical, 
for the propagation of the mother 
church's interest, to keep secret and pri- 
vate all her agents' counsels, as they en- 
trust me, and not to divulge, diroctly 
or iudirectly, hy word, writing, or cir- 


will only give an extract as it is gene- 
rally known to both Masona and Anti- 
The extract we give will 
show the oath form, some of tho prin- 
cipsl things sworn to, and the impreca- 
or penalty. It is thus: 

1, A. E, in presence of Almighty 
God and this worshipful lodge, do here- 
hy and hereon [i. e. , Br and on the Bi- 
hle. square and compass, kneeling half 
nsked, blindfolded and cable-towed] 
most solemnly and sincerely promise 
andswesr, in addition to my former ob- 
ligations [the sum of which is always to 


hail, ever conceal and

sonry]; that I will not give the degree 
of a Master Mason to any of an inferior 
degree, nor to any other being 


cumstnece whatsoever, hut to execute 
all which shall be proposed, given in 
charge, or discovered unto me, hy you 
my ghostly father, or hy any one of 
this convent. All of which, 1, A. B. , 
do swear hy the blessed Trinity, and 
hlessed sacrament, which I am now to 
receive, .to perform and on my part to 
keep invioiahly, and do cell all the 
heavenly and glorious host of heaven 
to witeess my real intentions to keep 
this my oath. In testimony hereof. I take 
this most holy and hlessed sacrament 
of theeuchanst, and witness the same 
further with my hand and seal, in the 
face of this holy convent.” 

This surely is an oath in most solemn 
and pelpahle form. But the evil of it 
does not consist in the fact that it is in 
form end terms an oath. The evil lies 

covering up with secrecy blasphe- 
mous and treasonable sssumptioea. de- 
signs against government sod the truth 
of God, in the slevery it imposes, in 
the hypocrisy and lying and nameless 
crimes which it compels.

It is in this hidden 
iniquity that the wrong principle 
sists; and the most daegerous thing 
about it all is, that it is hidden. The 
secrecy which is thc prime nhject of 
tho oath is the element in which slone 
that iniquity lives, moves, and has 
heing. The secrecy is the condition 
the precedeut, without which the iniquity 


and wrapped up in, and even the oath il 
self, could not exist. The secrecy 
therefore is the worst feature of all, 
and if attached to an evil promise makes 
that as dangerous as an oath. And if 
the promise is associated with the 
same thoughts of God's presence 
and attributes as the osth, it 
becomes itself an oath, call it 
what you may. But for the fact that 
these three oaths are alike as it respects 
securing secrecy, we would say that of 
the Ku-Klux is the least ohjectionahlo 
of the three. It is certainly 
pahle of an interpretation that would 
reconcile it with patriotism and morali- 
ty than either that of the Jesuits or Ma 
sons. And yet our government out 
laws the Ku-Klux and charters the, oth- 
er! Send a man to stales prison only

Instead of the imprecation whioh 
usually belongs here, wo have an ex- 
clamation in concort from the officers, 
* • We are witnesses to your solemn ob- 
ligation.” Then the chaplain prays and 
represents the obligation as high and 
responsible;” as oron constituting a 
new relation with special, new and sol- 
emn duties, os God's corenant of 
marriage and of his church docs, 
and os no other covenant does 
or esn assume to do, but hy mor- 
tal man ohtrudiug himself into the 
place of God. After this, the officers 
address the candidate, repeating some 
text of scripture and each closing with 
*’ Remember your vow.” or ‘Romem- 
bsr your obligation.” If you violate it 
we shall remember you. Yourreputs- 
tion is nt stske. Your all, here and 
hereafter, is staked upon — your fidelity. 
“Rememher your vow.” Is not this 
candidates' promise associated in his 
mind with the thoughts of God as wit- 
ness and judge, and with the penalty 
for violation as impressively as the Ma- 
son’s is in his oath ! 

We find in this disguised oath all the 
features and germs of evil that chsracter- 

the undisguised parent oath of Mason- 


only a consolidated despotism but a sort 
of established nohility to ..ieldif. Des- 
potism has aot so hold and threatening 
an image in this Repuhlic as the farm 
era’ order of the Granges presents. 
But tho point to which we ask especial 
attention is that in this pledge of hon- 
or is found crory essential of an oath 
that pertains to the Mason's covenant, 
and that it has essentially thesims el- 
ements.

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THE MU.NMOl I II CONVENTION. 
The Case of Daviil Brownlee. 


Haring seen something in the Cyno- 
sure sod heard reports from other 
quarters, respecting the case of one Da- 
rid Brownlee, whose body was found 
in the month of May. 1837, nearLitile 
York, Wsrren Co., III. , I visited thn( 
place on the 9th of April, 1873, and 
ohtamed from persons still living in the 
neighborhood, and who were witnesses 
to the facts related, the following par- 
liculars which I have condensed from 
the testimony of seven credible witnesses 
es taken and written down in presence 
of esch without either knowing what 
others had testified. Ga comparing the 
statements of the different witnesses. I 
find that in every ma'erial particular 
they are substantially the same, and 
this is the more significant, as they 
were not aware of my coming or of the 
object which I had in view. 

David Brownlee was a native of Penn- 
sylvania, and though not an habitual 
drinker, occasionally became merry and 
communicative “ over • is cups.” He 
wss for s time a teamster and dealer in 
horses, and while engaged in bis husi- 
nsss incidentally came in possession of 
a book containing the secrets of Free- 
masonry. This fact came to the 
knov. ledge of the craft, and he was in- 
formed that he must join the lodge or 
take the consequences. Under these 
■ircnmstances he thought it best to be 
initialed, hut did not consider himself 
hound by his obligations. 

In 1835 he settled in Wnrrcn Coun- 
ty, which was then, after the close of 
the Black Hank war, but just opened 
to peaceful occupancy. It seems that 
he had at some lime incurred the dis- 
pleasurc of the lodge, hy using their 
signs and secrets unmasonicslly. Be- 
coming aware of the evil intentions of 
ths lodgemcn, lie took special precau- 
tions for hi* personal snlety. At times 
he became grently alarmed and would 
send for neighbors tn come and stop 
over night with him 

On the Sabbath, only six days previ- 
ous to the time when he left home, two 
men esme to his house, and after look- 
ing around tlie premises, left without 
making their business known. Brown 
Isc believed them to he Masonic spies, 
and hefore retiring that night, loaded 
his guu, placed an axe and heavy cliih 
near his bed, and then fastened his 
house with the greatest possible secur- 
ity. This was sometime during the 
month of April. 1837. A few days pre- 
vious lo the visit of these strangers. 
Brownlee ' told two of his neighbors 
that lie hud heen tried in the lodge for 
unmssonic conduct, ami that the decis- 
ion ws» that he must he put out of the 
way before the first of May. He com- 
plained of unfairness heenuse he wim 
not heard in self-defence, and designat- 
ed the men who plead fur him and 
those who were against him in the 

On the morning of the last Saturday 
in April th* left his home on horse 
heck nnd went to Oguaks, shout twelve 
miles distant, expecting to return the 
some evening. At Ogunka ho procur- 
ed a quart bottle filled with whiskey, 
and when last seen was partially in ton- 


es ted, hut a 


o manage hie 


horse, which was a very gentle and 


trusty beast, Leaving town for home 
in the aiternoon, he called on a friend 
living near the rosd, nnd taking out 
his bottle asked him to drink, and after 
a short delay rode on towards home. 
The hottie was then ahont half full. 

He was next reported nt the house 
of George Coons, a Mason living on the 
road ahout four miles from Brownlee's 
house, Mr. Conns stated that about 
nine o'clock in the evening he heard 
tome one rslling near bis house, and 
going out found that it was Brownlee. 
The night wss very dark and stormy 
and he tried to induce him to remain 
until morning, but he refused nnd went 
\ on. This was the last intelligence of 
Brownlee until nine days after, when 
his body was found hy hin nephew, 
Nathaniel Browulee, lying on the 
open prairie. Brownlee’s horse was et 
home the next morning after he was 
reported at Coons', with the bridle 
fastened np nnd one of the stirrups, 
and some say hoth, thrown over the 

Search was immediately commenced 
nnd continued seven days, without oh 
tsining any clue to the strange disap- 
pearance, or obtaining any trace of the 
whereahouta of the misning msn. 
was thought that he might possibly 
have fallen from bia horse into Cedar 
Creek, which he had to cross in reach- 
ing his home, and preparations we 
mg made to drag the stream the 
day. On Saturday, the day previous 
to the discovery of the hody, Mr, Coons 
called at the house of Hamilton Brown- 
lee, David's brother, and inquired tfi 
search had been made on a certain strip 
of prairie which he indicated. This 
wss the first time he had shown any 
particular interest in the case or had of- 
fered advice or assistance. He seem- 
ed much agitated, and his appearance 
was so unusual as to awaken suspicion 
on the part of Hamilton Brownlee end 
his son Nathaniel, who was present; 
and led the elder to remark to his eon 
that there was something very strange 
in Coon's nppesrance, Before leaving 
he said "We must search the bottom 
to-morrow.” 

When the company hnd assemhled 
on Sabhath morning it was finally, after 
consultation, decided to follow Coons' 
suggestion, and a company of horsemen 
were accordingly formed and started 
up the bottom on the north side of Ce- 
dar Creek. They had proceeded but a 
short distance when Nathaniel Brown- 
lee discovered, some twenty or thirty 
rods distant, an object lying upon the 
open prairie, which proved to he the 
body of bis unde. It ws* on the plot 
of ground which Coons had said must 
be searched that day; and what is 
aignificant it wss upon an open space 
without shrub or griss, over which 
Nathaniel Brownlee and the two daugh- 
ters of David Brownlee and perhaps 
others, had passed while searching a 
day or two previous, and was only 
about thirty yards from the rond lead- 
ing directly to Brownlee’s house. 

The body was lying with the face up- 
ward and with limbs extended, and 
there were no indications of a struggle 
to be seen either upon the ground or 
upon the body. There wns no appear- 
ance that the body had been removed or 
dragged around by wolves, which were 
then abundant, or in any way mutilat- 
ed by animal*. The only wonnds per 
ceptible were upon the throat and low- 
er part of the face, which were man- 
gled in a most fearful manner, while 
the tongue was entirely gone. The 
eyes, which birds or small vermin 
would he likely to attack first, were un- 
disturbed. When lifted from the 
ground ti e blood flowed freely; nnd 
Dr. Maley, who was present, remarked 
that "he could not have heen dead 
more that twenty-four hours.” An in- 
quest was held and several of the jur- 
ors, with the coroner, who wasn Mason, 
came from a neighboring town, 
company with others. I have searched 
the connty records and -find nothing 
coucerning this case, although several 
other inquests held nbout that time, 
some previous and others subsequent, 
nrc enured in due form. 1 am told 
that the verdict by the jury wsa‘'Death 
by exposure. " 

I am told also by a man who was on 
the jury, that it wss with much diffi-

Since the last annual meeting of the 
Society, the chief work performed has 
been the distribution of Anti masonic 
tracts, and the bringing before the Leg- 
islature of the state a measure for se- 
curing fair and impartial juries, ft must 
he evident that where men collude to- 
gether. and hind thcmselvei hy an oath 
to aid and assist each other, the jury 
may easily be made au instrument lor 
their speeial nnd exclusive benefit 
against those persons who do not he- 
lolig to their ring. The tendency, 
therefore, of secret societies, is to cor 
rupl and destroy the jury as au icstru 
meat for securing equal rights to men 
and to bring the laws and institutions 
of the country into contempt. 

The Masons of Vermont pretend thst 
they do not take secret oaths, ami that the 
law of the state against secret extra-judic- 
ial oaths does not therefore apply to them. 
They claim thnt, jn keeping up the in- 
stitulion of Masonry, which is wholly 
foreign to the spirit of our institutions, 
they do not violate the clearly expres- 
sed letter of the Inw. And here is 
just where our preasnt issue with Ma- 
sonry stands. We assert tbnt the ad 
ministrators of Masonic oaths and obli- 
gations do violate the laws of Vermont, 
expressly made nnd provided; and 
what we claim is, that the court aliall 
judge hetween, and shall decide wheth- 
er M neons, when offered aa jurymen, 
have taken illegal oaths or not. This 
it the right of evary freeman, to have 
his case beard and examinod by the 
courts of the land, nnd, as freemen, we 
claim the full exercise of the right.

Eesotved, That in accord with the 
declaration of William Wirt made forty 
years sgo, that there ia not a party i 
the United States which is so purely 
pany of principle, in contradistinction 
to a party of men, as the ‘■Anti-mnson- 
io psriy,” we will endeavor lo make 
the Anti- muonic party of Vermont, of 
the present day, so far as our power ex- 
tends, equal in purity of principle to 
what it wns then, hefore the dtstrac- 
tions occasioned by tbe slavery ques- 
tion hnd diverted the slate from ths 
pursuit of its object, for tbe abolition 
of Masonry from the entire country;

On the 10th of February, 1831, ac- 
cording to previous appointment, the 
Christian hrethren of various denomi- 
nstions, from the towns ofGswsgatchie, 
Morristown. Governeur, Depeau, Lis- 
bon, Cantor, Pierrepont, Potsdam, 
Pansvillc, Hopkinton, Stockholm, Nor- 
folk, and Madrid, in the county of St. 
Lawrence, assembled at the Presbyte- 
rian meeting-house in Potsdam. 

Bev. J. W, Sawyer of Governeur 
was appointed chairman, and Joseph 
Hurlbut of Stockholm nnd Liht. 
Knowles of Potsdam, secretaries. 

The chairman stated the object of the 


and that he had 
portunity of declaring, in the presence 
of his Christian brethren, that he wa- 
nhsolved fiom all allegiance from Free- 
masonry; he had heen hesitating about 
the binding nature of the obligations, 
but after much examination and prayer, 
he had come to the conclusion that 
such oaths should be repented of and 
forsaken. 

Rev. R- S. Palmer, of Canton, said 
he had taken three degrees of Masonry ; 
they are correctly published as they 
were administered to him; he had 
aome time ago found it to he his duty 
to renounce ail connection with the in- 
stitution. 

Elder Jacob Seely, of Ggdenehurg, 
said he had taken seven degrees; thnt 
those seven, with their obligations, the 
laat of which was the Royal Arch, are 
puhlished correctly a* he received them 
and os he haB often teen them given to 
others; he helieves they are substan- 
tially the same in all placet; the lodges 
arc taught that there is perfset unan- 
imity in all parts of the world, and in 
all ages. 

Brothers Martin, Nathan Post, and 
Thomas Gould, of Madrid, severally de- 
clared that tLat they had received 
three degrees of Masonry, and that 
Morgan had published them correctly, 
and that they now renounced all con- 
nection and fellowship with the insli- 

Brother John Johnson, of Potsdam, 
testified that be bad liken three de- 
grees precisely aa revealed hy Mor- 

Brother John Smith, of Potsdam, 
testified that he had taken five; that the 
first three are written correctly hy 
Morgan as he receivod them, and 
aa he has often seen them given to 

Rev. A. Knapp, of Moira, Franklin 
county, said he had taken seven de- 
grees, th at the first three hnve heen 
correctly published by Morgan; thst be 
took the Royal Arch degree in the 
chapter at Rutland, Vt. ; that In the 
oathadministered to him wna the clause, 
der and treason excepted."

less, in the end secured hy causing 
the candidate to any, “ Furthermore, I 
do pr"ini*e nnd swear that if any part 
of this, irj solemn oath or obligation, 
be omitted nt this time. 1 will hold my- 
solf amensb o thereto whenever inform- 
ed," etc. He said it had been and still 
was an occasion of the deepest regret 
that he had thus autrered himself to bq 
imposed on, and hit miniate rial dignity 
thus trampled in the dust; that hnd he 
advanced no furtho r than the th ird degree 
or even to the eevonth, (however wick- 
ed that might he, and he was fully con- 
vinced of the fact), yet, comparatively 
this was light in view of the degrees 
of knighthood, for which, he said, ho 
conld never forgive himself, though he 
had sought and hoped he bed ohtained 
pardon of his friends, of the church, 
and of God, yet he hoped thnt deop 
humility nnd ailfubvscmsnt and godly 
mourning would characterize his whole 
canduct from this time to the grave, 
He blessed God tbnt he bad lived to 
•ec the public exposure of the abomi- 
nation* of that daik institution, and 
that his parents and companion* and 
brothers nud relatives were still alive, 
so that he was prevented the painful 
and heart-rending task of repairing to 
their graves and weeping over the spot 
where lay those dear friends who wore 
in life filled with grief on account of his 
relation to that institution ; that God 
had spared his life to repent, ere him- 
self slumbered in the dust, to have hi* 
name handed down to posterity as one 
who was an ardent advocate of Freema- 
sonry ; that at whatever tr fling expense, 
t-von though it might cost him his nat- 
ural life, or the death of reputation, 
or whatever els# might be heaped 
upon him, he would ,’deapise the 
shame snd glory in th* cross; and his 
ardent prayer to heaven was for those 
still reUined in its slavish chains; that 
neither interest, fear nor shame might 
deter them from oheymg the voice of 
God to come out of Bahylon and he not 
partakers of tlmne dreadful plagues in 
reserve for all the workers of ipiquity. 

The conclusions are expressed In the 
following resolntions, which psased hy 
a unanimous vole : 

Devolved, That the degree* and obli- 
gations ol Freemasonry, a* they have 
heen read to us, arc truly puhlished; 
nnd thnt the character therein revelled, 
is unwsrran'ablii lo hold fellowship in 
the church of Christ. 

Retoh'cd. That pr"fes*ors of religion 
who are members of the Masonic insti- 
tution should not be required to disclose 
the secret* of Freemasonry, that being 
done already ; but with that exception 
they ought to disclaim nil allegiance to 
the institution, and to signify the ssme 
to their hrethren.

when they saw the Saviour walking up- 
on the sea, they were trouhleil and 
said, “ It is a spirit.” And the Saviour 
confirmed themin this doctrine. When 
he appeared to them after bis resurrec- 
tion, and they were terrified at hie 
presence, supposing that he was a sp 
it, he said ; "Why nre ye trouhledl 
spirit hath not flesh and hones as ; 
see me have." Here the Son of Ood 
the most explicit terms recognizes the 
existence of spirits. And that spirits 
cen see, and hcer, and act apart and in- 
dependently of material bodies, and can 
nlso possess and act through the phys- 
ical nature of man, we have the same 
authority. 

2. Another consideration is, that 
man was made to know, enjoy, and 
glorify Ood forever. That he should 
possess a nature therefore, unbounded 
in its desires, and unlimited in its pow- 
ers of attainment, enjoyment and ap- 
plication, is most suitable, is indeed in- 
finitely essential to the grent end of bis 
being. The physical nature of man. 
like that of the brute, is limited, and all 
that emanates from such a source musl 
therefore, he circumscribed by nerroi 
bounds. But the soul of man heing 
spiritual and immortal, like its Divine 
Author — if not, like him, infinite — mav 
nevertheless perpetually nnd eternally 


of Christ, and are awaiting the de- 
struction of their enemies and then 
complete glorification at the end of the 
world. With thia accords the vision of 
the Redeemed heforc the throne in 
heaven, singing the "New Song;” the 
closing strain of which is, "We shall 
reign on the earth.” This therefore 
must he in the intermediate state — be- 
fore the resurrection, the consumma 
tion nf all things — the revelation of ths 
“new heavens and the new earth," 
wherein dwelleth righteousness. The 
doctrine of the soul’s immortality, and 
the happinens of the saints in death is. 
therefore sustained hy the visions of 
the Apostle nf Christ — the inspirstion 
of God. 

7. Analogous to this is the language 
of Paul, when he epenks of heing ”in 
the body" nnd ‘’out of the hody” “in 
Paradise," ’ ’in the third heavens," and 
of “seeing" nnd ‘'hearing” things not 
communicable to mortal ears. Also of 
heing "absent from the hody,” and 
"present with the Lord." And of be- 
ing in a strait bel ween remniuing iu the 
flesh for the promotion of the truth, 
the church, and the glory of Christ, 
— and of departing and being with 
Chriat, which to him was far better.

On these several questions, various 
npiniona have existed among the wise 
and good, nnd diversified and conflict- 
ing sentiments are now flooding the 
world That some of these sentiments 
arc heretical and chismatic, and injuri- 
oua to the best interests of mankind, 
there can he no doubt. Aod while great 
and continued efforts are being made 


it obvious to every unprejudiced 
mind. 

3. The Bible frequently applies the 
term ''soul" to the persons of men, but 
never to designate the hrute or animsl 

sionally applied to the lifenf the brute, 
hut never to denote the animal, ne il is 
naed to designate the human creation. 
The reason is ohvious; the soul gives 
character to mao sb pre-eminently ex- 
alted above the brute. Hence men are 
termed souls, brutes never. 

4. The Bible makes another distinc- 
tion, "Whoknoweth the spirit of 
man thatgoeth upward, and llie spirited 
a hrute goeth downward to the earth!” 
The apirit of a hrute goeth downward 
to the earth. Like the hody, it is per- 
ishable, evanescent, and paaseth away. 
But the spirit of man, having come from 
Ood — a spark from his living essence, 
and made in his glorious image, intelli- 
gent and immortal — goeth upwsrd “as- 
cends to Ood who gave it" 

’ The soul of man not downward teuds 

Like brutes to earth, like them to die; 
From God it came for nobler ends, 

Himsalf to know aud glorify.” 

5. The Saviour, when expiring on 
the cross, commended his spirit tnGod. 
Stephen, the martyr, full of the Holy 
Spirit, and seeing God, and Jeaus stand- 
ing on the tight hand of God, com- 
mends his soul to Christ in these words, 
’ ’ Lord Jssus receive my spirit, ” And 
the soul of the penitent thief was mode 
happy by the promise of Christ that he 
should be with him on the day of their 
suffering and death in Paradise, 
promise of our Lord to this dying 
thief," says Dr. Clarke, “ is justly con- 
sidered as a strong proof of the rmmor- 
lalil; of the soul, and it is no wonder 
that those who have embraced the 
trary opinion should endeavor to 


be not immortal! For if the soul 
sleeps with the hody in death — Paul 
could not have been “out of the body” 
‘•itt Paradise," ‘Seeing” and ‘’hearing” 
the great thiugs uf God.

grave! Can the language of the apos- 
tle he reconciled to this view! It can- 
not. Can the philanthropy, the he- 
nevolence, the piety of this eminent 
servant of ChriBt he sustained with 
this sentiment! Not for a single mo- 
ment. But if the choice he hetween 
loving, serving, aud glorifying Christ 
absent from him, from home, in a 
world of sin, sorrow, and death — and of 
loving, serving and gloritying Him at 
home in his presence, with visions ot 
his face, his glory, in heaven, in his 
celestial Paradise — then indeed, there 
well might be a conflict in the mind of 
Paul — in the mind of the hest saint on 
earth.

The terms employed by the sacred 
writers to express the “ soul," ore in the 
Hehrcw l -Nephesh" in I he Greek 
“Psuehe. " 'The Hebrew term “iiuacfi,” 
and in Greek li Pneun in,” are trans- 
lated "spirit." The latter ternn are 
used to denote the nature of God, aod 
tha soul of msu , as immaterial. God 
is a spirit.” "Handle me and aee a 
spirit hath not flesh and hones as you 
•ee ms hnve," But the former worda 
’Nepheah’ and ’Pauche’ are employed 
to designate the living principle ol man. 
" Man heeame a living soul." Hence 
these terms are occasionally applied, 
and with great propriety, to the whole 
man — and also to the life of the brute. 
But from such application, occasional 
nnd aecondary, the import of those 
terms caunol bo determined, 
made, (i. e. his body) of the dust of 
ths ground, aod when God imparted 
to him 1 lie 'spirit of life,’ he then he- 
came a ‘Living soul.' Tbnt man has 
a ’ 'apirit” or ''soul," the living, con-

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Governments have always depended 1 
largely on the binding power of oaths; 
to secure fidelity in their officers. Anj 
onth is a solemn appeal to Ood, and 
depends for its restraining influence onj 
the fear of God supposed to be im- 
planted in every heart. Whatever, J 
therefore, tends to weaken this deep- 
seated fear of a higher power must 
necessarily weakeo one of the stoogest 
pillars of organised society. Whatever 
brings the oath ioto contempt opens 
the floodgates of official unfaithfulness. 
And just here M.woary strikes one of 
its heaviest blows. 

This charge may sound strangely 
against an institution which uses the 
oath so largely in the accomplishment 
of its own purposes, and speaks so 
loodly, and so stoutly of the temlilo 
crime of perjury. Yet I make the 
charge without fear. 

Tho multiplicity of Masonic oaths 
has this weakening tendency. Take 
any man, I care not how conscientious, 
and require him to take an oath every 
day for a twelve-month and he will 
necessarily acquire a careless habit of 
swearing wilhout thought or feeling 
upon the subject, aud of forgetting Iris 
onths os quickly and as easily us he 
takes them, Bo Masonry swears men 
over and over agaiu until hut few 
know what they have aworn. 

This weakening effect is terribly io- 
crensod hy the frivolous character 
of msny of the Masonic oaths. An 
onth is in its very uature a solemu 
thing, justifiable only on occasions of 
great moment. Wb.-n it is used in 
trivia] affairs it deceuds ut once into 
profanity, and excites contempt. I 
have carefully read the Master's oatlt 
with this rule io view, and it is start- 
ling to think wbat an accumulation ol 
foolery is there. It is verily a •* fright 
ful amount of twaddle," rendered pro- 
fane hy the solemn mockery of an oath 
and the sanction of a death penalty, 

To the uninitiated it souods silly 
enough to bear men biud themselves to 
go on each others errauds whenever 
required eveu though they should" 
have to go barefooted uod bareheaded. 
If thoy simply agreed uuiong them- 
selves to this arrungemcot wo should 
perhaps content our.elves with smiling 
at their folly; but wheo they appeal 
to Ood in solemn form and invoke the 
death penalty wo stand aghast ut the 
impiety. 

At the breaking out of the late war 
a company of rebel citizens in East 
Tennessee, to give vent to their rage 
ageinst Andrew Johnson, who was 
then laboring as an active unionist .

The hardening effect of Mason- 
ic swearing is terribly increased by the 
fact that every Mason is by necessity 
habituated to the violation of oaths.

For 
instance, take the latter passage. 
Where is the man that expects to pray 
for his Masonic hrelbren every time he 
bows in prayer, aud yet so long 

to discard this oath he is bound to 
do it. And surely no one ever in bis 
heart acquiesced in the death penally 
which he invoked in case of failure, 
although he called on Ood to witness 
his sincerity. 

Not only in this way is the Mason 
habituated to perjury, but if he should 
i officer or even a juryman lie is 
liable at any moment to find his Masonic 
oath in conflict with his oath of office, 
that he must break one or the other, 
I cannot fee) surprised that Masonic 
officers perjure themselves for money 
wheo I reflect that their souls are 
burdened with oaths until the memory 
fails to retain them ; oaths, too, of so 
frivolous and profane a character that 
they can only feel contempt for them;

But 
the chief argument then used by 
ehurch members nod ministers was, "It 
is a moral question, and should never 
he made a political issue. But if a gen- 
uine reformer minister happened to 
preach one word against the (treat ain 
of slave-holding on the Sabbath, he 
was deoounecd at once, and charged 
with preaching politics on the Sabbath. 
Ministers then either opposed the agi- 
tation of the question, or werenon-eom- 
mittsl. Yet another class would con- 
tend that "slavery was a divine institu- 
tion, and sanctioned by the Bible,” but 
could have no fellowship for abolition- 
ists. But tho most formidable argu- 
ments used hy these opposers of aboli- 
tionism was, "You are disturbing the 
peace of Zioii, dividing the churches, 
and sowing tho seeds of mischief broad- 
cast." But the agilation weot on, and 
slavery at length was washed out in 
hlood, God was honored, and the 
church, in part, purified; and yet, 
slrnnge as it may appear, somB of these 
very meu who then opposed t 
talion, or stood non-eommitlal, 
apparently anxious to be recognized by 
the public as apostles of the anti-slavery 
reform. Do they merit this award! 

But although slavery is Is now deud 
and oumbered w.th the things of the 
past, yet there now seems to be anoth- 
of still greater niagoitudo 
aod importauce to he met by the Amer- 
per.ple; and that is, the evils of 
secret oath- hound Bocieliee. In 
republican government where 
equr.l rights arc guaranteeed to 
every lawful citizen, the toleration of 
petty secret governmeots set up in nl- 
every hioilot and village in our 
country, and claiming a right to ad- 


laws of Ood recognize as crimes at all, 
involves a principle which is inevitably 
calculated to suhvert and destroy every 
righteous system of government known 
among men. But what magnifies the 
evilaof secret combinations is, their 
growing temloncy, for the laat twenty 
years, to popular favor. Freemasonry, 
evidently the great giunt evil of the 
world, has for several years past been 
gathering new forces, and "by craft has 
practiced and prospered," until it has 
now hy its power of attraction, gath- 
ered to itself several groups of satel- 
lites which revolve in regular orbits 
around tho great ceuter.

Now in view of the great prevalence 
and alarming extent of these evila every 
reflecting mind must see the great ne- 
cessity of a radical reform. And 
where, we ask, are the men who ore 
willing to enliatin thia boiy war! Are 
they to be found among politicians or 
statesmen ! But very few will we find 
there. Do you say, Oo to tho church 
if yon want to get genuine reform! 
Well, we should naturally expect, il 
we judge from the nature of Christian- 
ity, that every true Christi 
former; hut by observation and experi- 
ence we find many professing Chris- 
tians who actually take conservative 
ground in many needful reforms. We 
are not to expect the Ini ty of ill o ck urch 
to move in any reform faster than the 
ministry; yet surely we ought to ex- 
pect that every minister of Christ 
would hold himself ready to oppose 
every sin, whether found ill the dark 1 
recesses of the lodge-room, or 
milled in open daylight. But 
since this great reform battle againat 
Masonry and other Becret abomina- 
tions has actually commenced, and 
been in successful operation some four 
or five years, where do we at this hour 
find the church and the ministry 1 Some 
of the church denominations (to their 
praise be it spoken) Uavo no fellow- 
ship for these ‘‘bidden things of dis- 
honesty," and are u<mg ilteir inilueuce 
to expose them, hut n large majority 
of the churches with their ministers, 
cither profess to stand non committal

Mr. JCditor; — 1 had heard much about 
the ‘•Pcnitcntcs’’ of New Mexico, and 
desired to oec with my own eyes if 
there were human beings livingsocluse 
to civilization, who, during tho forty 
days of Lent, were as heathenish, ns had 
been reported, So on Inst Wednesday, 
(to-day two weeks ago), at n town of 
300 inhabitants, lying about twenty- 
five miles west of Elizabethtown, my 
attention was culled to a gang of men 
just across the river, who were doing 
penancu hy carrying heavy wooden 
erosses, and whipping themselves. 
There were about forty in all; some 
were stripped to their drawers, except 
* cloth Unit covered their hads to keep 
from being recognized. They were 
slowly walking along, nnd ns the morn, 
ing sun shone on their hare, bloody 
b icks, 1 could see tho blood run to 
their feet. 1 1 was too much to witness 
long, and I turned away, sickened by 
the ^horrible eight 1 soon was enlleil 
to look upon a scene even worse than 
the one already mentioned. I saw a 
stout Mexican bearing a heavy cross 
upon his gnlled shoulders, nnd slowly 
walking along, his two ntlondantz, one 
ou each »ido, whipping him nl every 
step with fiat braided whips made from 
Mexican soap weed. I expected to see 
him sick under his load when he camo 
to the foot of the hill, hut be was as- 
sisted to lbs top hy his comrades and 
the whipping kept up. He staggered 
nlong close to the largo el urch, when 
ho gave out and fell to the ground with 
the cross upon him. Being unnblo to 
codure more, ho was raised to his feet 
extended out on each side 
by lashing them to a stick which cross- 
ed his shoulders, This kind of eruelty 
was continued during the day, even 
heen reached, and thut the farmers of * ma " W* coming in for their share
